COLORED MEN NOT AFRAID 


THE GREAT BLAINE SCARE UNDER 
INVESTIGATION. 

ONLY A FEW OLD AND IGNORANT DARKIES 
FRIGHTENED BY THE SLAVERY STORY 
-——DEMOCRATIC FEARS FOR THE FUTURE. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 21.—After reading 
some of the dispatches from Southern cities to 
the Northern newspapers since election day a 
stranger visiting the South naturally looks for 
indications among the colored people here of 
fear and distrust. Tar Times’s correspondent 
has sought for these signs to-day during a trip 
from Weldon to Raleigh by a train which stopped 
at all stations and which traversed a region rep- 
resented as being quite as likely as any other in 
the State to furnish proofs of alarm, if there 
Were widespread alarm, because of Cleve- 
land’s election. The result, so far, of in- 
quiries among the negroes and well-informed 
Democrats and white Republicans, has been the 
discovery of a teeling of concern among the 
negroes, not universal by any means, nor such 
as to deserve the name of fear or fright. It ex- 
ists almost exclusively among the old or middle 
aged negroes who live in the remote country 
districts, who do not read but who get their 
news from one another by “* word ot mouth.” 
At Weldon there were one or two stories told 
of the anxiety displayed on the day after the 
election by old negroes who had been made to 
believe that the election of a Democratic Presi- 
dent would be a return to slavery and all the 
conditions existing before the war of the rebell- 
ion. 

It was difficult to ascertain who was reponsible 
for this belief. Democrats say that Republican 
speakers have prepared the negroes for it by 
their campaign speeches for years. Republicans 
fay that it has been formed since the election, 
and that it was caused by the taunts and men- 
aces of Democrats. A sample of the sort of 
taunts referred to is taken from alocal paper. 
A young Democrat carried a piece of chalk in 
nis hand, and when he met a negro he would tell 
him that when Cleveland came in he would have 
all the negroes returned to slavery, and that 
each white man was to have ail he could mark 
with chalk. Before the negro could escape he 
would be decorated with a chalk mark. 

Mr. Armisted Jones, of this city, a Democrat 
with whom I conversed at Weldon, suys that 
such jokes as these are only perpetrated by the 
very young or very ignorant and brutal white 
men. Hesays the eiection was perfectly fair 
and free and that there was an honest count. 
Congressman O’Hara, Repubiican, said yester- 
day at Halifax that the election in this State 
Was perfectly honest. At Wilmington, I am 
informed, the result has left a degree of 
bitterness and disappointment amorg the 
black people that is not shown elsewhere. One 
could not discover, in the behavior of the 
negroes along the Raleigh and Gaston Railroad, 
any of the reported tright. They congregated 
at the stations, asthey have always done, as the 
train came in. They seemed as happy, loafing 
in the sunshine, as if no care had ever disturbed 
them, and they laughed quite as loudly and care- 
lessly at little jokes as they could have done if 
the election had resulted in a Republican instead 
of a Democratic victory. 

At Henderson, in Vance County,atown of 
4,000 or 5,000 population, half white and half 
biack, I talked with Major Harris, a Democrat, 
who has lived in the place all his life, perhaps 65 
years. Heis not a politician. He had heard of 
one or two instances of uwularmed negroes. A 
woman employed in his family had asked, when 
she heard the church bells ringing tor Cleve- 
land’s election, if it was true that allthe negroes 
were to be sold back intoslavery. That feeling 
was not general. 

The defeat of Blaine surprised the negroes, 
who could not believe that the Republican 
Party could he beaten. At first there was a 
panicky feeling and Major Harris said that 
Revenue Collector Isaac J. Young,a Republican, 
of course, did the people a gooc service by going 
among the negroes and assuring them that they 
meed have no fear that Cleveland’s election 
would bring them harm. Mr, J. W. Wilson, who 
lives in Asheville, in the western part of the 
State, was on the train. He said that there were 
instances of alarmed negroes being brought to 
his attention, but they were not many, and the 
feeling was nota scare that would be followed 
by an exodus. Nocomplaint had been beard by 
him that any man in Western North Carolina 
had been deprived of an opportunity to vote or 
that all votes were not counted as cast. The 
color line had been drawn by the Democrats:, 
yet in spite of that many negroes had voted for 
Democratic candidates. 

Gov. Jarvis, whom I met this afternoon, said 
he believed there was some uneasiness among the 
more ignorant negroes, but that it was subsiding. 

Jobn Kelly, a negro and a Republican, a man 
referred to as well-informed about the state of 
feeling among the negroes, told me that there 
Was more astonishment than fright among his 
people and that few of them believe the stories 
about a return to slavery or the loss of political 
rights. He directed my attention to the fact 
that Wake County, in which Raleigh 1s situated, 
and which has for years been a Republican 
stronzhold, did not elect any Republican except 
a constable. He attributed this result to a 
factional fight in convention, and not to fraud, 
intimidation, or other similar cause. He said he 
had not heard of any attempt anywhere im- 
properly to influence the votes of negroes. 

Postmaster Nichols said that he could not call 
the feeling among the negroes one of alarm. It 
was one of doubt, however, which it would take 
time to allay. Mr. S. A. Ashe, of the News and 
Observer, said that it would be useless to conceal 
the fact that there was uneasiness among the 
negroes, but that, as white men do not talk poli- 
tics with black men here, it was not easy to as- 
certain the extent of the feeling. He believed 
that assurances from such men as Bruce, Doug- 
lass, and Langston, who are known to the ne- 
groes, that none of their political rights were 
threatened by Cleveland’s election wouid go far 
to reassure them. Few of them read, so that 
the assurances of the newspapers are of little use. 

I find that all the Democrats are impressed 
with the belief that their victory may be loaded 
with mischief for the Democratic Party in the 
South; that before six months have passed 
many of the negroes will abandon the Repub- 
lican Party and join the Democrats, who will 
then, in the pride of their power, break into fac- 
tions, affording the Republicans a better chance 
than they have ever had of electing their candi- 
dates. The Democrats do not want the negro 
vote. The negroes themselves have recently 
manifested a disposition to retaliate by warning 
the whites that they did not care to have any- 
thing to do with them. 

There have been many fires recently in different 
partsof the State, some of them evidently of in- 
rendiary origin. The press of the State has spoken 
uf them, carefully avoiding any characterization 
of the negroes in cunnection with » fires. 
There bas been a protracted crought in the 
State, and every roof and woodpile is as dry as 
tinder. Many of the fires are doubtless acci- 
Cental, but the known fear among some of the 
negrves unquestionably causes suspicion among 
a few whites, 

Here in Raleigh there seems to be no sort of 
repression of the usual good nature of the 
blacks. A crowd of several hundred of them ran 
through the streets this afternoon behind the 
street show of a Humpty Dumpty company, 
laughing and yelling with unalloyea delight at 
the unusual and free spectacle presented. The 
great tright had not yet reached them,

NEW-YORK INSURANCE MEN CONGRATU-

ALBANY, Nov. 21.—A _ special committee 
of the Cleveland and Hendricks Insurance Club, 
of New-York City, called upon Gov. Cleveland 
this afternoon and presented him witha set of 
resolutions expressing their unqualified grat- 
ification at the election of Cleveland and 
Hendricks; conveying their congratulations 
to the President-elect for the noble record 
he has made for honesty, integrity, faithfulness, 
and reform in the respective offices he has held 
as Mayor of the city of Buffalo and Governor of 


the State of New-York; also, commending high- 
ly his appointment of John A. McCall as Super- 
intendent of Insurance.

A MARRIAGE ANNULLED. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 21.—A year ago 
Tamsen Walker, the 20-year-old daughter of a 
map of wealth and social standing, ran away 
from her home in Waterford, West Va., with 
John Ash, a negro servant in the family, who is 
15 or 20 years her senior and is physically crip- 
pled, and the two were quietly married here. 
Subseqnently the father tracked his daughter to 
this place and found her living alone and serv- 
ing as a domestic in a private family. Mr. 
Walker finally prevailed upon his daughter 
to return home, and later entered suit 
here to have the marriage contract an- 
nujled. The giri’s affidavit states that Ash, 
by reason of having bad the care of her when 
a child, had obtained great influence over her, 
and that by meansof this and by threats he ac- 
complished her ruin. Fearing that she was 
about to become a mother she consented ‘to 
elope and be married, but immedirtely atter the 
ceremony she left Ash, and has refused to live 
with him since. Ash, in his answer, claimed that 
their relations were sought by the girl; that the 
marriage was performed at her instance; that 
she is under duress, and that, if left to follow 
her inclinations, she would remain his wife. The 
Common Pleas Court to-day, after a hearing, 
annulled the marriage contract. 





DEMANDING COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

Boston, Nov. 21.—At a convention of 
School Superintendents of Massachusetts a reso- 
lution was adopted: ** That thesentiment of this 
convention is that the public school buildings in 
the various cities and towns be used for evening 
school purposes.”” The Rey. A. D. Mayo ad- 
dressed the convention on the imperative need 


ofamore perfect system of evening schools as 
important to the State and County. A full dis- 
cussion of various topics held the convention 
untilalate hour. It was shown that over 90,000 
persons in Massachusetts cannot read and write. 
President Carrigan advocated a law making 
compulsory the education of all illiterate minors. 
Federal aid was demanded to convert the 9,000,000 
of illiterates in the country to at least intelligent 
reading citizens. The convention adjourned to 
meet early in January to complete its work.

CARPET WEAVERS’ STRIKE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—Nearly all the 
ingrain carpet mills were closed to-day owing to 
the refusal of the power-loom weavers to accept 
the proposed reduction in wages of 16 to 20 per 
cent. The few mills which did not make a re- 
duction in wages and which were running to- 
day are, however, all working with reduced 


forces and upon shorttime. The weavers held 
a meeting this afternoon at which over 700 were 
present, many of whom were females. Speeches 
deprecating any incendiary action on the part 
of the strikers and advising arbitration were 
made and received the approval of the meeting. 
An Arbitration Committee of five was anpointed 
to wait upon the manufacturers and request the 
withdrawal of the notices of reduction, and the 
meeting then adjourned to meetagain at the 
call of the chair when the committee was ready 
to make a report on the result of its conference 
with the manufacturers. 





A MYSTERIOUS PRISONER. 
Boston, Nov. 21.—Isaac Jacobs, arrested 
recently in Brooklyn for alleged conspiracy to 
imprison another man by fastening upon hima 
larceny which was committed by Jacobs himself, 
was up for trial to-day, but the case was post- 


poned one week. Jacobs claims that he was a 
victim of false pretenses when arrested, alleging 
that the officers falsely represented that they had 
a requisition for him. Considerable excitement 
was occasioned here by a rumor, based princi- 
pally upon the prisoner’s statements, that he had 
really been arrested for complicity in the myste- 
rious murder of Mrs. Cariton, at Watertown, 
two yearsago. The officers deny the first alleg- 
ation, but admit that Jacobs was taken to 
Watertown yesterday, though they decline to 
state for what purpose and claim that this case 
has nothing to do with the Carlton murder.

FORCING HOLDERS TO FUND. 

RicuMOND, Va., Nov. 12.—In the House 
of Delegates to-day a long preamble and resolu- 
tion relating to the condition of the public debt 
were introduced. The substance of the resolu- 
tion is that all coupons or bonds held or claimed 
against the State of Virginia not presented and 
funded in accordance with the act known as the 
Riddleberger bill, or acts amendatory thereof, 
before the lst of January, 1886, shall be barred, 
and that no provision shall ever be made for the 
payment of principal or interest thereon, or 
the holders thereof ever be entitled to to any of 
the privileges afforded by said acts, nor shall 


any action growing out of such default be main- 
tained in any court of the State. 





THE SOUTH AMERICAN COMMISSION. 

San Francisco, Nov. 21.—A meeting of 
the President’s Commission appointed to foster 
trade relations between thiscountry and Central 
and South America, with the members of the 


Chamber of Commerce and merchants generally, 
took place here this afternoon. ‘There was a 
large attendance.

THE NEW-YORK SENATORSHIP. 
DEPEW AND MORTON THE LEADING CANDI- 
DATES—THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

ALBANY, Nov. 21.—While it is too early 
to forecast the probable action 9f the Repub- 
lican caucus, it is tolerably well settled that 
some gentlemen will have more decided strength 
than others whose names are spoken of for 
United States Senator. Complimentary votes 
will probably be given to Sherman §, Rogers, 
Andrew D. White, William M. Evarts, Leslie W. 
Russell, Frank Hiscock, and even Whitelaw 
Reid. Ex-Gov. Cornell would doubtless have a 
considerable support but for the fact that his 
friends are more in sympathy with the idea of 
making him Governor next Fall than of sending 
him tothe Senate. William M. Evarts will, at 
least, have the vote of Senator Esty, of 
Tompkins, Mr. Corneli’s own county. 
Mr. Reid might have had the vote of Mr. Robert 
Hill, of Brooklyn, had that gentleman been 
elected to the Assembiy, but the printers of the 
district were apprehensive of this, and failing to 
receive any response to their communicution 
upon the subject they voted for his Democratic 
opponent. The contest promises to narrow 
down to Chauncey M. Depew and Levi P. Mor- 
ton, the former perhaps more closely represept- 
ing the Blaine men of the State than any other 
Republican who has been named. Minister 
Morton has compieted the arrangements neces- 
sary to restore him once more to activity 
in the financial circles of the metropolis 
by renting a residence in the Seventh Assembly 
District of New-York. He has the sympathy of 
that wing of the party which was not so closely 
allied with Blaine’s fortunes, and his claims to 
recognition are being urged by friends of the 
Administration. President Avker has given his 
friends no sigh as yet that his own name can 
be usedin the caucus. They are not so blind, 
however, that they do not see that he would ac- 
cept the Senatorship in the event of its coming 
to him without a scramble, or as the result of 
the inability of the caucus to agree upon some 
one of the gentlemen already named. 

The Senatorship and the Speakership seem to 
hinge one upon the other. George Z. Erwin, of 
St. Lawrence, is mentioned as the Morton can- 
didate for Speaker, and Gen. James W. Husted 
as the candidate of the friends of Mr. Depew. 
it is by no means conclusive that Mr. Husted 
represents Mr. Depew, even though their rela- 
tions are very close. Both Mr. Erwin and Mr. 
Husted are making a canvass for the Speak- 
ership, and are closely watching the move- 
ments of Walter 8S. Hubbell, of Mon- 
roe, and William T. O’Neil, of Franklin. 
who are known to be candidates for the same 
office. The names of Kidder M. Scott, of Liv- 
ingston, and Walter Howe, of New-York, are 
also heard in this connection. Congressman 
Burleigh passed through this city recently on 
his way to New-York to urge the claims of Mr. 
Erwin. Senator Warner Miller will doubtless 
play some part in the selection of the Speaker 
and of the Senator, though whether in the inter- 
est of Mr. Depew or Mr. Morton is not yet known. 


A DENIAL FROM MR. HATTON. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Frank Hatton has taken the trouble to deny 
the statement made in the Chicago Tribune by 
Mr. Clarkson, of the National Republican Com- 
mittee, to the effect that he ordered the New- 
York Post Office to be kept open on election 


day. Mr. Clarkson declared that Mr. Hatton’s 
order prevented enough Republican employes of 
the office from voting to have overcome Gov. 
Cleveland’s plurality. Ina letter written to-day 
to Mr. Joseph Medill the Postmaster-General 
points out that there is no law authorizing the 
closing of Post Offices. On the day prior to the 
Jast election dispatches were received from 
many places asking authority to close the offices 
on Tuesday, but of course no such permission 
was given. Mr. Hatton says that he was in Bur- 
lington, lowa, on Monday night, when, accord- 
ing to Mr. Clarkson, he issued the order to keep 
the New-York office open, and quotes a 
dispatch received at that place from EI- 
kins, asking him to take some _ action 
in the matter. Mr. Hatton replied to 
this that the Postmaster could certainly 
arrange to allow the employes in his office to 
vote. The Postmaster-General also quotes a dis- 
patch sent by the acting Postmaster-General to 
Mr. Pearson, asking the latter to give his em- 
eggs full opportunity to vote. In conclusion 
Mr. Hatton writes: ‘Had Mr. Clarkson or Mr. 
Elkins been Postmaster-General at the time they 
might have issued an order closing all the Post 
Offices in the United States during election day, 
but I hardly think they would have done so 
after reading the law.”’

appointments. 

In the Senate the bill was passed over the Gov- 
ernor’s veto by a vote of 22 yeasto9 nays. The 
House took no action to-day in the matter.

GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 


COUNTY OFFICIALS WHO EVADED CHAN- 
CELLOR RUNYON’S ORDERS. 

TRENTON, Noy. 21.—In the Court of 
Chancery to-day, Chancellor Runyon delivered 
an opinion in the case of Gibbs against Deputy 
County Clerk Morgan and the Collector of Cam- 
den County, to the effect that they are both guilty 
of contempt'of court, and he ordered that they be 
attached therefor. Thesuit was brought to re- 
strain the Collector of Camden County from 
paying and the Deputy Clerk trom receiving 
any money for the salary of the latter under the 
act of 1882, entitled, ‘‘ An act concerning Clerks 
of counties in this State,” by which it was pro- 
vided that in all counties where the County 
Clerks are paid by annuai salaries, the Deputy 
Clerk should receive $2,000 per annum. 

lt was claimed tbat the act of 1882 is unconsti- 
tutional. An injunction was allowed and the 
writ was served on both officers. Subsequently 
the writ was modified so as to allow the Deputy 
Clerk to bring a suit at law for his salary, but 
continuing the restriction as to payment, except 
upon judgment obtained in the action. Suit 
was brought, but it was undefended, and a judg- 
ment was given for the clerk tor one month’s 
salary. The Board of Freeholders subsequently 
passed a resolution that the Deputy Clerk should 
be paid $160 per month. The Collector paid $640 
for saiary, from June to October, notwithstand- 
ing the injunction that the Clerk should not re- 
ceive nor the Collector pay the salary, except 
upon judgment of the courts of law. 

The resolution, the Chancellor says, is a mani- 
fest, palpable, and confessed subterfuge. It is 
as if the court should enjoin the payment of 
money, and in defiance fof the injunction pay- 
ment should be made. The breach of the in- 
junction is too plain to admit of any attempt at 
cenial. The Collector and the Clerk must be both 
adjudged guilty of contempt, The case has 
created much interest in the State, and the de- 
cision upon the constitutionality of the act 
which will be delivered shortly is looked for 
with interest.

Cuicaco, Nov. 21.—The existence of a 
conspiracy to kill Orange D. Douglass, the de- 
tective and Deputy Marshal who is the principal 
witness against William J. Clingen, John H. 
Stearns,and Frank A. Owen, charged with illegal 
registration of voters, is cluimed by United States 
Attorney Tuthill. Douglass was waylaid on 
Centre-avenue after dark last night by two 
masked men and cruelly beaten. He was on his 
way tothe homeof hisaged mother, who lives 
on Centre-avenue. After knovking him down, 
the men beat him over the head and left him for 
dead. Douglass remained in the position he was 
felled to till 7% o’clock this morning. At 
that hour he regained consciousness and 
dragged himself to Centre-street, where passers- 
by helped him toa carriage. Hie jaw was brok- 
en, his forehead over the left eye was badly cut 
in several places, and his body bruised. About 
a week ago Douglass was fired at twice while 
walking through the same lot. Mr Tuthill says 
he is positive that Owens, Clingen, and Stearns 
have conspired to kill the man. The latter is a 
“tough” and a brother-in-law of Mayor Harri- 
son. TheGrand Jury isenxzaged in an investi- 
gation of the charges against Stearns, Clingen, 
and Owens, but they have not yet found an in- 
dictment against them.

THE FRANCO-CHINESE WAR 


SUSPENSION OF THE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS FOR PEACE. 

CHINESE IRONCLADS TO ATTEMPT TO FORCE 
THE BLOCKADE OF FORMOSA—ADMIRAL 
COURBET UNABLE TO MOVE. 

SHANGHAI, Noy. 21.—The Chinese iron- 
clads Cho-lung and Yung-wei have arrived here. 


They intend to force the French blockade of the 
island of Formosa. 

Lonvpon, Nov. 21.—A dispatch of to-day’s 
date from Shanghai to the Times,says: ‘The 
peace negotiations have been suspended. The 
French have made overtures to the English and 
American pilots on the Yang-Tze River. The 
pilots demand 40,000 taels (about $56,000) each. 


The Chinese complain of this action on the part 
of neutrals. 


Advices from Tamsui, as late as Tuesday of 
this week, state that Admiral Courbet still re- 
mains at Kee-Lung. Heis unable to advance un- 
til he has been reinforced. Chinese labor is 
scarce, and the French sailors are employed in 
coaling the ships. 

Paris, Nov. 21.—It is reported that the 
Chinese Government offers France 75,000,000f. in 
settlement of the latter’s claim, and that France 
demands 1,250,000,000f. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day it was 
agreed to passtothe immediate discussion of 
M. Clémenceau’s resolution demanding the pub- 
lication of the minutes of the Tonquin Credit 
Committee. Inthe course of the discussion M. 
Clémenceau reproached Prime Minister Ferry 
for concealing the truth from the country. M. 


Ferry denied that France had asked for Eng!and’s 
mediation in the Franco-Chinese difficulty. M. 
Clémenceau charged M. Ferry with havine 
altered the minutes of the committee so as to 
change their meaning. M. Ferry asserted, in re- 
ply. that the alterations which had been made 
were without significance, and said that this 
charge showed the meanness of spirit to which 
the Opposition could descend. M. Terry declared 
that the publication of the minutes asked for 
at this juncture would be prejudicial to the best 
interests of France and would place France ina 
Py of inferiority toward a crafty enemy. 

f the resolution were adopted he declared his 
purpose to resign. ‘The resolution was there- 
upon rejected by a vote of 288 to 212. 

The negotiations between Earl Granville, the 
British Foreign Secretary, and the Marquis 
'’seng, the Chinese Ambassador, witha view to 
the settlement o¢ the difficulties between France 
and China have failed, owing to Prime Minister 
Ferry’s ascertaining that the Marquis Tseng is 
not authorized by his Government to offer any 
better terms than those which were rejected 
through M. Patenotre, the French Ambassador 
at Pekin. 


DISCUSSING CONGO QUESTIONS. 

BERLIN, Nov. 21.—The committee of the 
Congo Conference have settled the mode of pro- 
cedure to be observed in the deliberations, and 
have discussed the method of dealing with the 
material before them. The committee to-day 
concluded their hearing of the evidence of dele- 
gates and assistant delegates, including Henry 
M. Stanley, the African explorer, upon the ques- 
tion of tne Congo basin. The committee will 
hold another session to-morrow to decide 
whether they will hear the evidence of other 
experts or make their report to the conference 
based upon the evidence already furnished. 

It is understood that the committee of the 
Congo Conference favors unrestricted naviga- 
tion of the waterway of the Congo River. It is 
believed that Germany will support the de- 
mands of England in relation to the River Niger, 
only requiring increased protection for the va- 
rious trading interests. It is understood that the 
American delegates are desirous of accommo- 
dating the interests of the United States in the 
Congo country with those of Great Britain. 


Paris, Nov. 21.—The Governor of Sene- 
gal, who is now in Paris, will probaby be sent to 
Berlin to appear before the Congo Conference 
when the question of the Niger River is being 
discussed by that body. 


THE RIOTING IN MADRID. 

MapnriD, Nov. 21.—The official account of 
yesterday’s disturbance on the part of the 
students of the university 1s as follows: The Pro- 
vincial Bishop excommunicated Prof. Morayta, 
a Republican, on the ground that he had deliv- 
ered an irreligious address. Then Seifior Noce- 
dals, the son of the Civil Chief of the Carlists, 
editor of Hl Siglo Futuro, asked the students to 
sign a declarationapproving of the Bishop’s 
conduct. The Liberal students protested against 
this, and out of this disorder arose. The Rector 
of the university, who is a partisan of Sefior 
Sagasta, the Liberal leader, did nots uppress the 
disturbance, but resigned his position. ‘he dis- 
order then spread to the streets, and Republican 
partisans joined thestudents in uttering seditious 
cries. Revolvers were fired by some of the ex- 
cited persons in the throng, and several of the 
policemen and rioters were wounded. There 
were 63 persons arrested. The riots were re- 
newed last night.

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PURSUED AND EATEN BY WOLVES. 

Vienna, Nov. 21.—A tragic incident is 
reported from Eastern Hungary. A clergyman, 
with his wife and child were driving in a sledge 
from Krasnisora to the neighboring village of 
Kis-Lonka. A pack of ravenous wolves pursued 
them. The mother was terror-stricken, and let 
the child fall from her arms. The father leaped 


from the sledge to savethechild. Father and 
child were at once fiercely attacked by the 
wolves. The father fought desperately and 
killed two of the wolves, but he was at last over- 
come, and both he and his child were devoured. 
Meanwhile the horses had rushed onward with 
tbe siedge, still bearing the agonized mother. In 
her agony of terror she gave premature birth to 
a babe, which was dead when it was born. ‘This 
terrible shock, with all the rest she had suffered, 
proved too much for the poor woman, and when 
the sledge reached Kis-Lonka she too was dead. 
The whole family had perished inside of an hour. 


VICTIMS OF THE CHOLERA. 
Paris, Nov. 21.—There were 31 deaths 
from cholera yesterday in Paris, all but 11 of 
which occurred in the hospitals. From mid- 
night of Thursday to 6 o’clock to-night 8 deaths 
from cholera have occurred in the city and 15 in 


the hospitals. Fourteen deaths occurred to-day 
at Oran and one at Nantes. 
La Liberté announces that 18 deaths from 
cholera occurred at Compiégne yesterday. 
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CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 21.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon the motion ot Mr. La- 
bouchere, Advanced Liberal, to reform the 
House of Lords was rejected by a vote of 145 
to 74. 

The latest advincs from the British-Afghan 
frontier commission state that the commission 
had arrived at Herat. The population and 
Governor of that place received them in the 
most friendly manner. 

The trial of Lord Marcus Beresford for assault- 


ing Mr. Thomas Gibson Bowles, editor of Vanity 
Fair, took place to-day, lt resulted in the ac- 
quittal of Lord Marcus. 

Advices from Cape Town state that Dutoit, 
the man who proclaimed that Montsio’s territory 
was under the protection of the Transvaal Gov- 
ernment, on hearing that the British tr-ops had 
departed, hoisted the Transvaal flag and prom- 
ised to heip the freebooters to retain their 
farms.

WHEN SHE WEDDED HIM. 

MonTREAL, Nov. 21.—Bebe Vining, who, 
it will be remembered, was betrayed into a false 
marriage by Harold De Wolf, who is now 
languishing in jail here,is in this city, playing 
inthe “Ivanroff’ company at the Academy of 
Music. Miss Vining was subpcenaed as a witness in 
the capias suitnow pending against De Wolf_at 
the instance of Mr. R. W. Gale, of the Equitable 
Insurance Company, and upon which he is now 
held a prisoner. She was called to give evi- 
dence as to Harold’s alleged insanity, but as the 
artiste held views decidedly opposed to any such 
pretension, Mr. Dandurand, De Wolf’s coun- 
sel, refused to examine her, whereupon 
Mr. Edmund Guerin, representing Mr. Gale, 
took her evidence in behalf of his 
client, and the deposition was filed in court to- 


day. Her evidence was to the effect that De 
Wolf had represented himself as a millionaire; 
that he had obtained a divorce from his first 
wife, and was a member of the firm of Kohn & 
Co., of New-York. He always behaved hke a 
erfect gentieman, and did not appear fo drink 
ard, nor had she ever seen him the 
worse for liquor, and he did not seem 
impaired in his mental faculties. On the other 
hand, Dr. Henry Howard, the insanity expert, 
was also examined, and declared De Wolf to be 
suffering from alcoholic mania, and that he 
must certainly have been drinking brandy or 
some other alcoholic beverage to excess. Evi- 
dence as to the extraordinary quantity of 
brandy consumed by De Wolf while he was 
staying there on his bigamous honeymoon trip 
was given by the hotel bartenders and others.

TYPHOID FEVER IN A PENITENTIARY. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Nov.: 21.—To-day 
the fact came to light that there is aterrible 
disease raging inthe Kansas Penitentiary, tour 
miles south of here, where 800 prisoners are con- 
fined. The disease is pronounced malignant 
typhoid fever by the physicians of this city who 
have investigated it. Its prevaitence has been 
kept quiet for 10 days and became known in the 
city for the first time this morning, causing no 
littie consternation among the people here, be- 
tween whom and the penitentiary constant 
communication is kept up by persons passing to 
andtro. Sixty convicts are sick and 10 have al- 
ready died. The penitentiary has been turned 
into a great hospital, many of the prisoners be- 
ing employed as nurses and in burying the dead. 
The convicts are alarmed, but Warden Jones bas 
strengthened his guards and no fear of an out- 
break exists. It was supposed that the peniten- 
tiary was in the best sanitary condition, but 
poor ventilation has been the cause of the sick- 


ness.

PLACING BUOYS IN POSITION. 

Newport, R. 1., Nov. 21.—The buoy- 
tender Cactus has arrived here to assist Com- 
mander Lyons in placing the buoys forthe naval 
compass station in Coddington Cove.

The next day the worth- 
less checks were thrown out when they reached 
the Bank of Buffalo, where a number of the vic- 
timized firms have theiraccounts. The police 
have made no arrests, though the matter has 
been kept quiet for a day in order to give thema 
chance.

THE ATHENS CLASSICAL SCHOOL 
VERY ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM THI 
DIRECTOR IN CHARGE. 
PRINCETON, Noy. 21.—The annual meet- 
ing ot the Governing Committee of the Clas- 
sical School at Athens, Greece, was held this 
afternoon at the residence of Prof. Sloane. This 
is the first business meeting that has been 
held in Princeton since the founding of this 
foreign classical school. The colleges were rep- 
resented by the following members of the asso- 
ciation: Harvard—Profs. Norton, Goodwin, and 
White; Brown—Prof. Harkness; Columbia— 
Prof. Drisler, and Princeton by Prof. Sloane, 
There were also present Messrs. De Peyster and 
Ludlow, of New-York. The first duty before 
the committee was to pass resolutions on the 
death of Prof. Packard, who was an enthusias- 
tic member of this institution, and was acting 
Director, prior to the Directorship of the present 


incumbent, Prof. Van Benscohoten, of Wesleyan 
College. After this a report was read from 
Prof. Van Benscohoten, which was exceedingly 
favorable and showed the growing success of 
the school. He stated that the library now con- 
tained 2,000 volumes of valuabie works relating 
to classical study. All the leading archeological 
journals are received at the school and the ad- 
vantages of the library are thrown open to the 
use of the Engiish and American residents. The 
various departments of the school are engaged 
in archeological research, and the present man- 
agement has insured flourishing resuits. 

Prof. Harkness, of Brown University, has been 
elected Director for the ensuing year, and hig 
Directorship will be followed by_ the appoint- 
ment of Prof. D’Oogee, of the University of 
Michigan. The interest shown by the various 
American colleges is constantly increasing. 
Fourteen colleges are now enrolled in member- 
ship, showing an increase of two. Prof. Van 
Benscohoten states that the cholera scare hag 
frightened a few away from work, but it will 
soon pass over. Tie committee are anxious to 
bave notice given that the valuable opportuni- 
ties offered by this classical school are at the dis- 

osal ot all American students traveling in 

Surope, but membership in the institution must 
be procured inthe reguiar way provided by the 
committee, namely, by application and exam- 
ination. 
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TWO MURDERERS HANGED. 
ONE IN SAVANNAH, MO., AND THE OTHER 
IN LEXINGTON, KY. 

SAVANNAH, Mo., Nov. 21.—Oliver Bate- 
man, aged 20 years, was executed at 1 o’clock to- 
day for the murder of the two young daughters 
of John McLaughlin on Aug. 3l last. The mur- 
Gerer slept well last night. Heate a hearty 
breakfast, and appeared cool and unconcerned 
throughout the morning, and laughed and chat- 
ted with those about him. Heleft a letter for 
publication admitting the crime and expressing 
his penitence. Atthe appointed hour he was 
conducted to the scaffold, which was erected on 
a sort of natural amphitheatre about a mile 
from the town. One hundred Deputy Marshala 
made way through the vast throng for the con- 
demned man, and Bateman walked to the scaf- 
fold with an indifferent swagger. He weakened 
somewhat during the Scriptural reading, and: 
murmured a brief invocation. The trap was 
then sprung, and the murderer died with scarce- 
ly astruggie. itis estimated that 20,000 people 
witnessed the execution, many coming in wagons 
a distance of 50 miles. Bateman’s crime was one 
of the most revolting in the annals of the State. 
The relatives of the murdered children occu- 
pied seats in front of thescaifold. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 2l1.—John Bush, 
colored, was hanged here at 12:80 P. M. to-day 
for the murder of Annie Van Meter tive years 
andeleven months ago. Bush was in the employ, 
of James Van Meter, the father of the girl, 
when the killing occurred. Bush and the girl’s 
father were engaged in a “difficulity,” when, 
Miss Van Meter coming in range of Bush’s pistol 
was shot in the thigh, and afterwurd died of the 
wound. Bush was taken upon the scaffold at 12 
M.,and after religious services was allowed to 
speak. He occupied 10 minutes in giving an ac-, 
count of the way the killing occurred and main-; 
taining his innocence to the last. He asserted 
that Van Meter shot his own child while at- 
tempting to shoot him. Miss Van Meter was 
about 17 years oid. Bush had his case heard four

Court. He was firm to the last, going upon the 
trap witha smiling face. He was pronounced 
dead in seven minutes.

DELAYS IN PATENT OFFICE WORK. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 21.—If Mr. Butter- 
worth, Commissioner of Patents, carries out a 
programme laid down by him while a candidate’ 
for the House of Representatives the Forty- 
ninth Congress will at least be given a chance to: 
put the Patent Office in better shape than it is at 
present. No person who has tried to patent an) 
invention in recent years will be sorry to see Mr.’ 
Butterworth working for the passage of bills to: 
tacilitate the work of the Patent Office. That, 
institution is one of the few under Government 
control in which there is a real need of 
a large number of additional clerks. It 
often takes a year or more to get an 
for a patent passed upon 
and weeks are required for so simple a matter as 
the recording of a deed. A New-York gentle- 
man who left an assigument of territory to be 
recorded at the Patent Office this Fali had to 
wait a month before his paper was returned. An 
ordinary clerk could, and probably did, copy it 
in 20 minutes. In another case an inventor 
secured from one of the departments an official 
request for the speed of action of the office on 
his application for a patent, yet he had _ to wait 
from June to October for his patent. The work 
of the office will continue to fall behind untia 
Congress mukes more liberat appropriations for 
clerical help. Mr. Butterworth proposes to 
secure such appropriations if he finds his fel- 
low-Congressmen open to reason.

THE SOCIAL ENJOYMENTS OF THE 
FORECASTLE, 
ENTERTAINMENTS WITHOUT AN AUDIENCE— 

ETIQUETTE BELOW DECK—THE FORE- 


CASTLE DUDE. 

Although sealife lacks many of the social 
advantages which are to be had on shore, the 
sailor is as fond of the society of his own species 
as isthe average landsman. The dearth of social 
advantages on shipboard forces Jack to devise 
ingenious substitutes for the lyceum, the play- 
house, the assembly room, and other similar 
institutions. 

The exigencies of sea life oblige him to devote 
himself to maritine business during his hours on 
deck, with the exception of the second dog 
watch, which isfrom 6 to 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing. Then ifthe wind is steady, and the ship is 
able to take care of itself, the watch on deck, 
with the exception of the man at the wheel and 
the lookout, are at liberty to look in on their 
shipmates of the watch below. 

Ther it is that Jack’s social characteristics 
come strongly to thesurface. If no imitation 
social dissipation of a Shore character has been 
arranged beforehand,an impromptu conversa- 
zione is begun. The men talk with each other 
freely. If one of them happens to remember 
some interesting reminiscences of his last stay in 


port he relates these to his shipmates. The lat- 
ter listen with evident pleasure, but ao not hesi- 
tate to interrupt the speaker in order to cor- 
rect any little inaccuracies which may 
have crept into his verbal memoirs, 
Such corrections are received kindly, and 
whenever one feels himself obliged to 
express doubts as to another’s veracity, he does 
thisina frank, good-natured manner which rare- 
ly gives offense. The cnaracters of the Captain 
and other officers are discussed by the men with 
afreedom which would no doubt interest the 
subjects of the debate. Questions of maritime 
law also frequently come up for discussion at 
the forecastie conversazione. The proper mode 
of procedure in case of a collision is touched 
upon, and criticisms on the various qualities of 
the ship which thcy belong to are made by 
men who are competent to give opinions on 
such matters. The tediumof what might other- 
wise prove a too scientific conversation is re- 
lieved by interesting anecdotes. When eight 
bells sound, the watches separate. One-half of 
the men go to their posts on deck, while the others 
retire to their snug berths for a few hours of 
slumber, but the minds of all have been 
strengthened and refreshed by a generous inter- 
change of opinions and experiences, and each 
one is probably wiser, if not better, than he was 
immediately before the conversazione. 

In good weather the men frequently arrange 
some entertainment for the dog watch. Each 
one who has talent volunteers his services, while 
those who have no gifts of this description mod- 
estly offer to become the audience. Even when 
‘all of thesuilors are men of talent there is little 
jealousy among the amateur artists. The fact 
that no one will consent to act as the audience 
does not prevent the entertainment from proving 
asuccess. Under such circumstances each sailor 
either dances a hornpipe, sings a song, plays 
upon a musical instrument, or indulges in a 
recitation to. As all go through their little parts 
at the same time, there are no unseemly guarrels 
as to precedence. Each onethen enjoys his own 
performances and is at the same time happily 
unmin@ful of the fact that his shipmates are also 
taking part in the entertainment. This style of 
concert asa rule proves much more satisfactor 
than the one which calls for an audience of cold, 
calm critics, who are liable to prove unapprecia- 
tive. Under the former system every one is 
amused and no one is bored. The mere clashing 
ofsounds which happen to be independent of 
each other causes but little annoyance to those 
who have become accustomed to this style of 
entertainment. : 

These forecastie entertainments are productive 
of much good. They tend not only to improve 
Jack's musical tastes but also accustom him to 
innocent modes of amusement. The forecastle 
entertuinment is,asa rule, more productive of 
realamusement than is the average cabin con- 
cert on the fast monseetp, in which a vast array 
of traveling talent is let loose, ostensibly for the 
purpose of partially replenishing the coffers of 
some asylum for maritime orphans. 

No forecastle is without its social leader. The 
sailor who succeeds in mounting to social emi- 
nence in the forecastle is able to rule his ship- 
mates by moral suasion. He decides all points 
of etiquette about which any dispute arises. 
Sailors much stronger than himself bow to his 
superior mental endowments, and are content 
to sit at his feet. Hesets whatever fashions the 
limited wardrobes of his shipmates allow them 
to indulge in. He has his sycophants and also his 
enemies, but he is usually considerate, and is 
willing to allow his humblest shipmate all of the 
social advantages of the forecastle. Each fore- 
castie bas its dude, who sometimes aspires to 
social eminence, but, as a rule, Jack prefers quiet 
elegance to ostentatious dress and manners, 
consequently the forecastle dude is rarely able 
to play higher than second fiddle. 

In some forecasties there are cliques, each one 
of which regards itself as more aristocratic than 
the others. But in the majority of cases the 
democratic principle that everybody 1s just as 
good as anybody else prevails. Where the fore- 
castle is divided into two sections, one for 
each watch, there is apt to be social 
rivalry between the two parties. Sometimes 
this is carried s0 far that a starboard 
sailor will not speak to a_ port. sailor. 
When the two watches are on good terms, how- 
ever, it often happens that the starboards will 
invite the ports to an entertainment to be given 
in their forecastie. This is, of course, followed 
by a return entertainment in tbe port forecastle. 
Asingie forecastie for both watches is much 
better adapted tor social intercourse than is a 
double one. 

Jack deeply regrets the fact that he is obliged 
to keep bachelor’s hall, and that all of his enter- 
tainments are stag parties of the most pro- 
nounced character. He knows that whatever 
gloom hangs around the forecastle could be dis- 
pelied by afew sweet smiles of the feminine 
order, and that his entertainments would be ren- 
dered much more enjoyable by the presence of 
a few female faces. But the absence of the femi- 
nine gender is not Jack’s fault. He would 
even be willing to take a wife and would 
allow the carpenter to build for her a neat littie 
home somewhere on the main deckif it were 
possible. It is the shipowner andthe Captain 
who compel Jack to keep bachelor’s hall. The 
latter scoffs at the idea that the exigencies Of sea 
life demand the absence of women, and stub- 
bornly insists that the purifying influence of 
their presence would work much more good 
than harm on shipboard. The want of 
such tender influences, however, does not 
drive Jack into taking to drink when at sea, 
although this is partially for the reason that it is 
almost impossibie for him to obtain drink on 
shipboard. Butin the absence of the restrain- 
ing intiuences of women’s society, Jack some- 
times resorts to the enervating excitement of 
the gaming table. As he has no money and 
little jewelry to stake on his cards, he is 
obliged to put up his siender stock of tobacco 
or even portions of his wardrobe. It sometimes 
happens that a shrewd cardplayer obtains pos- 
session of all the tobacco in the forecastle. The 
fortunate man is then able to trade bis winnings 
for the most desirable articles of apparel in the 
possession of his shipmates. A few years since 
an unfortunate American sailor lost at the gam- 
ing table not only his tobacco, but also his en- 
tire outfit, including a chest, and but for the 
generosity of his shipmates he would have been 
obliged to have confined himself to his berth 
during the remainder of the voyage. 

Each forecastie has some peculiar feature in 
its code of etiquette. It is an established rule, 
however, that no one is to keep his chest locked 
on shipboard, as such a course would implya 
joubt as to the honesty of the other occupants of 

he forecastle. The sailor who locks his chest in 
the presence of hisshipmates need not besurprised 
if he is greeted with a general cry of ** Damme, 
Sir, do you doubt our honor?” Affairs of honor 
in the forecastle are usually settled by the use 
of the fist, but sometimes the case is so compli- 
casted that it has to be decidei by knives. 
Whenever a sailor falls into the habit of 
eating his food in a vulgar way his ship- 
mates do not hesitate to frankly call 
tis attention to his want of manners, 

Phe polite, although earnest, manner in which 
these criticisms are made rarely fails to produce 
the desired reform. The sailors do their own 
mending, and it often happens that the watch 
velow feels itself called upon to resolve itself 

nto a “sewing bee.” On such occasions the 
virtues, shortcomings, and other qualiites of the 
members of the watch on deck are discussed in a 
spirit of tasteful frankness. 

When anumber of vessels are at anchorina 
foreign port, the Captains frequently spend a 
few hours of the evening with each other. The 
sailors who man the Captain’s boat make her 
fast to the vessel which he is visiting and call on 
the men in the forecastle. These social calls are 
productive of much pleasure, both to the 
guests and to their hosts. Some society 
sailors are very particular about the 
vessels which their Captains visit. ‘*Do you 
know what ship our old man is going to visit to- 
night?” asked an aristocratic sailor belonging 
to an American ship at anchor in a foreign port. 
“T hope it ain’t the Pilgrim. There ain’t noth- 
ing but a lot of Dutchmen on her, and I don’t 
zare for them.” 

‘Although Jack thoroughly appreciates social 
enjoyments, these are apt to be succeeded by re- 
actionary feclings of an unhappy character. 
After spending the evening in the forecastle of 
some ship anchored in the same harbor, he re- 
turns to his own vessel full of the belief that 
he has achieved a _ social success and 
has impressed his late hosts with , the 
fact that he isa man of parts. He lights his pipe, 
and with deep happiness expressed in his coun- 
tenance he retires to his berth. Foran hour or 
two he delights his shipmates with an account 
of his social iapeeephs of the evening. Toward 
midnight the delightful agitation of his bosom 
gives way to tranquillity, and he sleeps. At 
t o'clock A; M. he is called up to begin the 
arduous duties of another day. But sleep has 
wrought a wonderful change. He crawls out 
of his berth an ill-natured, fault-finding, dis- 
concerted creature. A few short hours have 
transformed the urbane and contented society 
man into a practical * crank.”

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


At1o’clock P. M. yesterday the doorman 
at the New-York Central station building in Ba- 
tavia, N. Y., discovered smoke issuing from the 
ticket and telegraph office. He informed the 
telegraph operator, who had but a few minutes 
before left the office. The two men attempted 
to enter the office, but found it so thoroughly 
enveloped in flames that they could not pass the 
door. The fire alarm was sounded and the de- 
partment responded, but owing to defective 
water power were unable to render any mate- 
rial assistance. Tho flames spread with great 
rapidity and in 45 minutes the building was in 
ruins. It was built three years ago, and the Rail- 
road Commissioners pronounced it the best sta- 
tion on the line of the road. It was of brick, 90 
feet long and 30 feet wide, with a long covered 
platform ateach end. All the tickets, books of 
records, and about $100 in money, and all the 
telegraph instruments were consumed. In the 
baggage room were 15 pieces of baggage, mostly 
belonging to private individuals, and only six 

jieces were removed. A representative of a 

ew-York jewelry house lost a case of samples. 
A dry goods drummer had ordered his heavily 
laden trunks to the Central station, but through 
the expressman’s blunder they were left at the 
Erie station. it is supposed the fire originated 
from an explosion of coal gasina stove inthe 
office. The loss is estimated at about $10,000, 
and, according to the custom of the railroad 
company, there is no insurance. 


Fifteen buildings at Wilson, N. C., were 
destroyed by fire at 8 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Among the buildings burned were the Commer- 
cial Hotel, three livery stables,and the town 
market. Loss over $25,000: insurance $6,000. 


Fire yesterday morning destroyed the 
Matthew Hotel, at Duluth, Minn., together with 
its contents. The loss is $5,000. M. Kolzmoch, a 
tailor, after escaping from the house, went back 
for a trunk and was suffocated. 


Fire yesterday morning destroyed the 
general merchandise stores of F. H. Ellington 
and Mathews & Hood and two smaller stores, in 
Queen City, Texas. Loss, $20,000: insurance 
small. 


Johnston’s drug store and a warehouse 
and Reisner’s crockery and furniture store, at 
Fredericksburg, Va., were destroyed by fire yes- 
terday morning. Loss $15,000; fully insured. 


A fire occurred yesterday morning in 
Henry Morris’s grocery store, at No. 60 Degraw- 
street, Brooklyn, which caused damage to the 
extent of $600.

Ina few moments the female population of 
New-York was increased by one, a bouncing, 
lusty child weighing 15 pounds. Mother and child 
were wrapped up and carried to the ambulance 
and safely removed to the hospital, where both 
were cared for, The young mother was as 
sprightly as a cricket and told her story with an 
entire absence of restraint. She said she was 20 
years old and resided at No. 1,133 Third-avenue. 
She naively added that she was single and had 
only been in the country since the middle of Sep- 
tember. Last night at 11 o’clock she had deemed 
it advisable to consult a midwife, who lived 
in the lower part of Greenwich-street. She at 
once took a Third-avenue elevated train, but 
had not proceeded far when it became evident 
that she would not be able to reach her destina- 
tion. She communicated her condition to the 
railway brakeman, who on the arrival of the 
train at the ferry had the car switched to a side 
track and sent for an ambulance.

His purpose 
is to lend assistance to Gen. Gordon. 

Advices from Wady Halfa state that British 
troops are arriving there and departing for the 
front with noteworthy rapidity. The Essex and 
Cornwall regiments are now on their way for 
Dongola. The advance beyond Dongola will be 
impossible for a month to come. 





INCREASE IN VALUE OF PROPERTY. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 21.—Some interest- 
ing statistics have been compiled by Secretary 
of State Henry B. Peirce. The total valuation 
of property in the State increased $25,582,717 
from May 1, 1843, to May 1, 1884, amount- 
ing at the latter date to $1,756,879,778. 
Of the increase the 2 cities contribute 
$15,748,718; their valuation being $1,207,667,912. 
The total State tax for 1884 is $29,362,720, the 
largest of any year. Thecity of Boston shows 
an increase of $1,716,216 in total valuation during 
the year, or nearly 60 per cent. of the increase in 
the State. 

Austin, Texas, Nov. 21.—The summary 
of the State assessment, as made in the Control- 
ler’s office to-day, shows a total value of $603,- 
000,000, an increase over last year of $75,000,000. 





COUNTERFEITERS CONVICTED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov.21.—Frederick Stong, 
a Montgomery County farmer, was convicted in 
the United States District Court to-day upon 
the charge of passing and having in his posses- 
sion counterfeit money. The evidence went to 
show that Stong, who had a stall in 
the market, had passed a number of 
bad five and twenty-five cent pieces ‘on 
his customers last Summer. It was also testi- 
fied to by officers who searched him at the sta- 
tion house at the time of his arrest, that they 
had found upon him alot of bad money mixed 
with good. Sentence was deferred. In the 
United States Court to-day John Buglass, alias 
John Thompson, pleaded guilty to passing and 

having in his possession counterfeit dollars. 





THE SCOURGE IN VIRGINIA. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., Nov. 21.—The local 
papers in the counties visited with the fatal 
scourge make only brief mention of its ravages, 
but further information shows that the 
former reports were not exaggerated. 
The Gaysville (Wise County) JZimes says 
that 150 deaths have occurred m_ that 
county. The disease spreads over a considerable 
section, but is worse in Wise, Lee, Buchanan and 
Dickenson Counties. Rains have fallen there in 
the last two days, and the water supply, which 
was very foul and which was supposed to have 
been the cause of the trouble, has been replen- 
ished, and the disease is reported to be abating. 
Physicians describe it as acute typhoid dysen- 
tery.

THE STOCK OF VARIED INFORMATION WHICH 
HE GAVE THE YALE ALUMNI. 

The Hon. Chauncey M. Depew talked to 
the Yale Alumni Association at the U. ‘versity 
Club Theatre, last evening, about the associa- 
tion, its relations to the universe in general, and 
some reminiscences of his trip abroad this last 
Summer. Mr. Depew said the committee of ar- 
rangements had come to him for some sort of 
remarks because everybody else was getting over 
the effects of complete absorption in the elec- 
tion, and he was supposed to be not interested in 
politics. He had no settled subject, and would 
talk about things in general. 

“The association,’ he said, ‘may sum up the 
results of the year as calm, peaceful, and dig- 
nified. It is universally admitted that the din- 
ner we gave has never been excelled. The in- 
tellectual feast Was on so high a plane that other 
organizations exist only to try and come up to 
it. During the year the Chair has been bur- 
dened as no Chair ever was before. He bas had 
to carry the banner of Yale into the enemy's 
camp. I have met the blood-red banner of 
Harvard at dinner and sat with Prince- 
ton. But the most serious trouble I bad was 
with Brown. I wanted to make everybody at 
Princeton feel comtfortableand happy, and 1 did 
it by abusing Brown. The abuse was the only 
thing reported in the morning papers, and every 
paper in New-England printed that. I don’t 
think any man in this town ever had a harder time 
than I did at the Brown University dinner. Dur- 
ing the year there has been in all our col- 
leges and universities an earnest study 
of political issues. Perhaps this might be 
called an optionable study of an _ ad- 
mirable kind. The scandals of the cam- 
paign have at least taught the students what to 
avoid." Mr. Depew said the Republican Cam- 
paign Clubat Yale was strong, while the Demo- 
cratic organization was weak, but when the 
Democratic club went out in public the Repub- 
licans, with generosity unparalleled since the 
days of the gentlemen in the flery furnace, 
loaned enough of their members so the college 
would makea good showing. At a meeting at 
New-Haven Mr. Depew was constrained to be 
present by a promise that students at two rival 
temale boarding schools should attend. * They 
occupied the two proscenium boxes,” said Mr, 
Depew, “ glared at each otherand admired me.” 

Then Mr. Depew drifted into a pleasant talk 
about his trip abroad. The Fourth of July was 
celebrated on the Atiantic. * Never,” said the 
speaker, ‘did the country’s bird scream louder 
than then, I had charge of the bird. angn- 
ter.] To soothe the feelings of the Englishmen 
on board we sang the ‘Star-spangled Banner’ 
and*God Save the Queen’ in alternate verses.” 
The English Custom House, Mr. Depew said, ex- 
isted solely to discover if dynamite was being 
imported. He was questioned as to whether he 
was taking the explosive into the country. One 
of the passengers had enoughfdynamite on his 
person to have blown the shipto “kingdom 
come” if anybody had bumped against him or 
he had tumbled down. Land in Ireland was 
divided into too smal) holdings fora man to 
make a living, and rents were exorbitant. ‘* Des- 
ee poverty, Irish families are always very 
arge,” said Mr. Depew. ‘‘The marriage bond 
is a coupon ag a Sg ea they cut 
one off every year.” he speaker went to 
Blarney Castic determined, if there were any 
inspiration in the famous blarney stone, to glue 
his lips to itand remain there until the inspira- 
tioncame. But he found thata man couldn’t 
get at the stone without breaking his neck un- 
less he had a derrick, and that convenience was 
not present. The Irish peasant was a man of 
unfailing humor, the Scotch peasant a man of 
sagacity, and the English peasant no better 
than a brute. In Ireland the Battle of Boyne 
is brought up and rubbedin wherever a man 
goes. Ireland is purely an agricultural country 
and kept so by legislation. ‘All the tenant can 
do,” said Mr. Depew, ‘is to shoot the landlord 
whom he can’t puy and won't pay,” 

Scotland Mr. Depew found a most interesting 
country. All that had been done for it came 
from the handsof John Knox, Sir Walter Scott, 
and ** Bobby” Burns, ‘* About every spot,” 
said the speaker, ‘** has been thrown something 
so weird and wonderful that it becomes a place 
of common interest for every educated man in 
the world. It is like going to a place where 
one was- born.” Mr. Depew taiked in 
an eloquent strain about the beautiful 
Mary Queen of Scots, and said _ that 
the night of her arrival in Scotland 600 
covenanters#4 gathered under her window 
and sang psalms outof time. “And she was 
one of the most accomplished musicians in 
Europe,” added the speaker. John Knox talked 
to the ladies of the Court, and told them they 
were fine and pretty, but the worms would eat 
their flesh and the devil would get their souls. 
Mr. Depew drifted around Scotland in a happy- 
zo-lucky fashion, telling tales and legends ubout 
points ot interest he visited. In London he 
sat some days in the House of Commons 
listening to the debates. He saw Mr. Glad- 
stone, whom he parenthetically ridiculed, at- 
tempt to stirup the Opposition and shield what 
seemed to Mr. Depew a weak and unsuccessful 
foreign policy. The extension of the franchise 
was not understood by the people whom it 
would vest with the right to vote, nor did they 
care anvthing about it. Mr. Gladstone, in the 
speaker’s opinion, invented the scheme to di- 
vert attention from the Government’s fail- 
ures. In order to get the mecessury sup- 

ort from the Conservatives, the Premier had 

een forced to promise a Redistribution bill, the 
effect of which would be to practically neutral- 
ize the extension of the franchise. ** The glorious 
William,” said Mr. Depew, ‘**thought that peo- 
ple would howl over the franchise and never 
think of the effect of redistribution.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Depew told about a charm- 
ing dinner given by Henry Irving at an old hotel 
formerly the residence of the Duke of York, anc 
paid cordial and graceful compliments to Mr. 
Irving. Mr. Depew’s peroration was: ‘* Gentle- 
men, the supper awaits us in the adjoining 
room.”’ 





MR. HENDRICKS VISITING AND DINING. 

Vice-President-elect Hendricks, accom- 
panied by Messrs. Barnum, Gorman, and Smailey, 
of the National Democratic Committee, will go 
to Albany this morning to visit President-elect 
Cleveland. The visit was planned by the com- 


mitteemen for the purpose of paying their re- 
spects to Qovy. Cleveland before starting for 
their homes, and Mr. Hendricks having since ar- 
rived in this city, he was invited to accompany 
them. Senator John N. Camden, of West Vir- 
ginia; Col. John Treacy, Stenographer Dickin- 
son, of the committee, and possibly Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Hubert O. Thompson 
willaccompany him. The party will leave the 
Grand Central Stationin aspecial car attached 
to the 8:40 train. it will return to this city in 
the same car, leaving Albany about 3 P. M. 

A dinner in honor of Mr. Hendricks was given 
last night at the Park-Avenue Hotel by the Rey. 
Dr. J. Sanders Reed, of Philadelphia. Mr. Hen- 
dricks was accompanied by his wife and daugh- 
ter, and among the guests were the Rev. Dr. 
Wetherell and wife, Mr. and Miss Harmer, of 
Indianapolis; Mr. and Mrs. Nichols, Mr. J. Alex- 
ander, and Mrs. and Miss Reed, the entire party 
numbering about 2%. Those present were the 
intimate friends of Mr. Hendricks and family, 
and the dinner, while informal, was peculiarly 
enjoyable to the distinguished guest, owing to 
the presence of so many of his near friends.

DISGUSTED WITH THE BOOM. 

A singular and interesting case is to en- 
gage the attention of Judge Henry in the Sec- 
ond District Civil Court of Newark, on Wednes- 
day next.

H. Shurtz, of the same club, the defendant. The 
suit is to recover traveling expenses, &c., paid 
by Eaton for Shurtz.

Bet'vrethe Demo- 
cratic nominations were made, Eaton, Steven- 
son says, introduced him to Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks, John Kelly, and others, and engaged nim 
to boom the candidacy of ex-Senator Eaton, of 
Connecticut, for the Presidency in the news- 
papers. For this work Eaton was to pay all his 
expenses. Eaton, of Newark, was pleased to see 
his namesake’s boom “worked” in several papers, 
but the boom had no effect on the conyention, 
and so he became disgusted. 





A CAMPING GROUND FOR THE MILITIA. 

Gov. Abbett, on behalf of the New- 
Jersey Military Board, has effected the purchase 
of a tract of about 100 acres, having a sea front- 
age of 500 feet, at Sea Girt, to be used asa per- 
manent camping ground by the National Guard 
of New-Jersey. The grounds were used by the 
militia when in camp last year and gave entire 
satisfaction. The tract 1s irregular in shape and 
affords ample facilities for seaward rifle ranges 
and camping grounds. The grounds are skirted 
by the line of the New-Jersey Southern Rail- 
road, and stores and provisions can be transport- 
ed there without incurring the expense of cart- 
age, The price paid for the iand was $425 an acre,

CELEBRATING THH ELECTION OF CLEVELAND 
AND HENDRICKS. 

A good portion of Jersey City let itself 
loose last night and celebrated the election of 
Cleveland and Hendricks after tne approved 
vermilion style. The demonstration had been 
put off alittle too long to bring out full com- 
panies of torch bearers from the several organi- 
zations,Jout enough turned out to make a credit- 
able showing. The streets along the line of 
march were lined with people, who cheered en- 
thusiastically, seemingly pleased with the result 
of the election andeverythingelse. Hundreds of 
them had invested in squawk whistles. A squawk 
whistle is a comparatively new invention. Its 
register is limited, andin the mouth of an ex- 
pert, nothing can be got out of it buta clever 
imitation of a rooster’s crow. A single squawk 
whistle is quite harmless, but when a couple of 
hundred are let loose in one block at the same 
time, as they were repeatedly last night, it is 
about as big a celebration as an ordinary town 
can stand. Those who could not afford squawk- 
ers wore miniature brooms and Cleveland flags 
in their coats. 

The whole city seemed brilliant with Chinese 
lanterns, red fire, and rockets. Along the line 
of march dozens of residences were illuminated, 
many of them ina very elaborate way. Flags 
were everywhere, and pictures of Cleveland and 
Hendricks were seen on every hand. What the 
parade lacked in numbers was made up by the 
illuminations along the route,and even on many 
side streets Democrats and mugwumps vied 
with each other in lighting up their premises. 
On the Heights the display was equal to that in 
the central portion of the city, and the marchers 
were kept cheering and were cheered at over 
the whole route. 

A reviewing stand had been built out from the 
Court House steps, from where, it was an- 
nounced, Gov. Abbett would review the proces- 
sion. Instead, however, he saw the demonstra- 
tion from his home in Sussex-street. The house 
was brilliantiv illuminated, as was the residence 
of ex-Gov, Bedle near by, and, in fact, nearly 
every residence on the street. Col. BK. P. C. 
Lewis, of the Democratic State Committee, was 
amony those who surrounded the Governor as 
the parade passed. He was roundly cheered, 
while Mr. Abbett was continually bowing 
his acknowledgments in response to the hearty 
greeting given him by every company. This 
change in the programme disappointed many 
who assembled about the Court House. Among 
others who occupied the reviewing stand were 
Sheriff Heintz, the Hon. Edwin O. Chapman, the 
Hon. Thomas F. Noonan, Dr. Mackey, George B. 
De Revere, T. B. Ackerson, H. Frohman, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aidermen; A. H. Leonard, 
Aldermen Conley and Niebuhr. E. W. Henry, 
Perr Cumberson, Charles E. Cumberson, 
James A. Price, and M. Armstrong, Jr. 

The line formed with the right resting at the 
old liberty pole at Washington and Grand streets, 
Mr. C. M. Parry was Chief Marshal. There were 
four divisions, commanded, respectively, by J. F. 
Lynch, John Pollard, Charles Clark, and J. H 
Bowley. The line of march was from Washing- 
ton and Grand streets to Sussex to Gregory, to 
Montgomery, to Newark-avenue, to Grove- 
street, to Fourth, to Henderson, to Pavonia- 
avenue, to East Hamilton-place, to Coles-street, 
to Fourth-street, to Jersey-avenue, to Newark- 
avenue, to Summit-avenue, to Sipp-avenue, to 
Bergen-avenue, to Communipaw-avenue, to Pa- 
cific-avenue, to Grand-street, to Jersey-avenne. 
_ The companies in the line were the McLaugh- 
lin Legion, J. F. Lynch Battery, Robert Davis 
Light Guard, the Fielder Zouaves, George B. De 
Revere Guards, McAdoo Engineer Corps, Don- 
nelly Light Guards, the Sixth District Light 
Guards, McAdoo Guards, George Washington 
Continentals, Climax Baseball;Club, Heintz and 
Fielder Batteries, George B. Wilson Light 
Guards, and Brinkerhoff Battery. There were 
also in the line a great number of citizens. 





BIRDS STRIKING LIGHTHOUSES. 


ORNOTHOLOGISTS GIVING DIFFERENT EX- 
PLANATIONS FOR THIS. 

Enthusiastic young students of orni- 
thology were gathered in the rooms of the 
Linneau Society of New-York, at No. 11 West 
Twenty-ninth-street, last evening .to listen to 
papers prepared by Mr. L, S. Foster on ** The 
Corelation of Birds and Lighthouses in Spanish 
America.” Mr. Foster announced the method 
by which he bad obtained his material. On April 
25 last he had sent a letter to each one of the 253 
lighthouses on the Spanish American coast, re- 
questing all possible information concerning the 
birds which struck against them. The light- 


house keepers went to work with such enthu- 
siasm and answered his inquiries with such 
willingness and accuracy that blank circulars 
were sent on July 25 to be tilled out with the 
measurements of birds, the time of day, night, 
and year of their striking, and the conditions of 
the weather and heights of lighthouses. 

Most of the keepers agree that the lights at- 
tracted birds to them, especially the tallest light- 
houses, like St. Vincent’s, which is 640 feet in 
height; Santa Maria, 388 feet, and one in San 
Lorenzo, at Port Caleao, 980 feet. One keeper in 
his report mentioned that it was not an unusual 
thing for as many as 500 or 600 birds to be killed 
in a single nicht. From the position of the 
lighthouses which were struck most frequently 
Mr. Foster drew the conclusion that in migrat- 
ing *“‘an enormous wave of birds reaches the 
Cuban shores from Florida and the Bahuma 
Islands, so great as to render insignificant the 
longitudinal migration from Florida westward 
along the northern coast of the Gulf of Mexico.” 

In the discussion which followed Dr. Merriam 
said that the opinion expressed by the keepers 
that birds struck the hightest lighthouse most 
was contrary tothe experiments abroad, espe- 
cially those made by the Germans. Birds, said 
he, in fair weatner fly from & mile toa mile and 
a half high,and never strike except during 
storms or in foggy weather, when they fly so 
low as, indeed, to strike rather the lighthouses 
which are least in height. He thought it a mis- 
take to say that birds tiy in waves; rather they 
follow certain definite lines. To ascertain the 
position and direction of these lines was the 
difficulty. 

Mr. William Dutcher had observed the Fire 
Island Lightbouse. The weather had been fair 
this year, and as a consequence only about 40 
birds had struck. These had no food in their 
stomachs, and for that reason he supposed them 
to be migrating from a distant country. The 
light, he said, ata certain distance looked like a 
star, and he thought 1t impossible that it would 
attract birds down, because it would be unseen 
by them unless they were flying low and the 
lighthouse should happen to be in their line of 
flight. Thelatter supposition he believed the 
only reason for their striking at all. 





THE INDEPENDENTS’ ADDRESS. 

Boston, Novy. 21.—The text of an ad- 
dress of the independents of the country, which 
was to besentto Gov. Cleveland, has now been 
printed. Tne following passage occurs in it: 
“They willuphold your Administration so far 
and so Jong as it is based upon the principles 
which should underlie all political parties in a 
Government of and by and for the people; and 
believing that an honest and fearless opposition 
is as necessayy to free governmentas an able 
and vigorous administration itself, they will not 
hesitate to oppose your Admistration when it 
commits itself to principles which they cannot 
uphold.” 

The address was sent here from New-York for 
the approval of the Committee of One Hundred, 
the leading members of which sat down on it 
heavily. They objected to the implied threat, 
urging that it would be time enough to object 
to the policy of Mr. Cleveland when it should be 
developed. 


Mr. Carl Schurz said last evening that the ad- 
dress, which was generally a congratulatory 
one, was ready last week and was sent to the 


committees in various parts of thecountry, and, 
as faras he understood, it had been generally 
approved. At one of the meetings of the New- 
York Committee, at which he was present dur- 
ing part of the session, he understood that that 
part to which the Boston independents were said 
to have objected was to have been sturckfout be- 
fore the address was sent to Boston, and, as far 
as he understood, it was not that what the Bos- 
tonians had objected to. 





WIDE ENOUGH AWAKE TO OATCH A 
THIEF. 

At 10 o’olock last night R. E. Scott, a 
colored man, of No. 84 West Third-street, this 
city, entered the bedroom of Warren Brisbane, 
at No. 23 Talman-street, Brooklyn, for the pur- 
pose of stealing. Brisbane, who was in bed, but 
not asleep, jumped up and grasped the negro. 
The latter managed to free himself for a 
moment and boldly jumped through the bed- 
room window into the street. Without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation, Brisbane also sprang out and, 
although in the scantiest kind of apparel, chased 
the thief and caught up with him,after a sharp 
run, at Franklin-place and Pearl-street. <A po- 
liceman came up in time to prevent another 
effort on the part of thenegro to get away. 
When searched at the Second Precinct Station 
House there were found in Scott’s pockets 

awn tickets representing several hundred dol- 
ars’ worth of jewelry und a uumber of trinkets.

BOATLOAD OF PETROLEUM BURNING. 

There was a big blaze in South Brooklyn 
last evening caused by the burning of 200 bar- 
rels of crude petroleum, which were loaded on 
the lighter G. R. Latham at the foot of Sullivan- 
street. The oil was the property of the Cheese- 


brough Manufacturing Company, and the loss, 
inciuding the damage to the lighter, is estimated 
at $8,000. John McNamee, of No. 415 Dean- 
street, Brooklyn, a steamfitter employed onthe 
barge, noticed, about @ o'clock last evening, 
that one of the barrels was leaking. While he 
was attempting to stop the leak, something ex-

LIEUT. GREELY’S STORY. 


HIS ADDRESS BEFORE THE AMERICAN GEO- 
GRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

As many of the members and friends of 
the American Geographical Society as could do 
so crowded into Chickering Hall last’ night to 
meet Lieut. Greely and two of his crew who sur- 
vived the perils and dreary hardships of two 
Winters in the arctic regions. The audience was 
very large, very cordial, and very attentive 
to what Lieut. Greely had to say. In a 
talk of nearly an hour he skimmed over an 
account of his journeyings and explorations, 
which the newspapers have printed in detail. 
His remarks were not brightened with a line of 
narrative, incident, descriptive detail, or rhetor- 
ical effort. In simple language, he kept closely 
within the lines of actual facts and happenings, 
save in personally eulogizing the individual 
members of hiscrew, whom he said he believed 
to be a better class of menasa whole than ever 
before went into arctic service. Lieut. Greely 
had nothing to say about the awful days at Cape 
Sabine, save to make mere mention of the 
desperate straits he and his men were in when 
found by the relief expedition. 

* This, ladies and gentlemen,” he said in con- 
clusion, ‘is the story as I nave to tell it now.” 
Lieut. Greely spoke wholly without notes, and 
though he looked like a man convalescent from 
a long illness, his voice was clear and strong and 
distinctly aud ble in all parts of the hall. 

Chief-Justice Daiy presided at the meeting. 
He said that he never had much faith 1n the dis- 
covery of an open polar sea, but he had pro- 
found faith in the value of such expeditions in 
getting accurate information about the laws of 
air and ocean currents, The audience showered 
the two members of the Greely crew with ap- 
pause when Judge Daly introduced them.

Boston, Nov. 21.—Judge Webb, of the 
United States Circuit Court, to-day gavea de- 
cision of interestin the Azel Ames, Jr., pension 
cases, deciding that 11 counts of the indictment, 
alleging that the defendant accepted an illegal 


fee while acting as pesice agent, are bad, and 
that he is not required to answer them. Eight 
counts, relating to the Revised Statutes, which 
provide for the punishment ot every person 
holding any place of trust or profit under the 
Government who assists in prosecution of a 
fraudulent claim against the Government, are 
sustained, and the court holds that tney are suf- 
ficient. Defendant’s demurrer to these latter 
counts is overruled, and Ames will probably be 
called for trial at an early day. 





A STREET CAR ACCIDENT. 
PiTTsBuRG, Penn., Noy. 21.—This morn- 
ing, while car No. 88 of the Citizens’ Passenger 
Railway was going down Butler-street the 
brake became unmanageable, and the car started 
down the heavy grade at a frightful speed. 


When it reached Thirty-sixth-street the car 
jumped the track and ran along the sidewalk for 
a block, when the horses fell and the car was 
forced on top of them, jars them so badly 
that both animals were killed to terminate their 
sufferings. There were 23 passengers aboard at 
the time, and all were more or less bruised—two 
of them, Thomas Moore and Roller Maltby, quite 
seriously.

COLD MUSICAL TRUTH. 
—_——__~.———— 
WHAT A LONDON CRITIC HAS TO SAY ABOUT 
WAGNER’S WORK. 
From the London World. 

The first Richter concert brought avery 
varied programme. The first part contained five 
pieces, of which only five were Wagner’s. I do 
not know to what a degree the personal sympa- 
thies of aconductor are entitled to lording it 
over an audience, but I am strongly inclined to 
believe that Mr. Richter might take the wishes 
of the public, the interest of art, the common 
business tact in making a programme into con« 
sideration, and not drown us in Wagner, to thé 
exclusion of any other composer. 

As Beethoven said of Rossini, ‘‘ What a pity 
he did not study more!” one might call out 
about Wagner, ‘* What a pity he learned so 
much !” Endless in his recitatives, endless in 
his intermixing, interweaving, and eternally re- 
peating the same few bars—aye, a few notes—he 
compels you to admire his learning, although 
you feel you would rather be without it, be- 
cause, as it were, it cheats you out ‘of all argu- 
ment, just assomebody might argue a case of 
which you have your own idea. You feel the 
whole time the man does not convince you, yet 
you cannot contradict him, and you are—in a 


muddie. Just so with Wagner. He persuades 
you, or rather talks you down; he does not con- 
vince you. You are bound to give in, but he 
has not converted you. Wagner’s music is 
s0 elaborate, so artistically finished, where he 
has the smallest motif, e. that charming 
fire motiv of five notes, or the few chromatic 
notes in the “Tristan and Isolde” overture, &c. 
He shows what he can do with so little material. 
But that is just it. You have to admire what 
he can make out of it. Skillful, clever, accom- 
plisbed as all these tricks are, they are tricks to 
cover want of ideas. In Mozart his divine sim- 
plicity is eet divine. A handsome girl wants 
no rouge and no rice powder. See those won- 
derfully composed faces, the result of a load of 
cosmetics, paint, and enamel, a perfect work of 
art, so thickly laid on that it wants a diver to 
get at the skin. A naturally fine complexion 
does not want all these resources. Wag- 
ner’s music does; and there was no bigger 
contrast possible than Schubert’s Symphony, 
which filled the second part, and with 
which salva venta Herr Richter took great 
liberties. I do not deny that a musician 
of his standing has the right to take liberties, the 
right to give his own reading; but the sense ot 
the music is too clear in this instance to permit 
of the noisy rapid boldness of Wagnerian inter- 
pretation, and just as many scholars have pro- 
tested against an original, but according to their 
idea not entirely justifiable new reading of 
* Hamlet,” so must I say that, to me, Mr. Manns’s 
reading of any of the old masters seems more re- 
sponta, and much more in the direction of 
their own meaning, than that of Mr. Kichter. I 
have no doubt that a number of Wagnerians 
who would like to see all music “endless” an 
““wrongly’’ harmonized, and. their Richard 
Cceur-de-Lion lord it over the whole world 
musical, will heartily greet every effort to tyran- 
nize our ears bay-reuth of Wagnerism, and find 
it perfectly tetralogical that we should 
Lohengrin and bear it. There, am I Wagnerian 
enough? I hope, however, that while his music 
will always be recognized and appreciated as it 
deserves, it will never—never reach the suprem- 
acy over the great, the real, the mode! genius in 
art that we have revered all our lifelong. That 
wonderful symphony of Schubert, the very anti- 
climax to Wagner, the very buxom girl, with the 
natural color and no paint or paste on her face, 
overrich in melody, ideas, and character, the 
work of a man who wrote 13 songs in one da 
against the work of a man who chiseled and pol- 
ished 18 years on one work, will plead better than 
allI could say how far superior real music, in 
its true musical nature, is to music which affects 

ou through great cleverness, splendidly calcu- 

ated combinations, and well-employed resources 
of learning, but not by its own grand nature, a 
simple work of art, the unsophisticated crea- 
tion of genius. The effect of it on the audience, 
and the loud and unmistakable expression of it, 
were clear evidence indeed, 





STOCK EXCHANGE MEMBERS. 

The new Stock Exchange Directory, cor- 
rected up to Nov. 8, has just been issued, and it 
is the most complete volume of the kind yet 
compiled. The names of the 1,200 members are 
first ziven separately, with each member’s num- 
ber, the date of his admission to the Exchange, 
and his business address. Next an alphabetical 
list of firms is given, ineluding the names of 
all of the members of each firm. Final- 
ly there are the names and addresses of 
out-of-town firms which are _ represented 
in the Exchange. The Directory’ was 
compiled by Charles L, Burnham, the Secre- 
tary’s clerk. It is an interesting fact that among 
the 1,200 resident members there are only 39 who 
were members of the Exchange prior to 1860. 
Only nine of the present members belonged to the 
old board ot brokers prior to 1850. Their names 
are Charles Clark, Harrison Durkee, W. H. Le 
Roy, John O’Brien, William O’Brien, G. A. Rol- 
lins, W. H. Hays, Charles Graham,and Denning 
Duer. Mr. Rollins, according to the records, 
was admitted to the Stock Exchange, Jan. 22, 
1835, and isthe senior member. 


THE PLENARY COUNOIL. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 21.—The Plenary Coun- 
cil resumed its secret sessions this morning.

LOOKING TOWARD A SETTLEMENT. 

Boston, Nov. 21.—The claim of Charles 
W. Copeland & Co. against the estate of F. Shaw 
and Brothers was assigned for trial at the Court 
of Insolvency, at East Cambridge, to-day. Coun- 
sel stated to the court that the claim had been 
compromised by allowing the Copeland estate to 
prove for $40,000, with the option to the Shaw 
estate to pay 10,000 in cash for the 
whole claim at any time before Jan. 1. 
The claim was originally $600,000. This removes 
one of the greatest obstacles to a settlement, 
The court received other proofs to the amount 
of about $50,000. The amount of claims now 
actually offered for proof is nearly $3,000,000. 
Over three-quarters of the creditors in number 
have proven their claims, and the requisite 
three-quarters in amount is nearly reached.

GUARDING A CHICAGO BALLOT BOX. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—A few days ago it was 
announced in these dispatches that Brand, Dem- 
ocrat, according tothe returns to the Canvass- 
ing Board, was elected to the State Senate from 
the Sixth District, instead of Leman, Republican, 
who hada majority according to the police re- 
turns, thus giving the Democrats a majority in 
the State Legislature on joint ballot and power 
to clect a United States Senator to succeed 
Logan. Tho difference was found to be in 
the Second Precinct of the Eighth Ward, in 


which the police returns gave Leman 420 and 
Brand 274. The returns tq the Canvassing Board 
gave Leman 220 and Brand 474,thus making @ 
change of 400 votes in favor of Brand, and giving 
him a majority of 10. The figures on the tally 
sheet seemed to be the original figures, 
showing no sign of erasure, but the figures in 
the poll book appeared to have originally stood 
as in the police returns, but to have been subse- 
uently erased and made to correspond with 
the tally sheet. On behalf of Brond, 
it was stated that the original entry 
in the pollbook was a clerical error. On behalf of 
Leman, who claimed that the returns had 
been tampered with, it was shown that in 
this precinct the Republican candidateg 
for President and Governor received 3889 and 
408, respectively, while the Democratic candi- 
dates for those offices received 288 and 287, and 
argued that it was impossibic that such a 
large falling off should have occurred 
in his (Leman’s) vote. The watters 
of calling on the Judges to appear 
and testify, and of the power of the Can- 
vanssing Board to go into the matter, have 
been under consideration since. This after- 
noon the United States District Attorney 
resented the matter to the United State Grand 
ury, and the Republican Judge in the Precinct, 
the Supervisor of Election and the members 
of the Gen veriog Board were summoned 
to appear forthwith. The board was also 
ordered to bring tho ballot-box and the 
returns for that precinct. The County 
Clerk, in whose charge the ballot box 
is, appeared with the others and_ stated 
that be the advice of his counsel he 
declin to bring ohe ballot box. That 
part of too order was waived for thé 
time being, and the clerk was sent for the re- 
turns. He did not come back, and the Grand 
Jury finally adjourned, with orders that all the 
persons concerned be brought before that body 
to-morrow morning. Inthe meantime a squad 
of police is guarding the ballot box. 





MR. DE YOUNG'S CONDITION. 
San Francisco, Nov. 21.—The condition 
of Michael H. De Young. proprietor of the 
Chronicle, who was shot by Adolph Spreckels 


on Wednesday night, is becoming more serious. 
He passed a restless night, his sleep being broken, 
his stomach troublesome, and his fever higher. 
This morning he was resting easier. 

It was rumored here to-night that Mr. De 
— was dead, but the report was 
quickly disproved. His condition is appar- 
ently unchanged. His physician is in at- 
tendance day and night, so that should 
hemorrhage from the artery setin it could be 
arrested and assistance sent for. No attempt 
has been made to extract the second bullet. His 
fever continues high and he suffers great pain at 
intervals.

ISMAIL PASHA IN PARIS. 
From the London World. 

Ismail Pasha has arrived in Paris from 
Vienna, and has taken up his abode in the Grand 
Hdtel, where he intends remaining for several 
weeks. His health has greatly benefited from 
his sojourn at Marienbad, and he shows less than 


ever any visible trace of the vicissitudes he has 
encountered during the last five years. His pres- 
ent position is certainly not much to be envied. 
As the one man that knows more than anybody 
else of Egypt, he has become malgré lui the 
peculiar object of attraction for aspiring jour- 
nalists, and his existence now seem salmost to be 
spent in the judicious answering of injudicious 
questions. His supposed attempts on the im- 
maculate virtue of the Continental press, and 
his enormous wealth, are equally mythical, and 
are the creation of those who would naturally 
enough regret to see his once strong hand 
again at the helm in Cairo. <As.the con- 
fusion in the Nile Valley becomes more con- 
founded, and the prevailing chaos darker and 
more bewildering, it is not to be wondered at 
that practical politicians once more turn their 
eyes toward Ismail. During his investigations

TALK ABOUT MR. GOWEN 
AND THE READING. 

WILL HE BE MADE PRESIDENT AGAIN ?— 

THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO AND THE 


JERSEY CENTRAL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—It begins to 
jook as though Franklin B. Gowen would have 
to be the next President of the Reading. Will 
he, nil he? At present it is “nil he.” Mr. 
owen declares he will not take the office. But 
there is nobody else that can manage the com- 
pany’s affairs as he can, nobody feels so deep an 
interest in its welfare, and so far nobody bas 
been found who can be induced to accept the 
place. President Keim is expected to go out in 
January on tne well-based plea of ill-health. 
He bas not the constitution to stand sucha 
worrying, thankless position. Prominent among 
the names suggested for the place are those of 
Isaac Hinckley, of the Philadelphia, Wilming- 
ton and Baltimore Railroad; E. C. Knight, of 
the Jersey Central, and Thomas Cochran, Presi- 
dent of the Guarantee Trust Company, of this 
city—allof whom decline the nomination, The 
plan talked about is to get a good financial 
manager for President, and give him a 
Vice-President, who can run the road. Mr. 
Vanderbilt is said to favor Mr. Gowen’s election, 
with the understanding that he will scale down 
the junior securities, including the consolidated 
mortgage. It may be remarked, by the way, that 
in this city there is a prevalent impression that 
Mr. Gowen can do anything financial he sets his 
mind to. The Directors will favor his election. 
Receiver Caldwell is opposed to him, but will be 
overruled—the more readily as he has his hands 
full of his own business and does not dislike Mr. 
Gowen enough to go out of his way to fight him. 

The refusal of the United States Circuit Court 
to direct the Receivers to pledge or sell securities 
for the purpose of paying the Jersey Central 
dividend probably puts an_end to all hope that 
the dividend willbe paid. The project suggested 
by Mr. Gowen was for the Reading to obtain 
from the Centra! the sum of $1,500,000 in stock or 
betterment bonds, in compensation for perma- 
nent improvements made on the road, and then 
to hypothecate this stock or bonds for money 
wherewith to pay the dividend. The court did 
not pass on the merits of the application for the 
order, which was made necessary by Receiver 
Caldwell’s stubborn refusal to pay the dividend, 
because the Receivers had no money to pay it 
with, but refused to issue the desired document 
on the ground that a decision in the Dinsmore 
case may be expected within a few days, and as 
this might affect materially the relations of the 
Reading and Jersey Central Companies, the mat- 
ter was held over. 

As for the Dinsmore suit, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad peonle !ook for a decision in their 
and Dinsmore’s favor, and the Street seems to 
be of the same opinion. Sucha decision would 
make void the lease of the Central by the Read- 
ing, and though, of course, the decision might 
be appealed, there is an impression here that 
Mr. Vanderbilt is quite willing to let the lease 
go. Thetraflic arrangement can be saved with- 
out it, and its loss will not release Reading’s con- 
trol of the Lehigh and Susquehanna Branch, 
which controls the Central’s share of the coal 
trade. Mr. Gowen, indeed, has made the Read- 
ing Directors nervous by talking about the 
readiness of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western to gobble up the Jersey Central, and 
President Little, of the Central, talks mysteri- 
ously of “ the man around the corner,”’ but the 
Receivers do not believe in any man around the 
corner, and think Lackawanna has its hands full 
already, while they rejoice at the prospect of 
getting a profitable freight traffic free from the 
drawback of a heavy rental. 

The election of Robert Garrett to the Balti- 
more and Ohio Presidency, though a foregone 
conclusion, pleases Mr. Gowen’s friends, for it is 
regarded as strengthening his hands. Rumors 
were current on Third-street to-day to the effect 
that for months past, even before Vanderbilt 
sold the block of Jersey Central stock which he 
held as collateral for money advanced to the 
Reading Company, the Baltimore and Ohio bas 
been quietly absorbing Jersey Central shares, 
and that it now possesses something like 30,000 
shares, and is still buying witha view to ultimate 
control. The statement is made by persons who 
claim to have excellent authority for what they 
fay, and who assert that the New-Jersey Central 
lease will undoubtedly fallinto the hands of the 
Baitimore and Ohio before very long. It is said 
by those authorities that the Baltimore and Ohio 
is quite ready and willing to take it as soon as 
the Reading gives it up, its purpose being to 
use Jersey Central in connection with its pro- 
jected line between New-York and Baltimore. 


THE PASSENGER RATBH WAR. 
fHE TROUBLE STILL CONTINUING, BOTH IN 
THE EAST AND WEST. 

The West Shore Railway resumed the 
galo of round-trip tickets between New-York 
and Chicago yesterday. E. V. Skinner, the Gen- 
eral Eastern Passenger Agent, said it did s0 bo- 
cause he purchased one over the New-York Con- 
tral and Michigan Central Roads. As tho round- 
trip tickets enable the brokers to “‘scalp” the 
east-bound rates, the General Passenger Agents 
of all the trunk lines agreed to stop the sale of 
them. This enabled the Chicago roads to charge 
full rates east bound, less the cut in local 


rates from Buffalo to New-York. The 
otber roads did not follow the West Shore yes- 
terday and restore the round-trip. tickets. 
The West Shore sold tickets‘ flat,” or without 
rebate, to Buffalo at $3. ‘* We make rates of 
$2 50 to Buffalo and $8 and $8 50 to Chicago,” 
said G.G. Lansing, the broker, at No. 397 Broad- 
way. E. J. Richards, the Assistant General 
Passenger Agent of the New-York Central, said 
it was not true, as telegraphed from Chicago, 
that the road had put in the hands of brok- 
érs to be sold at any figure above $8 the return 
coupons of large numbers of Chicago round-trip 
tickets. The return parts of tickets issued before 
the sale was stopped might have gotinto the 
brokers’ hands. hat was something the road 
could not help. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 21.—It is becoming appar- 
ent that the various roads leading west out of 
Chicago are getting very tired of taking passen- 
gersto Kansas City for $1. Ifa traveler is so 
unfortunate as to be ignorant of the condition 
of the Clark-street ticket market and applies at 
the station ticket office of the road he wishes to 
take, he will be very likely asked to pay the 
tariff rate. The fact that few travelers are so 
uninformed is costing the Alton, the Rock Isl- 
and, the Burlington, and all other roads inter- 
ested frightful sums of good money. They 
gre all getting very tired of it, but the 
Rock Island, which is unanimously voted the 
aggressor, refuses still to stop the circulation of 
its mileage tickets. No further cut has been 
made in the Missouri River rate, and $2 50 is still 
the price of a ticket to St. Louis. The commit- 
tee in charge of the amicable arrangements 
which are in progress of incubation relative to 
the difficulty between Eastern roads was to have 
held a meeting this afternoon in Commissioner 
Moore’s office and revise the agreement drawn 
up at the last meeting. Before this can be 
signed it will have to be submitted to the man- 
agers and passenger agents of the different 
roads interested. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Nov. 21.—The Bur- 
lington Road has made a one-dollar rate to Pe- 
oria, L1l., but has not met the Alton Road’s two- 
dollar rate to Quincy and Hannibal. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 21.—The General Pas- 
senger Agents of the lines west of the western 
termini of the trunk lines and east of the Mis- 
souri River have been called to meet at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, in Chicago. on Nov. 25, to 
attempt to restore rates to the fuli tariff in all 
directions within their territory.

GARDANNE CASANAVE DEAD. 


THE CREOLE MEMBER OF THE LOUISIANA 


RETURNING BOARD OF 1876. 


From the New-Orleans Picayune, Nov. 17. 

Gardanne Casanave died in this city at 
5 o'clock Saturday evening. Time was when the 
destinies of the Republican Party hung on the 
courage, constancy, and fidelity of this man to 
what its selfish and ambitious partisans held to 
be its most vital interests, and the whole coun- 
try felt the consequences of his act; but at the 
time of his death few or none of the people who 
owed their political advancement to his deed 
wasted a thought on him, it they even remem- 
ber the name of Gardanne Casauave, of Return- 
ing Board celebrity. 

The subject of this brief sketch was a mulatto 
creole, a native of this city, born in 1833, and all 
his life a resident. Being free born, he was at 
liberty to choose his own vocation, and some 
years before the war he appears as an undertak- 
erand livery stableman at the corner of St. 
Louis and Bourbon streets, where he became 
quite prominent in the business, being much 
patronized by leading white families, and ac- 

uiring considerable pecuniary substance. After 
the war and during the days of reconstruction 
in Louisiana, Casanave, pre sh J a prominent 
position in business and among his race, enjoyed 
unusual opportunities for political advance- 
ment, but he seemed to take little interest in 

Olitics, although he was a devoted Republican. 

e was, however, appointed on the celebrated 
State Returning Board in 1876, when the vote of 
the State in the Presidential election was count- 
ed for Hayes. The other members of the board 
were J. Madison Wells, Thomas C, Anderson, and 
Louis M. Kenner. Casanave and Kenner were 
the colored members. 

It was reported then and since that large sums 
of money were offered to members of this board 
by both Republicans and Democrats to influence 
their decision in ———, the result of the 
State vote. Whatever may have been the facts 
of the case as to the charges of corruption, the 
State vote was counted for Hayes, and this 
finally resulted in making him President of the 
United States. Casanave and the other members 
of the board were subjected to Congressional 
investigation, but were discharged after having 
been imprisoned for contempt of Congress. 

They were on June 27, 1877, indicted in the 
State Superior Criminal Court, charged with 
corrupting and falsifying the returns in the State 
election, and on Jan. 28, 1878, the case was brought 
to trial before Judge W. R. Whitaker, Attorney- 
General Egan, of Louisiana, appearing as pros- 
ecutor. They were tried separately and the case 
of Thomas ©. Anderson was taken up first and 
was concluded on the 7th of February, when the 
jury, through its foreman, W. P. Converse, Jr., 
brought in a verdict of guilty with a recom- 
mendation to the mercy of the court. Judge 
Whitaker sentenced the condemned to two 
i imprisonment at hard labor, but an appeal 

eing taken up to the State Supreme Court, of 
which Judge T. 0. Manning was Chief-Justice, 
that tribunal annulledthe sentence. Prosecution 
in the other cases was abandoned, and this ended 
the Returning Board causes. 

Casanave suffered fgreatly in his business on 
account of the part be had taken in the odious 

olitical events of that time, and he subsequent- 
y became much embarrassed pecuniarily. The 
only relief he ever enjoyed in the way of polit- 
ical emoluments was a term of service as a Re- 
corder of Deaths forthe city. After agers | this 
he was entirely neglected by all the political 
chiefs, little and big, who owed the perpetuation 
of their party rule to him, and he devoted him- 
self to the end of his life solely to his business, 
which, however, never recovered from the de- 
pression which had overtaken it. 

Casanave as a private citizen was always con- 
sidered a reliable and honest man,and it does 
not appear that he derived any considerable 
profit from the part he took in making Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes President of the United States.

HONORS TO SCHILIZZI. 
Rome Dispatch to the London Times. 

A memorial, signed by a large number 
of prominent citizens of Naples, has been pre- 
sented to the Municipal Council of that city ask- 
ing that the freedom of the city may be con- 
ferred upon Signor Matteo Schilizzi, whose 
charitable exertions during the ravages of the 
cholera were equal to those of the Deputy de 
Zerbi, the Cardinal-Archbishop San Felice and 
certain others. Signor Schilizzi, who is, 1 be- 
lieve, Greek by birth and a member of a family 
which has amassed great weaith by commercial 
enterprise, has resided for some years at Naples. 
He was traveling in Scotland when the news 
that the cholera had broken out in Naples 
reached him. He hurried back and devoted him- 
self with indomitable zealand courage to the work 
of assisting the afflicted people, not only visiting 
the infected districts and attending at the bed- 
sides of the sick and dying, but distributing with 
his own hands large sums of money daily among 
those who needed help, and sending bed linen 
and other necessaries to such as required them. 
His servants were constantiy to be seen going 
about the city on his errands of mercy, driving 
carts filled with stores. In addition to the many 
thousands of pounds of his own money given 
away by this gentleman, other persons, relying 
upon his knowledge of the circumstances, sent 
offerings to him for the sufferers; and he re- 
ceived some of considerable amount from Lon- 
don. Finally, Signor Schilizzi himself suffered 
from a severe attack of cholera. King Humbert, 
when at Naples, thanked him In the warmest 
terms tor what he had done and was doing. The 
proposal to confer the citizenship of Naples up- 
on him meets with unanimous approval.

GEN. SWAIM'S COUNSEL STILL 
MAKING OBJECTIONS. 
ANOTHER DEMURRER OVERRULED — THE 


JUDGE - ADVOCATE ENTERS A NEW 
CHARGE WHICH IS NOT ADMITTED. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—When the Swaim 
court-martial adjourned yesterday a demurrer 
had been presented by the defense to the specifi- 
cation to the second charge of the indictment. 
Counsel for the defense had expressed their 
willingness to submit this without argument if 
the prosecution would do likewise, but upon a 
statement by the Judge-Advocate this morning 
that he desired to argue the demurrer Gen. 
Grosvenor, for the defense, opened the argument 
in support of the demurrer. He was followed 
by Mr. Chandler and the Judge-Advocate, who 
attacked the domurrer, and Mr. Shellabarger 
closed for the defense. The court then went 
into secret session, and on the reopening of the 
doors the Judge-Advocate announced that the 
demurrer had been overruled. The Judge-Ad- 
vocate then asked leave to file an amendment 
to the second specification of the first charge, a 
demurrer to which had been sustained by the 
court. Leave having been granted, he read the 
specification as amended. In this shape it 
charges that after Bateman had made accusa- 
tions against Swaim to the Secretary of War, 
and after Swaim had learned that these accusa- 
tions had been made, he (Swaim) sought and 
procured an interview with Bateman, and im- 
properly and wrongfully tried to prevent any 
investigation into the accusations by procuring 
from Bateman a second letter to the Secretary 
of War, which letter was prepared at the request 
of Gen. Swaim upon false statements made by 
Swaim to Bateman. Gen. Grosvenor said that 
this was in the nature of a new charge and inad- 


missible. The court would not put an officer on 
trial thus ona new charge. If it were admitted 
it would be necessary to request that the 
charges be referred back to the Secretary 
of War, with a request that gy be not 
tried before this court at this time. e said he 
was authorized by the leading counsel in the 
case to say that if this amendment be allowed 
the defense would at once apply for a continu- 
ance of the case to such time in the future as 
will enable them to prepare a defense to this new 
charge. The Judge-Advocats contended that it 
was undoubtedly the right of a Judge-Advocate 
in a military court, before the conclusion of the 
arraignment, to submit an additional charge, if 
the facts he had discovered warranted such 
action. After further argument the court room 
was cleared, pending the further consideration 
of the question. When the court room was re- 
opened the Judge-Advocate announced that the 
motion to amend had been overruled. He gave 
notice that to-morrow he would proceed with 
the arraignment of the accused, and should pre- 
sent an additional charge upon which to make 
the arraignment.

THE GREELY RELIEF OUTFIT. 

WasHInGtTon, Nov. 21.—Paymaster-Gen- 
eralJ. A. Smith, of the navy, in his annual re- 
port says with regard to the Lady Franklin Bay 
expedition: ‘In fitting this expedition with 
provisions and clothing! this bureau found on 
record no adequate specifications by which 
articles required could be manufactured or pur- 
chased. By correspondence and consultation 
with the highest authorities on polar expeditions 
new lists of provisions and clothing were 
made, containing the names of many ar- 
ticles not included in any other Hsts ob- 


tainable, and careful specifications of each 
article and the munner of packing 
them were drawn up, printed and filed in this 
bureau for future reference. The total amount 
expended for clothing for this expedition was 
6%, 027; amount issued to officers and men dur- 
ng the cruise, $30,226; value remaining on hand, 
ed total amount expended for provisions, 

105,048; amount issued to otficers and men dur- 
ing the cruise, $22,827; value remaining on hand, 
$82,721. A considerable quantity of these pro- 
visions returned have been utilized for the navy. 
Such portions of the clothing and provisions as 
are not adapted to naval use will be disposed of 
at public sale as provided by law. The principal 
articles in this list are furs and pemmican. It 
is with great satisfaction that the bureau learns 
from the commander of the expedition, Com- 
modore W. 8, Schiey, that the outfit provided by 
this bureau proved to beof excellent quality.”

THD NAVY DEPARTMENT FRAUDS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A reporter asked 
Secretary Chandler to-day if he intended making 
any reply to the criticisms of the Fourth Audit- 
or. The Beoretary did not reply directly, but 
said in substance that judging from the pub- 
lished extracts from the Fourth Auditor’s re- 
port, that officer had gone beyond the sphere of 
his duty in criticising affairs of the Navy De- 
partment. The statements of fact were in them- 
selves not objectionable, however, but there was 


neither necessity nor right in making it appear 
that there was anything which the Navy De- 
partment wished to eover up. Recourse was too 
often had, the Secretary said, to the exigency 
clause, and it was a matter to which he had 
been giving attention all along. The following

A person to bea regulur dealer within the meaning of 
the law must be vay Sepp | engaged in the business of 
buying the articles and selling the same to the general 
public and not merely engaged in the business of 
selling such articles to the Navy Department. You 
will please conform strictly to the provisions of the 
above statutes, and require conformity thereto from 
all persons acting under rer command or direction.

TARIFF LAW DECISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 21.—The following is a 
synopsis of sundry decisions rendered by the Treasury 
Department in customs cases during the past week: 

L So-called “guadalajara pottery,” consisting of 
brown earthenware decorated, is dutiable at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem, under T., I., new, 125, and not under 
paragraph 124, at 25 per cent. ad valorem, the latter 
pte for brown earthenware only when it is not 

ecorated. (Letterto the Collector of Customs at Kl 
Paso, Texas.) 

Il. So-called “toilet vinegar,’*composed largely of 
alcohol, together with a small quantity of acetic acid 
and some perfumery, the principal use of which is in 
connection with the bath, is dutiableat $2 per gallon for 
the alcohol contained therein and 25 per cent. ad valo- 
rem, undet paragraph 103 of schedule’A, T. I. new, as 
an alcoholic compound not otherwise provided for. 
(Letter to the Cojlector of Customs at New-York.) 

Il. An article of Chinese manufacture known by 
the name of “ Ng Gar Pee,” which is similar in char- 
acter to the cheaper cordials imported from France, is 
not a wine or medicated liquor, but is entitled to entry 
at the rate of $2 per ton, under paragraph 813 of 
schedule H. (Letter to the Collector ot Customs at 
San Francisco.) 

IV. Decision No. 6,269, relating to duties on corn- 
starch residuum, is erroneous in the use of the word 
*“*manufactured,” instead of “ unmanufactured.” The 
ruling referred to should read: “ It is a refuse or re- 
siduum, and as such is subject to a duty of 10 per cent. 
ad valorem as a non-enumerated unmanufactured 
article.’ (Letter to Lewis Heyl, General Appraiser, 
Philadelphia.) 

Ornaments of metal and glass, repeonness but- 
terflies, sprays of fiowers, berries, &c., which are 
mounted with pins for bonnet attachments, are not 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem as materials for 
hats, under ‘I. I., new, 448, the articles embraced in 
that paragraph not including articles of this character. 
They are dutiable according to the material of which 
they are composed. (Letter to the Collector of Cus- 
toms at Chicago.)

Rachel was accepted; George Sand was 
even venerated, inspite of the scandal of ‘* Elle 
et Lui” and “Lui et Elle.” Evidently the 
public is indulgent toward talent and genius. 
How, then, does itZhappen that the public and 
the press are so severe in their comment upon 
Sarah Bernhardt’s last fugue? Why should the 
chivalrous and materialist Parisians suddenly 
veer round and become harsh and cruel moral- 
izers? One might even have expected that the 
violence of the attacks of the press would have 
brought about a reaction, especially on the part 
of the women, who know that a blow such as 
Sarah has received is terribly cruel at her present 
age. But no.@For nearly 20 years Sarah has 
been constantly appealing to the curiosity of 
the public. In 1866 she signed a letter of thanks to 


an eminent theatrical manager thus: ‘“*A young 
actress still little celebrated, but who firmly 
hopes to make a good deal of noise.” The 
Parisians find that she has amply fulfilled this 
programme, especially of late years. Her ex- 
ploits as an aeronaut and an authoress, as a 
statuary and a painter; her flight from the 
Comédic Francaise; her marriage in England, 
with all its marvelous episodes; herepio combat 
with the authoress of the ‘‘ Memoirs of Sarah 
Barnum:” her constant difficulties with her 
creditors; her wild purchases and sales of 
theatres, and her remarkable creations—all this 
has ended by wearying and irritating the public. 
The great actress has not only acted on the 
stage, but she has made of her own life a tragi- 
comedy, and played it—partly consciously, part- 
ly unconsciously, and from pure inability to 
shake off the thraildom of the stage—for the 
benefit of the public. M. Clarétie relates on 
this point a characteristio anecdote. During 
the rehearsal of ‘** Frou-Frou”’ Sarah com- 
plained one day of the weariness and tiresome- 
ness of her life. M. Alexandre Dumas remarked 
thatshe must be very exacting; for, since the 
Czarina Catherine II., no woman had been 
obeyed, adulated, applauded, and adored as she 
had been. * Yes,” repliec Sarah, ‘**that is all 
very fine. Buttheend? The thing is to finda 
good ending, a dramatic and soul-stirring de- 
nouement. Suppose Rochefort had been killed 
by a bali at the moment of his escape! What an 
admirable death! There was a fine fifth act! I 
should like to end like that! Gambetta, too 
ended well; it was dramatic, mysterious. Teil 
me, how do youthink I shall end?” The only 
reply Sarah obtained to this question was the 
following prediction from a “super,” who 
shrugged his shoulders, saying: “* You? how will 
youend? That is not difficult to guess. You 
will end as an ouvreuse.”” The ouvreuse is the 
woman who opens the box doors, places the 
public, gives you a dirty number in exchange 
for your overcoat, and exercises generally the 
protession of a privileged beggar in the lobbies 
of the Paris theatres. 

I referred last week to the similarity ‘between 
the fate of Sarah and that of Calypso or Ariadne, 
the réle of Ulysses or Bacchus having been 
played by the poet M. Jean Richepin. During 
the past 10 days the papers have talked of noth- 
ing else, and Sarah, while all the time complain- 
ing bitterly of the way in which the journalists 
have pried into her private life, has most — 
ingly poured out her soul to individual journa 
ists, who have been down to St. Addresse to in- 
terview ber. The consequence is that the glass 
house in which Sarah lives is more transparent 
than ever. Sarah has explained to the reporters 
her liaison with the poet, how she deceived her 
beloved son as to the nature of that liatson; 
how sbe can no longer face him; how she booked 
her passage the other day with the intention of 
fleeing to America; and many crazy details, 
among others, that she had sent orders to Paris 
to have her house and furniture in the Rue For- 
tuny sold, in order that nothing may remain to 
remind herof Ulysses. As for her son, she has 
prayed him to leave at once for Chili, and in 18 
months from now, when she has fulfilled all her 
engagements in Paris, she herself will disappear, 
‘“*and one day from far, very far away, the news 
, come that she who was Sarah Bernhardt is 

ead.”’ 

In short, there is a terrible scandal, and with 
their usual unscrupulousness the journalists are 
not only prying into the boudoir of Sarah, but also 
into the home of the poet, forgetting that heis a 
married man and father of a family. M.Sardou, 
too, has mixed himself un in the matter, and de- 
Cared that the whole affair “*smelled of blows” 
—a phrase which hasjparticularly: exasperated 
Sarah. Certainly one feels pity for Sarah; her 
situation is painful, but it is she who is respon- 
sible for it; her grief one can understand is 
great, but we should have respected it more had 
itremained mute. The end of the whole scandal 
will be that in a few months it will be forgotten; 
in a few days Sarah will return to Paris, and 
soon she will be muking a triumphant creation 
of Théodora for the benefit of her creditors, and 
especially of M. Sardou and of his frend M. Du- 

uesnel, who, in the purchase and sale of the 
2orte St. Martin Theatre, made the naive Sarah 
their victim and their tool in a manner which 
will one day perhaps be brought to HNgat by no 
means to their credit.

TEMPLE THEATRES OF FOO-CHOO.

From an Article by Miss Gordon Cumming, in the 
Pall Mall Gazette. 

Of all the odd methods ever devised by 
any nation for combining amusement with re- 
ligion, I know of none so quaint as the theat- 
rical entertainments provided by wealthy China- 
men for the edification of their gods. In Eu- 
rope we have had miracle plays, such as still at- 
tract crowds to Ober-Ammergau; but the inten- 
tion of these is emphatically to convey deep re- 
ligious impressions to the minds of the people, 
whereas the temple plays in China are solely in- 
tended to amuse and propitiate the idols, who 
are supposed, in common with their worshipers, 
to have a passion for the drama, and to share 
their wonderful power of endurance as regards 
the length of the plays, some of which are 
dragged on for three whole days, from dawn 
to sunset. These temple plays are the 
great and gratis entertainment of the 
people, who attend in crowds. <A_ densel 
packed throng, all dressed in blue, fill 
every available corner of the temple court (the 

lays being in the openair)andof the steps 
eading up to the altars, above which the idois 
sit enthroned. The stage is always a separate 
building facing the tem ple—a sort of kiosk, open 
on three sides—its beautifully carved, curly roof 
being supported on carved pillars. The court is 
inclosed by open corridors with galleries, in 
which seats are provided for the mandarins 
and principal citizens. In the lower corridors 
many barbers ply their trade diligently, for skull 
scraping and hair plaiting is a business which 
must not be neglected, and which can be suc- 
cessfully combined with the enjoyment of the 
play. Vendors of refreshments, too, find a good 
market for their wares. 

Regular playgoers soon learn to discriminate 
between the different troupes who travel about 
the country just as theatrical companies do in 
Europe. Of course, the very best troupes are 
engaged by the great mercantile guilds for their 
magnificent temple theatres, which are always 
worth visiting. One of the first which attracted 
usin Foo-choo was the great guild of the Ningpo 
merchants. We obtained a tantalizing glimpse 
of the scene from the roof of a neighboring 
house, where one of our Chinese friends was 
sitting with his sons, Wishing for a nearer 
view, but not caring to face the dense crowd, 
we entered the guild (which is practically a 
club) by a side door, which took us right 
into the actual temple, where the kindly 
priests put us into a good place just in 
front of the great altar, whence, of course, we 
had a P ge oy view, and a stranger scene I never 
beheld; the temple, the theatre, and the side 
courts are one mass of rich carving in wood and 
stone, crimson and gold, with the sray curious- 
ly carved roofs harmonizing with a br iliant blue 
sky. On the stage there were most exciting 
hunting scenes, in one of which an Amazon 
Queen shot atiger with bow and arrow. It was 
a noble Chinese tiger with beautiful fur, much 
handsomer than the hairy tiger of India, and it 
had flerce green eyes. It rolled over quite dead, 
and the attendants tied its legs to a bamboo and 
carried it off in triumph. The illusion was not 
improved by the very patent fact that it 
wore large white-soled Chinese shoes on its hind 
paws. All the service of the play is done by 
coolies in their ordinary blue garments. The 
acting of this troupe was excellent, and I was 
much amused a few weeks later, when visiting 
the Foo-choo Guild at Ningpo, to find the iden- 
tical company acting this identical piece. Rather 
an odd coincidence. 

Having been so much interested by our visit to 
the Ningpo Guild we were delighted a few 
days later to receive an invitation from 
a Chinese merchant to attend a similar 
entertainment at the Canton Guild, which, 
though less beautiful in point of scenio effect, is 
an exceedingly handsome building, which on 
this festive occasion was embellished with scar- 
let cloth and beautiful flowera and shrubs in 
china pots. We thought it bestto go immedi- 
ately after luncheon, when our host met us and 
took us to an excellent place in the mandarin’s 
gallery. Wecamein forthe end of some long 
piece in which the hero was a magician wearing 
a hideous red mask and along black beard. He 
wasarmed with a magic wand, and long pea- 
cock’s feathers drooped from his head dress. He 
wore a richly embroidered blue satin robe with 
white sleeves, and four flags of crimson silk 
with golden fringe fluttered from his shoulders 
to represent wings. This ugly monster had 
carried off a beautiful, small-footed woman. 
Of course we knew that she was a@ man, as no 
woman ever acts in China, but her acting was so 
natural and essentially feminine that we could 
scarcely realize this fact. How the effect of the 
small feet was produced was the most puzzling 
thing of all, but the lady tottered about in the 
most natural style, carefully displaying the 
little deformed “ golden lily feet” and preg we | 
upon us most bewitching glances from behin 
her tan, as if craving our sympathy, while pour- 
ing forth her tale of sorrow in a shrill, high 
treble—a most singular fulsetto, which all 
these male actresses seem ablo to as- 
sume. The magician argued and _ scold- 
ed in g more manly sing-song, quite as 
wearisome to the ear, and gesticulated and 
whiried himself wildly about, while the dread- 
ful orchestra banged vigorously on gongs and 
kettledrums, beat wooden clappers, clanged 
cymbals, and precaee dismal wails from va- 
rious stringed instruments, the whole resulting 
in a never-ceasing series of most excruciating 
discords. Lhen another couple appeared upon 
the scene, but evidently their wooing was not 
sanctioned by the gods, for suddenly, amid flash- 
ing flames, a magnificent joss, clothed in black 
satin embroidered with golden dragons, appeared 
on a high pedestal. The culprits fel! at his feet 
asif dead. Rising and trembling, the man, after 
a long struggle, obeyed the command of tne 
god, and cut off the woman’s head. Her 
blood spirted all over him—a horrible sight; 
but, to prevent it being too realistic, the

We now had to return home to receive an- 
other mandarin, who was bringing his wife to 
tea with us, but our friend kindly insisted on 
our returning to dine with him at the Canton 
Guild at 6 P. M., which we accordingly did, be- 
ing summoned in due form by a servant bring- 
ing us his master’s enormous red visiting card, 
which signified ‘Come, for all things are now 
ready.’’ We found all the littie tables in the 
mandarin’s gallery spread for a Chinese feast, 
with all manner of odd and end dishes to be 
nibbled and tasted in the intervals of the real 
courses, which were brought in one bowl at a 
time, whence our host and his friend helped us 
all with their own chopsticks. The cooking was 
first class, and we thought many of the dishes 
excellent, such as shark's fin soup, pigeon’s egg 
soup, duck’s tongues, samlin fish, bamboo 
shoots,and a multitude of other good things. It 
was a very abaya feast, and all the time the 
play was going on for our entertainment, 

Our host selected a play which he thought 
would interest us, and certainly nothing more 
extraordinary could be conceived. There wasa 
Chinese Emperor with a long white beard, anda 
pretty Empress with delicate features and aqui- 
line nose, Both wore wonderful jeweled head- 
dresses and rich robes embroidered with drag- 
ons. They sat together beneath a huge state 
umbrella. Around them stood nobles~ in 
gorgeous apparel and a gigantio magician 
with beard reaching to his knees. One hand 
played with his beard, the other waved 
a fan, on his head was a jeweled hel- 
met. He was attended by a dwarf, old 
and bearded. He, too, was gorgeously arrayed, 
and he bore asword and a standard, which last 
was simply a dragon impaled on aspear. Inthe 
background were more magicians, soldiers, and 
musicians, each fearful and wonderful to behold 
and to hear. Then there was a boat scene, and a 
free fight on board, which was a wonderful dis- 
ear of agilo fencing and leaping and tumbling, 
and ail manner of acrobatic feats. Then the 
magician carried off the lover of a beautiful lady 
—a great mandarin—and consigned him to the 
care of a company of Buddhist priests in* 
the richest of vestments. These persuadea 
him to join their order and to say 
the mystic words O-mi-to-fu, 50 when next.

One was 
sawn in two across the chest; another across 
the skull, the ends of the saw moving on each 
side, and the blood streaming—a most sickening 
sight. Then asmall-footed woman was dragged 
in and turned bead downward into a mill, into 
which the small feet were slowly dragged. A 
man was thrown into a rice-pounding machine. 
A woman (in effigy) was carried in, and flamin 
devils tore her Jimb from limb. We were tol 
afterward that we might consider ourselves 
fortunate in not having been compelled to wit- 
ness a crucifixion, which is so common & pun- 
ishment in China. The scene changed and

A few 
a ago land in the immediate neighbor- 
ood ot this estate wus selling for £60 an 
acre. This Suffolk property only realized £20 an 
acre, or no more than is sometimes paid tor cul- 
tivated land in California. The Record suggests, 
that, when owners;mean to sell at a low figure, 
they should advertise it at an upset price, as peo- 
ple would then take trouble to inspect the prop- 
erty, and attend the auction.

MEMORIES OF HENRY FAWCETT. 


Hebe 
From an Article by a Member of Parliament in 
the London Datly News. 

The first time I ever saw Mr. Fawoett 
was, if I remember rightly, at a meeting held in 
the building which was then known as St. Mar- 
tin’s Hall, in Longacre, That must have been, 
I think, early in 1850. Mr. Fawcett addressed 
the meeting. It was a meeting summoned, as 
understood, by himself and for the purpose of 
hearing an address from him on some subject 
connected with political economy and the in- 
terests of the working class. Up to that time 
Mr. Fawcéett’s very name was unknown to the 
general public of London. The interest felt 
in him by those who attended the meet- 
ing consisted partly in the facts that 
he was blind, that his blindness was 
known to be the result of a comparatively 
recent accident, and that it bad got abroad 
somehow that he had made up his mind to con- 
quer all the tremendous difficulties of blindness 
and to enter public life. For some of us, too, 
there was an additional interest in the fact that 
Mr. Fawcett came forward under the recom- 
mendation and with the advice of Mr. John Stu- 
art Mill. I have forgotten all about the sub- 
stance of the address delivered by Mr. Fawcett, 
but can remember well how much 
I was impressed, how much all others 
who heard it seemed to be impressed, 
by the earnestness and the ability of tho 
speaker. It was plain that in Mr. 

awcett we saw a man quite unlike most other 
men. Noonecould have impressed those who 
saw him and heard him with a clearer sense of a 
strong, distinct individuality. I was introduced 
to Mr. Fawcett after the lecture. Neither he nor 
anybody else had ever heard of my name at tho 
time, but ne was as frank and friendly as if we 
had met before and had known each other. Ho 
told me that he was determined to try for a seat 
in the House of Commons, and ho added cheerily, 
“IT know I shall get a seat there some time.” A 
friend of his and of mine has often told me that 
he used to meet Mr. Fawcett years before this at 
some debating society of young law students in 
London. This was before Mr. Fawcett’s acci- 
dent, and my friend told me that the first thin 
which he observed in Mr. Fawcett when he firs 
saw him was the singular brightness of his eyes; 
those eyes so soon to be darkened. 

1 did not meet Mr. Fawcett again for more 
than a year, it may have been two years, after 
the night in St. Martin’s Hall. He had stood for 
Southwark meantime, and was accepted already 
asa publicman. I happened to sit next to him 
at a small meeting of politicians and philan- 
thropists. Mr. Mill was at the same meeting. 
That wasatime when all manner of political 
and philanthropic committees, societies, associa- 
tions of all kinds were constantly in process of 
formation, We had the reform question to in- 
terest us, the question between the Northern 
and Southern States of America, the question 
of the legislation affecting the position of 
workingmen, the Irish question. Radical- 
ism was then at once curiously robust 
and “ viewy,” a combination of qualities which 
politicians of a more recent birth find it, per- 
haps, a little difficult to understand. Mr. Mill be- 
longed to some of our fraternities. Mr. Herbert 
Spencer was of one of them at least. Mr. Huxley 
rather later came into one or two. Sir Charles 
Dilke was too young for all the earlier of them. 
We had Mr. Auberon Herbert in some; we had 
Mr. Goldwin Smith in many. This meeting of 
which [ now speak was at anearly stage of our 
philosophical Radical development. As I have 
said, I happened to sit next to Mr. Fawcett. 
Some speaker got up who spoke well and whom 
I did not know, and I asked Mr. Fawcett who it 
was. He told me promptly, and then, to my sur- 
prise, addressed me by name, and reminded me 
of the fact that wo had talked together after his 
speech in St. Martin’s Hall. His power of 
recognizing men by the sound of their 
voices was something wonderful. Seventeen 
or eighteen years after I happened to sit 
two rows of benches behind him in the House 
of Commons. ‘lhe House was nearly empty. It 
was during the dinnerhour, and Mr. Fawcett 
had spoken & few words on some subject of in- 
terest to India. When he sat down I uttered one 
quiet “ Hear!” Inamoment he turned toward 
me,and addressing me by my name, asked me 
whether I had seena friend of his, the late Sir 
David Wedderburn, anywhere in the House that 
evening. In the long years between this incident 
and my second meeting with Mr. Fawcett 
which [ have just described, I had been thrown 
in Mr. Fawcett’s way a good deal. We belonged 
to various of these committees and associations 
of which I have made mention. He was of ines- 
timable service in moderating our enthusiasm 
now and then, and reconciling the crude fresh- 
ness of ane of our ideas and projects 
with actual facts and clear common sense. 
He could always see what could not be done, 
but if a thing could be done he was positive- 
ly heroic in hig readiness at all risks to 
make the attempt. His loud cheery laugh at 
eo difficulties filled men with courage. 
Like everybody else who knew him, I was deep- 
ly impressed by tho singular clearness of his 
mind. Heseemed to have the capacity to sepa- 
rato ata glance the essential part of any ques- 
tion from all accidental and non-essential quali- 
ties. Ho was not a doctrinaire when action had 
to be taken. He could see the exception as well 
as the rule, He was ready to compromise with 
his own opinions in any case where public inter- 
est or beneficence or the mere doing of a kind- 
ness would justify the compromise and called 
for prompt decision. Iam not speaking now of 
such compromises as the ordinary politician 
makes, as all ordinary politicians are constantly 
making the compromise of some strong 
sincere personal conviction in the temporary in- 
terests of party. Of such a compromise Mr. 
Fawcett was incapable, and, indeed, I suppose 
no one would have thought of suggesting it to 
him. What I mean is that he would do or sanc- 
tion acts of generosity, would yield to kindly 
impulses with the readiness of the Vioar of 
Wakefield himself, while good-humoredly ad- 
mitting that in doing so he was probably break- 
ing some of the economic rules which he pre- 
scribed for the world in general. In Parliament, 
as every one knows, he was inflexible of pur- 

ose. When he brought forward some motion 

be whips on both sides knew well that he 
meant to take a division. There was no back- 
ing out or withdrawing for him unless he 
got all he wanted, and in his early Par- 
liamentary days an independent Radical 
wanted a great many things which he was 
not very likely to get from any party in 
power. I never met with a public man who had 
alarger fund of what might be called heroic 
hopefulness. No doubt hissuperb animal spirits 
stood him in great stead even as regarded his 
moods of mind and his judgment of things. It 
was curious to observe that ho always spoke of 
himself as ‘* seeing”’ peru. “T have not seen 
3 for some time,” he would say to a friend. 

have often heard him say to men in the House 
of Commons, ‘‘I am sorry to see that you are 
not looking well this session.” Some one, of 
course, had told Mr. Fawcett that some particu- 
lar member of the House of Commons was not 
looking well, and Mr. Fawcett’s quick sympathy 
and kindly memory made the fact an evident 
reality for him. He saw keenly, ** with that in- 
ner eve which no calamity could darken.” I do 
not think he was remarkably skillful in finding 
his way about. I have known blind men much 
more ready and dexterous in that way. But his 
quickness of ear, of a, of sympathetic: 
power were, as far asI know, unique.

r. Robert N, Gourdin: 

In 1862 or 1863, when it was known that the 
Federal fleet would attempt to pass the forts and 
capture this city, several citizens of Charleston, 
who were friends of Mr. Calhoun during his life, 
asked Gen. Beauregard to notify them whenever 
there appeared to be any serious danger of 
Charleston’s falling into the hands of the enemy, 
in order that they might take the necessary steps 
to protect the remains of Mr. Calhoun from des- 
ecration. Accordingly on Sunday, the bth of 
April, Gen. Beauregard notified the gentie- 
men that the monitor fleet was inside the 
bar, and that, as he could not foretell the re- 
sult of the impending contest with tbe forts, 
he thought that Charleston was seriously threat- 
ened. That night the gentlemen went to the 
cemetery and removed the casket containing the 
body of Mr. Calhoun to the church, where it was 
placed under the north gallery stairs and con- 
cealed under a mass of loose material until they 
could provide a better hiding place. The next 
night a grave was prepared in the churchyard 
nearest the church, a box was provided, and the 
casket was reinterred. Nono of the laborers 
employed in the removai of the body in the first 
instance was employed in the second instance, 
and the place of the secret grave was only 
known to Jobn N. Gregg, the colored sexton of 
St. Philip’s Church; the sexton of the Huguenot 
Church, who was also a colored man, ana to Mr. 
Kobert N. Gourdin and one or two other gentle- 
men who were concerned in the matter. The 
colored men proved to be worthy of the trust 
reposed in them, and nothing was known of the 
removal of the body until it was again disin- 
terred and replaced in its original resting place 
in 1871. While it was concealed in the church an 
Easter election for the Vestry and Wardens was 
held within 10 or 20 feet of where the casket was 
lying, no one who took part in the election be- 
ing aware of the fact of its presence. 

fe is related also that when the body was 
removed in 1871 from its secret grave near the 
church to its original résting place, a lady placed 
a laurel wreath upon the casket. When the 
grave was opened again a few days ago to allow 
the remains to be depositsd where they now lie, 
the wreath was found intact and in good pres- 
ervation, but was destroyed by the weight of 
the covering which was Ley on the casket 
‘while it remained above ground.

RUSSIA'S GREAT SHIP CANAL. 


a ne 
St. Petersburg (Oct. 17) Letter'to the London Time.. 
As now appears to be the case in mos' 
| other maritime countries, there is also much sti 
| and activity observable in naval matters in Rus: 
sia. The keels of three large men-of-war—th 
nucleus of the future ironclad fleet of the Black 
Sea—havs just been laid wita great pomp and 
ceremony by the Grand Duke Alexis at Sebasto. 
poland Nicolaieff in the presence of the surviv- 
ing veterans of tho battle of Sinope. Another: 
event of more immediate interest, as affecting 
the merchant marine, is the experimental 
opening of the great sea canal from Cronstadt 
to St. Petersburg during last week. This is a 


work which is not“only of both strategical and 
commercial importance for Russia herself, but 
one that must also considerably affect the sea 
trade of other countries with the port of the 
Neva. Hitherto the small fortified town of 
Cronstadt has always been the actual port 
of St. Petersburg for all vesseis drawing 
more than 9 feet, and cargoes had to be 
lightered some 20 mules up the . shallow 
waters of the river to St. Petersburg. Tho 
present canal is intended to obviate this trans- 
sen pect and thus to save a good deal of time 
and money to merchants and shippers. Skeptics 
there are who deny the advantages which are 
supposed to be conterred upon the commercial 
world by this undertaking, but impartial critics 
judge differently, and Russian opinion has de- 
cided that when this scheme is thoroughly com- 
pleted and properly supplemented by new docks, 
harbors, and connecting links with the rail- 
ways and rivers of the interior it will be a boon 
calculated to benefit alike both Russia and 
foreign traders. 

Vessels of deep draught have never yet been 
able to approach the capital. Various measures 
for overcoming this inconvenience have been 
broached and discussed ever since the founda- 
tion of Peter’s city. Peter the Great himself 
planned a canal 15 fathoms wide along the south- 
ern shore of the Finnish Gulf, from the Fon- 
tanka Canal, which runs through the town to 
Oranienbaum, opposite Cronstadt; but this ap- 
pears to have been abandoned before com- 

letion, The plan of the present canal was ma- 
ured between 1872 and 1874. The work was 
only actually begun in 1877-8, three or four 
years later, in consequence of injury suffered by 
the dredging machinery on its way from En- 
gland. The canal is 2644 versts, or about 17 miles 
long, extending from Cronstadt to the isiand of 
Goutovieff, with a southern branch of 34% versts 
long to the Ekaterinhoff Canal, which runs 
through St. Petersburg, and a northern channel 
entering the Neva. This part of the river has 
also been specially dredged for the passage of 
ships of war. About seven mites of the canal 
nearest to St. Petersburg are inclosed within 
high banks or dikes, while the Cronstadt por- 
tion, about 10 miles, takes the form of a sub- 
marine channel 50 fathoms wide, dug in the bed 
of the gulf. The inclosed portion of the canal 
varies from 180 to 240 feet in width. The depth 
of the channel over the one verst anda half of 
the river bed dredged is 22 feet, the depth of the 
southern arm 16 to 20 feet. A branch of Pouti- 
loff’s railway connected with the main lines from 
St. Petersburg to the interior runs along the 
broad southern dike of the harbor. It is next 
eee to join the Neva at a point above 

ridges toward Schliisselburg by a secondary 
canal which shall terminate at the new harbor 
and docks. This will enablo boats and barges, 
mostly filled with grain from the interior of 
Russia, to discharge their cargoes directly 
at the port of export. With this sup- 
es communication Cronstadt wil) 
reassume its original character of a fortress. 
and the scheme of making St. Petershure a sea- 
port will be complete. Most of the wore of ex- 
cavation was done by nine bucket i. »srapple 
dredges, which removed on the avére» bout 
1,200 cubic fathoms of soil per dy. che Im.

Three vessels were appointed to run up 
the canal and through into the Neva. They were 
the American-built cruiser Africa, 200 feet long, 
commanded by Capt. Doubassoff, of Danube 
fame; the paddle boat frigate Olaf, and the fine 
two-funnel imperial yacht, the Derjava. Ali 
three made the canal up to the harbor without 
any difficulty. The Africa, drawing 17 feet. 
first essayod the passage into the Neva. 
Owing to the strong current meetin;: 
her at the entrance to tho river and to 
her great length she answered badly to her helm. 
and, getting teo close to the side of the narrow 
channel, she soon stuck fast aground. All the 
tugging that day was of no avail, and it was only 
after much effort on the morrow that the Africa 
was able to clear the channelinto the river. Her 
two companions followed, but not gracefully or 
easily, and the first Russian ships of war ever in 
this part of the Neva dropped their anchors 
close to the Nicholas bridge and surrendered 
their decks to thousands of visitors from the ad- 
miring public.

A word as to the strategical importance of the 
new canal, which is expatiated upon by the 
Cronstadt Messenger, the official naval gazette, 
in arather longarticle. Up to the present the 
Russian ships of war behind the forts at Cran- 
stadt have had no water in which to fall back 
in case of an attack on the Cronstadt de- 
fenses out of the way of the enemy’s 
fire,as during tho expedition of Sir Charles 
Napier. Now, as was shown during the recent 
naval manceuvres, they will be able to take 
refuge in the canal, if necessary, right up to St. 
Petersburg, But the more important considera- 
tion is that large ships of war constructed or 
kept here in reserve can in future be sent down 
the canal to Cronstadt fully equipped without 
the need of floating docks and all ready for sea 
.or to encounter the enemy. 





THE SUPREME COURT OF VERMONT: 
From the Burlington (Vt.) Free Press, Nov. 17. 
The Legislature last week. followed the 
joustom which, with fow exceptions, has pre. 
‘vailed for many years’ by re-electing the Judgeg 
of our Supreme Court. Judges Royco and Ross 


have been upon tho. bench since 1870; Judge 
Powers was elected in 1874; Judge Veazey’s 
tenure of office dates back to 1879; Judge Tatt’s 
to 1880, and Judge Rowell’s to 1882. The vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Judge Kedfieid was 
filled by the election of the Hon. William H. 
Walker, of Ludlow, There is but one criticism 
that can justly be made on the Legislature’s 
‘choice, and that arises from the very wrong and 
demoralizing habit the Legislature has fallen 
‘into of filling the public offices from its own 
membership. Of the present members of the 
Supreme Court four were members of the 
Legislature at the time of their election, and of 
the remaining three two owed their places origi- 
nally not to the Legislature but to appointment 
by tho Governor. So of the other important 
State officers, the great majority of those in the 
gift of the Legislature have been given to its 
members. All this of course is no rcfiection on 
Judge Walker. Hoisamanof ability, integrity, 
and high standing at the Bar and in the general 
walks of life, and he will make an able, upright, 
and satisfactory Judge. He is 52 years oldand a 
graduate of Middlebury College, Class of °58. He 
was Assistant Secretary of the Senate in 1857; 
served in the House in 1865 and 1866 and in the 
Senate in 1867 and 1858; was State Attorney for 
Windsor County in 1874-6; Special Commissioner 
for the Insane in 1878; Supervisor of the Insane

The Signal Service Bureau report indt- 
cates for to-day, in this region, slightly 
warmer, fair weather, variable winds, gen- 
erally from southeast to southwest, lower 
darometer. 








The official vote of this State was de- 
clared by the State Board of Canvassers 
yesterday, and the choice of the Demo- 
cratic Electors was duly certified. The 
difference between the highest vote for a 
Democratic and the lowest for a Repub- 
lican candidate is 1,183, and the difference 
between the lowest for a Democratic and 
highest for a Republican candidate is 
1,048. This exhibits the range of the 
plurality. It is a peculiar exhibition of 
independence that shows itself in scratch- 
ing the name of a candidate for Presi- 
dential Elector, who has nothing in the 
world to do but give effect to the votes of 
the people for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent. Cases have occurred of an Elect- 
oral vote being lost by this peculiar per- 
versity. The total vote of the State, tak- 
ing the highest cast for any candidate on 
each ticket, was 1,167,169, of which 568,154 
was for CLEVELAND, 562,005 for BLAINE, 
25,006 for St. JoHN, and 17,004 for BUTLER. 








The ratification of the constitutional 
amendment limiting the power of cities 
of 100,000 inhabitants and more to con- 
tract indebtedness by a vote of 493,638 to 
10,304 is largely due to the well-directed 
efforts of the Council of Political Reform 
of this city. In fact the movement for 
the amendment originated with that 
body and was through its influ- 
ence carried through the  Legisla- 
ture. In the late canvass it was al- 
most alone in making practical efforts to 
secure a favorable and emphatic vote. It 
not only did much to call attention to the 
subject, but looked after the printing and 
distribution of ballots throughout the 
State. It is a significant circumstance 
that one-half of the large affirmative 
and only one-third of the small negative 
vote was cast in the three cities which are 
alone affected at present by the amend- 
ment. In Kings County there were only 
297 negative to 86,132 affirmative votes, 
and in Erie only 17 negative to 39,758 
affirmative. 

The election of a Democratic President 
seems to have caused among the colored 
people of North Carolina a feeling of un- 
easiness, astonishment, and doubt rather 
than one of alarm or fright. Very few 
believe that they are in danger of losing 
their freedom or any of their political 
rights. Ideas of that kind have got into 
the heads of some of the most igno- 
rant, who cannot read and who 
live in districts remote from cities 
er villages, but Democrats, Republicans, 








and well-known colored men agree in 
saying that they are not entertained by 
the great majority. A TrMEs correspond- 
ent who is making an inquiry in the 
State finds these facts, and is assured by a 
Republican Congressman and a colored 
Republican leader, as well as by prominent 
Democrats, that there was neither fraud 
nor intimidation in the recent election. 
Wherever he saw them the colored people 
were as light-hearted as ever. The Demo- 
crats believe, it is said, that the defeat of 
BLAINE will bring many colored voters 
into the Democratic ranks, and they pre- 
dict that such a transfer will eventually 
cause a division of their party. 








Commissioner BUTTERWORTH, of the 
Patent Office, will return to his old seat 
in the House of Representatives with a 
thorough knowledge of the needs of his 
bureau and with a determination to secure 
for it more liberal appropriations. The 
Patent Office will be fortunate in having 
its case presented by him. The working 
force in the office should be promptly in- 
creased, and the surplus revenue contrib- 
uted by inventors whose applications are 
delayed for many months should be used 
in providing facilities for the speedy trans- 
action of business. P 








The Election bill vetoed by Gov. Cam- 
ERON, of Virginia, yesterday was certainly 
mischievous legislation of a kind altogether 
too common in Southern States. Nothing 
is more essential to fair elections and an 
honest count of votes than the representa- 
tion of both parties in all boards of elec- 
tion officers. The practice of having such 
officers selected in all the counties of a 
State by boards chosen by the Legislature 
is bad enough, but unless great care is 
taken to secure non-partisan action in 
their selection there will be great tempta- 
tion to defeat the free choice of the people 
at elections. The South has been strenuous 
in its demand for self-government for 
States, but it shows little disposition to 
accord it to the subdivisions of States. 








The outrageous assault upon Mr. DE 
YounG, the owner of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, was murderous in its intent, 
and there are fears that it may be mur- 
derous in its effect. In that case it will 
be a scandal to San Francisco if the mur- 
derer is not punished. There was no pal- 
liation whatever for his act. The criti- 
cisms which he resented with a revolver 
were not strictures upon private life or 
domestic affairs. They were charges of 
plundering the public and defrauding the 
public treasury which it was not merely 
the right but the duty of a public journal 
to bring if they were justified by the 
facts. If they were not so justified, the 
law supplies an ample and appropriate 
remedy. That young SPRECKELS appealed 
to violence instead of the law will there- 
fore be taken as his confession that the 
charges were true, and that Mr. DE 
Youna was merely doing his duty in 
bringing them to public notice. 


DISCORDANT NOTES. 

The Democratic press of the country 
has, on the whole, shown an intelligent 
comprehension of the meaning of the elec- 
tion of CLEVELAND to the Presidency, and 
the prominent men of the party, as a rule, 
no doubt understand to what the victory 
is due and what is necessary in or- 
der to garner its fruits, It was 
brought about by independent voters 
in the belief that it would lead 
to administrative reform. Thousands 
of them voted for the Democratic candi- 
dates on the assurance that their election 
would not endanger what has been gained 
in the way of civil service reform, but 
would result in the maintenance and faith- 
ful application of the established system. 
Without ‘this assurance it would have 
been impossible to elect a Democratic 
President, and we have no doubt that the 
assurance was well founded. Should it 
prove otherwise the Democratic lease of 
power will be very short. 

Now comes Mr. THoMAS A. HENDRICKS, 
of Indiana, who was dragged into the 
position of Vice-President-elect by the 
strength of the head of the ticket, and in 
a speech in Brooklyn gives his idea of civil 
service reform. ‘‘I am very free to say 
to you people to-night,” he remarks, ‘‘ that 
I am not particularly confident of success 
after the schoolmaster’s examination, but 
I will tell you what I have confidence in 
as it was in the days of ANDREW JACKSON. 
Let a man come to be President of the 
United States, and let true men be called 
around him and aid him in _ the 
public service. Let these men re- 
solve that the only qualification for 
office shall be honesty and fitness for 
the service, and then you have civil serv- 
ice reform.” If we were to depend upon 
the resolves of these ‘‘ true men” of the 
Hendricks order we should have nothing 
of the kind, but a very prompt re- 
turn to the spoils system. But Mr. 
HENDRICKS is an old-fashioned Demo- 
crat, and haply he overrates his im- 
portance in this time of triumph. 
The men who made Mr. CLEVELAND'S 
election possible would gladly have voted 
for the head of the ticket without accept- 
ing the old-style appendage if the thing 
could have been done. Mr. HENDRICKS 
and his friends did their best to prevent 
CLEVELAND’S nomination in order that 
the Indiana statesman might himself 
stand at the head of the ticket, in which 
case the Democratic Party would have 
been once more defeated, and the country 
would have suffered the humiliation of 
BLAINE’s election. 

We doubt if Mr. HENDRICKS’s name con- 
tributed in the remotest degree to the 
success of the ticket. Possibly he helped 
to secure the vote of Indiana, but it was 
not needed, and certainly he came peril- 
ously near causing the loss of the vote of 
New-York, which was needed, for the in- 
dependents voted for him with reluctance, 
and many a Republican who hated to vote 
for Mr. BLAINE and was inclined to have 
confidence in CLEVELAND would not vote 
‘for HENDRICKS at any price. However, 
as Byron remarks of Bishop BERKELEY’s 
statement that there is no matter, it is no 
matter what he says). Mr. HENDRICKS 
fortunately will not be the head of the 
new Administration, and the opinions of 
the Vice-President are of about as little 














moment as those of any conspicuous per- 
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son in the country. He does not dispose 
of offices and he is not even one of the 
**true men” whom the President will call 
around him, 

One other discordant tone comes to the 
listening ear, that of Mr. Jonn R. MCLEAN, 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer, but he seems 
to accept the inevitable. He utters a wail 
in behalf of the eager horde of Democratic 
place seekers and warns them that the 
victory is to them “‘a barren one, thanks 
to the efforts of Senator PENDLETON.” He 
sneers at the ‘‘undemocratic bill” and the 
“English act,” and deplores that the 
“‘rewards of office’ do not await the 
faithful workers. Now, it happens that 
Mr. McLean is another Democrat who 
was a weight upon the party in the can- 
vass. He not only contributed nothing to 
its success, but it had to win in spite of his 
treachery and his underhand efforts to aid 
its enemies. We are inclined to think 
that the influences which controlled in 
the canvass and made a Democratic vic- 
tory possible will prevail in the resulting 
Administration. A dissonant voice here 
and there, even though one proceed from 
the Vice-President-elect, has little force 
against the general acclaim that there 
must be no retrogression, no disappoint- 
ment of the hopes of those who have been 
working for reform and have relied on 
the assurance that CLEVELAND’s election 
denotes a new departure of the Demo- 
cratic Party. We are not going back to 
ANDREW JACKSON as an exemplar of 
political methods. 











THE NEW-YORK ELECTION LAW. 


The election law of this State has just 
survived the severest test to which it has 
ever been or is likely ever to be submitted. 
A plurality of not very much more than a 
thousand in a total vote of more than a 
million—a plurality, that is to say, of not 
far from one-tenth of 1 per cent. in an 
election to the Presidency in which the 
Electoral vote of New-York is the decisive 


‘element—this is a crucial ordeal for an 


election law to pass. The law of this 
State has passed it so successfully that 
since the local returns were in there has 
not been the slightest doubt in any sane 
and informed mind about the result. The 
plurality was as safe from being counted 
out or tampered with as if it had been a 
plurality of a million. The unscrupulous 
and experienced manipulators of ballot 
boxes from other States who cherished 
hopes when they found how small the 
plurality was, were reluctantly compelled 
to acknowledge, to themselves at least, 
after they had mastered the law, that 
there was no hope, and that the law was 
a barrier against rascality as impassable 
as the fence which the admiring farmer 
described as ‘‘ horse-high, bull-strong, 
and pig-tight.” 

When it was not known what the pro- 
visions of the law were and was known 
only that the plurality for CLEVELAND was 
small, Mr. BLAINE uplifted his voice and 
cried aloud that there was “ fraud,” an 
insult to the laws andthe people of New- 
York for which he did not adduce the 
slightest pretext of probability, and which 
he would not have offered if he had known 
how complete were the legal precautions 
against any tampering with the returns. 
At the same time it was reported that 
Mr. Jopn C. NEW and Commissioner 
DupLeEY, out of their zeal for polit- 
ical honesty, were coming on to New- 
York to see a “fair count.” Upon 
learning that there was no possibility of 
an unfair count, they wisely desisted 
from that design. Mr. NEw, with a more 
questionable wisdom, has expressed 
through the columns of his paper, the 
Indianapolis Journal, the bad opinion of 
the law which it was foretold in ‘‘ Hudi- 
bras” that the closest business friends of 
the defeated candidate would entertain. 
The Journal, with deep disgust, declares 
that ‘‘ the boasted election laws of New- 
York State seem to be framed with special 
reference to the easy commission of 
frauds and to the certain prevention of 
their discovery and correction. The ballots 
are not preserved, but are destroyed as 
soon as the several election boards are 
through with the first count.” Thatisthe 
feature of the law which has so discour- 
aged Mr. BLAINE and'Mr. New and Com- 
missioner DUDLEY. The original manifesto 
from Augusta indicated the belief of Mr. 
BLAINE that the ballot boxes, with the 
ballots in them, were standing about 
somewhere waiting to have the frauds 
which might appear upon the face of the 
returns ‘‘ discovered and corrected,” in an 
informal and secret manner, by thought- 
ful patriots deeply impressed with the im- 
portance to the interests of our country of 
preventing the election of Gov. CLEVE- 
LAND. If some pretext could be raised 
for a recount, and_ these _ ballot 
boxes made to give up their votes, 
all might yet be well. But this gleam of 
hope faded when it was ascertained that 
no ballots were extant which were sus- 
ceptible of treatment. The thoughtful 
patriots saw no channels in which they 
could be useful, and those of them who 
resided in other States, having ascertained 
with disgust that the law of New-York 
was framed with special reference to the 
easy commission of frauds and to the cer- 
tain prevention of their discovery and 
correction, staid at home and sadly re- 
flected how different might have been the 
result with a law framed for the dis- 
covery and correction of frauds, with 
ballot boxes yawning for patriots to stuff 
them, and with Boards of Canvassers ex- 
ercising judicial functions. 

In fact, it was not until after a bitter 
experience of the preservation of ballots 
and of the allowance of alarge and liberal 
discretion to canvassers that the New-York 
law was fixed upon the obvious but im- 
mutable basis of simple arithmetic. The 
official count is not an analysis of the 
voter’s mind, nor a consideration of the 
baleful effects which might be produced 
by a misguided majority. It is simply a 
count. Where the intention of the voter 
is not clear means are provided for re- 
serving the question for a judicial decision, 
but charges of corruption and intimi- 
dation and fraud are not involved 
with an arithmetical process. The 
result has been that, although there 
have been several very close elec- 
tions under the New-York law, not 
one canvass has been disputed, In the 
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canvass just concluded we have scarcely 
had evidence that a single vote which the 
voter meant to be counted for BLAINE or 
for CLEVELAND was’ not counted for his 
candidate. This is the very highest suc- 
cess which an election law can achieve, 
and the New-York law -may be safely 
cominended as a model to Legislatures 
which prefer that the votes of the people 
should be counted as they have been cast 
rather than that an opportunity should be 
afforded after an election for the exercise 
of thoughtful patriotism and skilled talent 
in affecting its result. 


LAND GRANTS AND SUBSIDIES. 


It is reported that the advance guards 
of a powerful railroad lobby have already 
reached Washington. Several land grant 
roads are deeply interested in pending 
bills, some of which have passed the 
House, while others have been favorably 
reported and are awaiting action in that 
body. The corporations controlling the 
original transcontinental line are also in- 
terested in the proposed amendments to 
the Thurman act which call for the 
deposit of an _ increased percentage 
of net earnings for the benefit 
of the sinking fund required for 
the ultimate payment of at least a part of 
their enormous debt. Several plans for 
changing the form and conditions of that 
debt have also attracted their attention. 
Land grant roads that have not earned 
their grants desire to retain them; other 
land’grant roads that have earned their 
grants in part are unwilling to give up 
the acres to which they have not estab- 
lished clear title, and the roads subsi- 
dized with a loan of bonds do not 
propose to allow the sinking fund 
act to be made more exacting, if they 
can exert influence enough to prevent it. 
There will be a contest in the coming ses- 
sion between the subsidized roads and the 
people, for itis the people’s money that 
the transcontinental line has borrowed, 
and it is the people’s land;that should be 
restored to the public domain if the land 
grant roads have no equitable title to it. 

In the last session the House made a be- 
ginning in the work of reclaiming the 
grants that had lapsed. Bills were passed 
for the forfeiture of from 30,000,000 to 
40,000,000 acres. Among these bills was 
one providing that a forfeiture of the 
lapsed grant of the Texas and Pacific 
Company in the Territories, comprising 
nearly 15,000,000 acres, should be formal- 
ly declared, and that this great area 
should be opened to settlement. Several 
bills of like nature are awaiting the action 
of the Senate, and their fate depends 
upon the course to be taken by that 
body. An examination of the bills that 
became laws at the last session 
reveals only one that repeals a railroad 
land grant, and if our memory serves us 
faithfully that grant was restored to the 
public domain with the consent of the 
company because the company was un- 
willing to take the lands under the con- 
ditions imposed by the granting act and 
had never received any part of the grant 
in the eighteen years that had elapsed 
since the act was passed. The most im- 
portant land grant measures of the last 
session are, therefore, still pending, with 
the exception of the Backbone grant bill 
that was, unfortunately, disposed of in 
favor of the claiming corporation. 

While it may be that in one or two in- 
stances the House was asked to support 
propositions that were unfair, it is true 
that there are many millions of acres— 
outside of the Texas Pacific grant—that 
should be promptly restored to the public 
domain and freed from the claims that 
have excluded settlers who have been un- 
able to go upon them. If any of the 
pending bills were “‘ hung up” to await 
the result of the Presidentiul election, they 
should be promptly taken down at the 
coming session, and should be disposed of 
upon their merits. The platforms of the 
two great parties substantially agree in de- 
manding the speedy forfeiture of lapsed 
grants, especially in all cases where 
there has been no attempt in good faith to 
earn the land by fulfilling the conditions 
imposed. Republicans in the Senate boldly 
cited last Summer a declaration from their 
national platform in support of their 
proposition concerning the Pension Ar- 
rears act. They will find in that platform 
an emphatic declaration concerning lapsed 
land grants which deserves consideration. 
The lobby will be hard at work, for the 
stake is great, but we do not believe that 
the Forty-eighth Congress will finally ad- 
journ without having opened for settle- 
ment a large part of the great area to 
which the corporations have not even an 
equitable title. 








COURTS-MARTIAL. 


The number of trials by court-martial 
in the army has become extraordinary. 
During the twelve months preceding the 
1st of October there were no fewer than 
2,280 such trials by general courts, be- 
sides 10,983 by garrison and regimental 
courts. Here we have the remarkable 
total of 18,263 trials, an average of more 
than forty-two a day for every day in the 
year, excluding Sundays. 

Looking at the statistics in another 
way, 18,235 of these were trials of enlist- 
edmen. At the date of the latest consoli- 
dated returns the enlisted strength of the 
army was 24,236 men, so that the num- 
ber of court-martial trials was more than 
half as great as the entire number of en- 
listed men in the military establishment. 

It is fair to note that often the same 
offenders are tried for repeated delin- 
quencies, and also that many cases tried 
by garrison courts cannot be classed as 
serious offenses. They include such mat- 
ters as negligence in the care of equip- 
ments and tardiness at roll calls, and 
where the standard of discipline is strict 
there may be many such overhaulings for 
slight dereliction, Still, this is not the ex- 
planation for all the cases before the in- 
ferior courts, nor for those that come be- 
fore general courts. Now, four years ago 
the trials by the latter tribunals numbered, 
for a twelvemonth, 1,543; three years ago, 
1,792; two years ago, 1,850; a year ago, 
1,985, while the twelve months now under 
review show 2,280. This steady increase 
in cases needs to be accounted for, since 
the size of the army has remained about 
the same throughout this period. While 
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the increase of general court-martial 
cases over last year was thus 295, the in- 
crease of inferior court trials was 1,665, 
making a total increase of 1,960 cases in a 
single year, It would really look as if, 
with the gradual cessation of field opera- 
tions, courts-martial had become among 
the chief centres of activity for the army. 

It may be surmised that a great part of 
the trials indicate that the persons ar- 
raigned were wrongly accused. This, 
however, is not the fact. There were 
2,056 convictions of enlisted men by gen- 
eral courts-martial alone last year, against 
only 186 acquittals, even including in this 
latter number cases in which the sentence 
was disapproved by the reviewing author- 
ity. And 700 of the convictions were for 
deserting. 

Capt. BALDWIN, Acting Judge-Advocate 
of the Department of the Columbia, sug- 
gests that ‘‘the punishment of offenders 
should consist more of manual labor and 
less of fines.” Whether this would tend 
to decrease the number of breaches of 
discipline must be a matter of conjecture. 
In previous annual reports of the Judge- 
Advocate-General it has been urged that 
there are certain methods of procedure in 
vogue inthe administration of military 
justice which are unjust to the accused. 
Still, these, if such there be, are not likely 
to cause the constant increase in the 
volume of cases brought before the courts. 

One practical method proposed for sav- 
ing time and expense, and for dispensing 
with the burdens of attendance upon 
courts-martial now imposed on company 
officers, is that of substituting for the 
garrison court a tribunal to consist of a 
single officer, namely, either the post 
commander or the one second in com- 
mand. A bill constituting the second 
senior officer such a court is, in fact, now 
pending before Congress. An obvious 
objection to it is the fear that it might in 
some cases lessen the soldier’s chances of 
being judged fairly or leniently. Still, it 
must be admitted that it would be simply 
extending to the army our civil system of 
police courts, where a single trial Justice 
disposes of scores of petty cases in a day. 
In like manner, the trivial delinquencies 
constantly occurring in garrison could be 
rapidly disposed of, under a good criminal 
code, by a single competent officer. 








A VEGETABLE RELIGION. 


There is in this city a select number of 
people who have started a new religion 
known as the Oahspe religion. It is 
claimed by its adherents that the new re- 
ligion is purely vegetable and contains 
nothing that is in any way deleterious, 
and it is certainly entitled to the credit of 
providing an entirely new and apparent- 
ly very excellent method of promoting 
‘** marital selection.” 

The Oahspe Bible, upon which the 
Oahspe religion is founded, was written 
by the chief prophet of the new sect. 
Perhaps it would be equally accurate to 
say that the Oahspe Bible wrote itself, for 
the pen of the scribe moved without any 
aid from his fingers, and the slightest ex- 
amination of the book will show that the 
pen received no sort of aid from the 
scribe’s brains. It is a very large bible, 
and as it was written entirely in hiero- 
glyphics utterly unintelligible to the writer, 
he must at times have feared that he was 
wasting paper. However, when the book 
was finished the scribe was miraculously 
taught how to translate it, and entered 
upon the work with an enthusiasm which 
never flagged until it was finished and 
published. It may seem to scoffers as if 
the inspirer of the Oahspe Bible might 
have inspired the scribe to write it in En- 
glish at the start instead of compelling 
him to double his labor by writing in 
hieroglyphics and afterward translating 
them. It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that in such case there would 
have been much less room for theo- 
logical controversies among Oahspe be- 
lievers than there will be now that it is 
open to any one to claim that obnoxious 
texts in the authorized Oahspe version 
are mistranslations, and that the orig- 
inal hieroglyphic means something en- 
tirely different. Thus a healthy theo- 
logical activity can be kept up and in- 
terest stimulated in the Oahspe faith. 

Precisely what that faith is the public 
does not as yet know. One prominent 
doctrine has, however, been disclosed, 
and has partly established the claim of 
the new religion to be a purely vegetable 
one. The young persons of the new sect 
are to be brought up together upon an 
exclusively vegetable diet, which will— 
so we are told—‘‘ give them better op- 
portunities for marital selection,” or, in 
other words, lead to easy marriages. 

It is evident that the founder of the 
Oahspe faith has ascertained that an an- 
imal diet does not promote marriage. 
There maybe two reasons for this. There 
are men who dislike to see women eat 
meat. Whether this is due to the fact 
that we do not associate gentleness and 
amiability with carnivorous animals, or 
merely to a silly prejudice, the fact never- 
theless remains, and there is no doubt 
that a woman seems more charming when 
daintily consuming strawberries than when 
indulging in pork chops or gnawing a 
bird’s wing. Again, carnivorous women 
are more expensive than vegetarian wom- 
en. Itis estimated that $2,000,000 is an- 
nually spent in this country in supplying 
oysters to young ladies after the theatre, 
and although the cost of the broiled birds 
consumed by women has not been esti- 
mated, it is undoubtedly very large. The 
cost of feeding the female population of 
the United States would unquestionably 
be reduced one-half were they to be fed 
exclusively upon vegetables. 

Now, it is evident that were the cost of 
keeping a wife to be greatly reduced 
thousands of young men who now hesi- 
tate to marry would hesitate no longer. 
The young male disciple of Oahspe will 
know that he can never be required to 
feed an Oahspe maiden upon oysters or 
game, but that her modest desires can at 
any time be satisfied with oatmeal or rice 
pudding. Accordingly he will not be 
afraid to take her to the theatre or to 
ask her to be his wife. Thus the pure- 
ly vegetarian diet of the young 
Oahspeans will, in the words of the 
founder of the religion, give young 
people “‘ better opportunities for marital 





selection.” This sagacious founder knows 


whereof he speaks, and has presented his 
vegetarian religion in a very pleasing as- 
pect to young men who would like to 
marry but who cannot afford carnivorous 
wives. It should be noticed, too, that the 
new ‘religion does not authorize polyg- 
amy, thereby avoiding the grand mistake 
of the founder of Mormonism. No one 
can tell how many converts Mormonism 
might have .made had it not been for 
the awful possibility that any male 
Mormon may find himself overwhelmed 
with three or four simultaneous wives. 
Many a man who might otherwise have 
joined the Mormons has recoiled because 
of polygamy and resolved to be a New- 
Englander and undergo his wives consec- 
utively, oneat atime. Oahspeis certainly, 
amore ingenious religion than Mormon- 
ism, and were it possible for any mere 
man to read the 900 pages of the Oahspe 
Bible and live it might make a very re- 
spectable body of converts. 








The proposal to commemorate the land- 


- ing of the Pilgrims by a statue in Central 


Park indicates that the New-Englanders 
of New-York are of a more pious and com- 
memorative turn of mind than the de- 
scendants of the original settlers. Per- 
haps, also, they have more money. It 
seems, however, a little odd that the 
landing of the Pilgrims should be 
thus commemorated in advance of the 
landing of the Dutchmen. The fact of the 
landing was viewed by the inhabitants of 
Manhattan Island at the time and for a 
long time afterward with the liveliest dis- 
gust, and PETER STUYVESANT would have 
had no use for the effigy of a Pilgrim ex- 
cept that to which the Blaine Republicans 
of the Northwest have lately been putting 
statues of St. JouN. HENDRICK Hupson, 
who at least did land here, deserves to have 
his landing commemorated before that trib- 
ute is paid to the Pilgrims who didn’t. But 
this tardiness is the reproach of the St. 
Nicholas Society and not of the New- 
England Society. The cunning and pre- 
vailing men of Pyquag cannot be expected 
to celebrate the ethnic deities of other 
tribes, and it is to be said for their liberal- 
ity of mind that there was a statue of 
HaMILTON in Boston before one existed in 
New-York. Before we ransack the earth 
for foreign subjects for sculpture we 
ought at least to have a statue of WaAsH- 
INGTON IRVING.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

A representation of Meyerbeer’s “ Hu- 
guenots” is always an interesting event, and the 
announcement of a performance of that noble 
work at the Metropolitan Opera House, last 
evening, awakened the wonted pleasant an- 
ticipations. To admit that a company is 
equal: to supplying a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory rendering of ‘*The Huguenots” is, in 
truth, to proclaim its excellence. With 
the exception of *“*Don Giovanni,” no lyric 
drama calls forth the exertions of an equal num- 
ber of artists of the highest order, in none are 
heavier responsibilities laid upon the chorus and 
orchestra, and upon nonecan rich and pictur- 
esque stage attire be more judiciously lavished. 
The uncommon beauty and eloquence of the 
music, and the captivating and forceful story 
with which the score goes hand in hand, 
make its presentation worthy of any 
outlay of painsor money. “The Huguenots,” 
too, isan opera that repays, through the direct 
appreciation of the public, all trouble and ex- 
pense entailed by its pertormance. The drama 
it upholds appeals to every spectator by its 
intensely human passion and power more 
even than by its historical interest; its 
characters are full of life and contrast, 
and Meyerbeer’s music, rich, brilliant, and 
invariably suited to the situation of which it 
increases the strength tenfold, while it charms 
the listener by its melody, its sensuous harmo- 
nies, and its glowing color, reveals fresh and 
wondrous details at each new hearing. The 
piquancy and sparkling fluency of Rossini’s 
measures often pall upon the audiences 
of the period, and _ Bellini and even 
Donizetti have long since been proclaimed 
cloying as to themes and thin as to instrumenta- 
tion. But to thisday Meyerbeer’s chief works in 
general and his ** Huguenots” in particular have 
held their own against the rising tide of modern 
theories and ‘progressive’ music. Wagner's 
denunciation of old forms has not engen- 
dered any contempt for the pretty tunes 
allotted to the page or for ithe fine 
duets between Raoul and Valentina, and 
Valentina and Marcel, and nothing that recent 
composers have brought forth stirs the pulses 
of an audience like the “ benediction of the 
swords.’ In England and in France, as well as 
in America, ** The Huguenots” is the one opera 
that a manager who is fairly equipped as 
to company and mise en scéne can depend 
upon to fill his coffers. Last night, at 
the Metropolitan, an audience that crowded the 
vast theatre to suffocation, proved once more 
its potency as an attraction—the surest test, 
years of application having shown it 
to be unfailing in its results—of its might 
over the public of Europe and the New 
World. The representation given under 
Dr. Damrosch’s direction was notable rather for 
the individual excellence it revealed than for its 
impressiveness as a whole. The conductor 


evinced a frequent disposition to drag the time, 
and, with more ambition than prudence, for- 
getting the unusual proportions of the 
opera, he restored parts of the score 
which by common consent have long 
since been eliminated. As a consequence, the 
duet between Raoul and Valentina did not end 
until within a few minutes of midnight, and the 
fifth act was stillto come. It was apparent, too. 
that the attempt to bring torth three granc 
operas ina week had made it impossible to have 
as thorough rehearsals of the chorus as 
were needed, and the “rataplan” and the scene 
ot the benediction of the swords were not 
altogether satisfactory. These shortcomings, 
however, are not likely to again invite censure, 
and to have accomplished so much with the ma- 
terial only lately at hand as Dr. Damrosch has 
accomplished 1s to do wonders. The orchestra 
was, of course, in excellent shape, and, as men- 
tioned already, there was no small display of 
voice and talent on the part of many of the 
singers. The late hour at which the 
alge oe was finished prevents anything 
ike a careful review of its incidents, but a 
hasty record must be prepares of the achieve- 
ments of the principal artists engaged in the 
representation or Meyerbeer’s work. Frau 
Schroeder-Hanfstaengel’s success was im- 
mediate and decisive. It was original- 
ly intended that this prima donna_ should 
appear as Valentine, but the illness of the song- 
tress who was to have personated the Queen in- 
duced her to come forth as Marguerite, 
whose rdle she regarded as equally advan- 
tageous as a medium for her Ameri- 
can début. Frau Schroeder Hanitstaengel’s 
high soprano voice’ is_ full, even, firm 
and vibrant, her intonation is faultless, and ner 
execution of florid music absolutely perfect. 
She has not the personal magnetism of better- 
known bravura songstresses, but her vocaliza- 
tion is as facile, brilliant and correct as the most 
exacting critic can desire. Her duet with Raoul 
in the second act was the “hit” of the 
evening, and the applause which followed 
t was_merged into cheers before it sub- 
sided. Frau Robinson, who was Valentine, man- 
aged a fresh and powerful soprano voice with 
commendable intelligence and skijl, but ber de- 
livery was a little monotonous, except in the 
duet in the fourth act, when she sang with 


no little warmth and vigor. Herr Udvardy’s 
ul was a creditable effort. The new.tenor 
has a light tenor voice and uses it with judg. 
ment. His romance in the first act and his share 
of the final duet elicited hearty plaudits; he was 
scarcely equal to the ringing music of the set- 
timino. Herr Stauaigl’s Saint Bris was a digni- 
fied rtrayal of that prominent character, 
and his declamation and cantabile were art- 
istic and effective. Herr Robinson renewed 
the pleasant impression wroufht by his 
revious efforts, and his De Nevers was pice 
uresque to the eye and satisfactory to the ear. 
Herr Koegel’s Marce! was a respectable per- 
sonation, and Miss Isadora. Martinez, who 
assumed the rile of Urbano in_ conse- 
— of the sudden indisposition of §Friulein 
lach, rendered the Page's first air, with Italian 
words, quite neatly. The scenery and dresses 
were bright and appropriate, and a second re 
resentation of “The Huguenots,” with all the 
valuable elements just referred to, and freed 
from the few blemishes of last night’s perform- 
ooo is sure to prove worthy of unreserved 


THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

A very commendable performance of 
“ Ernani” was given by Col. Mapleson’s company 
at the Academy of Music last evening. A large 
and exceedingly generous audience was present 
and applauded in every possihie place with great 
earnestness and tenacity. A feature of the per- 
formance w:s beyond question Signor De Anna‘s 
Carlo Quinto, which was, on the whole, a praise- 
worthy piece of work. There was lack of light 
and shade in the vocalization, for Signor De 


Anna betrayed an over anxiety‘to display the 
range and volume of his voice. Nevertheless, 
in the more impassioned passages of the 
music the baritone sang with most excel. 
lent effect. His best work was his “Oh, de? 
verd’ anni miei,” whicn he sang with gen- 
uine ft eling, and which won him a double recall, 
His share in the great finale of the third act wag 
done with judgment and force, and his * Lo 
vendromo” was given with much passion. 
Signor Cardinali was a vigorous Ernani, and sang 
withigreatispirit. Mile. Riccetti was ill at ease ag 
Elvira, and the resonance of her rich voice was 
marred by a strong vibrato. Her ‘“ Ernani, in- 
volami,” was given with considerable color. 
Signor Cherubini was a manly Silva, and sang 

Infelice, e tu credevi’ unusuaily well. The 
chorus was ragged at times. and the orchestra 
unsteady. The finale of the third act, however, 
went with great vigor and precision, and won al} 
the leading artists a quadruple recall.

THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 

The public rehearsal preliminary to the 
first concert given this season by the Symphony 
Society of New-York was held at the Academy 
of Music yesterday afternoon. The pro- 
gramme included Beethoven's symphony in 
F, (No. 8) some German songs _inter- 
preted by Herr Joseph Staudigl, one 
of the baritones of the Metropolitan Opera 
House, a new concert piece, “in the character 
of a serenade for violin,” by Dr. Damrosch, and 
Liszt’s symphony to Dante’s “Divina Com. 
media.” The opening symphony was played 
with unusual spirit and force. Its bright- 
ness and humor, as well as its’ sud« 
den transitions and surprises, so to speak, 
were particularly well brought out by the or- 
chestra’s performance. The work, however, is 
of decidedly inferior interest to most of its 
sister masterpieces, alike in respect of elevation 
and beauty of themes and polished elabor- 
ateness. After the symphony, Herr Staudigl 
sang three songs by Schubert, of which the last 
—‘On the banks of the Ebro”’—produced an 
especially happy impression. That this artist ig 
thoroughly entitled to rank with the foremost 
lieder singers of Germany was quite apparent 
after his first number. Herr Staudig] bas an 
excellent voice, his declamation and cantabile 
are equally clear and finished, and his delivery 
is instinct with the emotion and earnestnesy 
which are more essential to an interpreter of 
German songs than the loudest or sweetest of 
tones, or. the unrepressed dramatic impulses 
which are occasionally conspicuous in Italian: 
singing in the concert room. Dr. Damrosch’s 
*“concertzstueck” is a musicianly suite divided 
into four movements. It begins with an 
orchestral introduction of a somewhat mys- 
terious cast, the first measures of the violin 
solo being unaccompanied. Pizzicato passages, 
however, are soon resorted to as an accompani- 
ment to the cantubile strains of the violin, ana 
gradually the whole band is calied into 
requisition, the moOvement—an andante—ter- 
minating with a pizzicato accompaniment. The 
second movement, an allegro, proved the most 
effective. It is played throughout with short 
detaché bowings, and harmonic tores adorn the 
theme at intervals, glittering like priceless 
gems. The applause which greeted this part 
of the composition was so enthusiastic that 
M. Musin, who was the soloist, had 
to repeat it. The third movement of the con- 
cert-stueck impressed us, however, as worthiest 
of admiration. It is an andante cantabile, and 
calls into play, of course, the singing power 
of the violin, that is to say its strongest 
charm. A second hearing of Dr. Damrosch’s 
work will be enjoyed to-night, and increased 
familiarity with its excellence will enable 
the listener to speak more decisively as to 
which of its divisions can Tay claim to 
most admiration. The “Dante” symphony, 
which brought the concert to a close, was vig- 
orously and brilliantly rendered. This composi- 
tion ‘has been listened to again and again by, 
New-York audiences, and requires at present no 
description.

OLD SILVER COINS.

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‘A LOVER'S SUIT FOR LIBEL 


THE SON OF LORD COLERIDGE THE 
DEFENDANT. 


A LONDON BARRISTER WHO WAS ENGAGED 
TO MARRY MISS COLERIDGE SUES HER 
BROTHER FOR LIBELING HIM. 

Lonpox, Nov. 21.—A noteworthy libel 
case came on for trial to-day. The action is 
brought by Frank Mantell Adams, a London 
barrister, against Bernard Coleridge, a son of 
Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge. Mr. Adams, who 
conducts his own case, stated in his opening 
Bpeech that he was engaged to be married to a 
Sauchter of Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge. The 
Chief-Justice objected to him for a son-in-law, 
and induced his son Bernard to write a letter to 
his daughter libeling him. The young lady 
turned the letter over to her betrothed. This 
action led to her expulsion from her father’s 
house, and the expurging of her name from her 
father’s will. 

Tbe defendant entered the plea that the letter 
was a privileged communication. The letter 
warned her against Adams as a man utterly des- 
titute of character and moral] principle. His 
own family, it said, shunned him, and he had 
failed throughout life. Furthermore, Adams 
had eloped with a girl underage, and had treated 
her badly after marriage. A daughter of Adams 
was boarded by her relatives in order to rescue 
ber from her father. The letter also declared 
that Adams, in seeking to marry Miss Coleridge, 
was prompted only by a desire to gain money 
and position. He had admitted that he consid- 
ered Miss Coleridge devoid of personal charms. 
The brother concluded his letter by reproaching 
bis sister for ingratitude toward her father for 
his great kindness. 

Miss Coleridge answered her brother’s letter. 
She said she was ashamed of him for writing in 
such a way. She could prove that the statements 
he had made about Mr. Adams were false, and 
she had resolved to put an end to his backbiting 
and slandering. Doubtless, she said, he had not 
invented the miserable falsehoods which he had 
written, but he had made himseif responsible for 
them. Unless he retracted his false statements 
or gave the name of the person who had told 
them to him she would hand the letter over to 
Mr. Adams and ask him to take steps to protect 
both of them from future attacks. 

To this letter Bernard made no reply, and his 
letter was consequently placed in Mr. Adams's 
hands. Mr. Adams denied the truth of the asser- 
tions made by Bernard that he had eloped with 
a girl under age. He married a lady 24 years old, 
with whom he passed 19 years of unclouded ex- 
istence. He denied aii the other allega- 
tions made in Bernard’s letter, and _ said 
that Bernard was actuated by a_ desire 
to get control of his sister's money. 
Mr. Adams contenced that Bernard and his 
father had thrust the marriage upon him. He 
was thrown much in the society of Miss Cole- 
ridge in a charitable institution, of which he 
was Secretary and she was a member. At that 
time he had no idea of marriage. He was much 
astonished when he received a letter from Lord 
Coleridge breaking off the engagement. The 
Judge ruled that these statements were inad- 
missible. Mr. Adams replied that in that case 
he might as well throw up his brief. 





WHIPPED FOR HIS PATRIOTISM. 


8RITISH SAILORS TAKE OFFENSE AT AMERI- 
CAN SONGS. 

John J. Fisher isa patriotic longshore- 
man, who livesat No. 451 West Thirty-second- 
street. He is of Irish descent and inherited from 
bis ancestors an intense hatred for the English. 
He was looking for a job around the docks late 
on Thursday night when he fell in with John 
Baker and John Sullivan, both Liverpool 
* buckies,”’ and firemen on the British steamship 
Tower Hill, now lying at Pier No. 39 North 
River. They went in to Regan’s liquor store at 


the corner of West and Houston streets. The 
Englishmen told Fisher that they were work- 
ing on a steamer bound for New-Orleans, and 
romised to get him a berth on the same ship. 
They drank together, and Fisher sang patriotic 
songs. Oneof the English suiiors sang “ Rule 
Britannia.” and this put Fisher on his mettle. 
He cleared his throat and sang at the top of his 
voice a song vaunting the prowess of the Ameri- 
can Navy. It told how 
“In the brave old ship Alliance, 
We sailed from Philadelphia town, 
Our proud fiag fioating in detiance 

To England's King or Crown.”

This song was hailed with uproarious applause 
by all in the saloon, in which the Englishmen ap- 
peared to join. Then more drinks were had, and 
one of the English sailors rye as a toast 
* Long lifeto the Queen.” ‘* To h—] with your 

ueen,” responded Fisher, ** 1°ll give you a toast 
that will make your hair curl.” Then he de-,; 
claimed a patriotic sentiment which began: : 

“ Hail to the glorious Stars ! . 
’Neath them no slave bows down to earth 
Nor weeps through prison bars. * * * 
Despot Kings and curs'd tyrants 
Underneath these Stripes go down.” 

The Englishmen did not apparently take any 
exception to Fisher’s pace sore ing J remark about 
the Queen nor to his patriotic sentiments, but, 
as appeared afterward, they were nursing their 
wrath. They asked Fisher to step outside, where 
they would introduce him to the mate of their 
vessel. When he reached the sidewalk they set 
upon him and beat him in a most brutal manner. 
They knocked him down, an areaway, pounded 
bim and kicked him and stamped upon him. 
But for the arrival of Patrolman Mannion, of the 
Eighth Precinct, Fisher would doubtless have 
paid for his patriotism with his life. The officer 
arrested both Sullivan and Baker, and they were 
arraigned before Justice O’ Reilly, at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, yesterday morning.

SHOT BY HER PARAMOUOR.

ALBANYS DANGEROUS BASIN. 


REPORTED TO THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 
AS POLLUTED WITH THE CITY’S SEWAGE. 


The regular quarterly meeting of the 
State Board of Health was held at the Park-Ave- 
nue Hotel yesterday, the President, Edward M. 
Moore, of Rochester, presiding. The members 
ofthe board present were Dr. J. 8. Delavan, of 
Albany; Dr. George W. Cooke, of Kingston; Dr. 
Alfred Mercer, of Syracuse; Dr. W. M. Smith, 
Health Officer of the Port of New-York; Dr. 
Woolsey Johnson and Erastus Brooks, of this 
city: Dr. Alfred L. Carroll, and James T. Gardi- 
ner, Director of the New-York State Survey. 
Erastus Brooks read the report of the Finance 
Committee, from which it appeared that the ex- 
penses of the board for the year amounted to 
$22,046. The report of ,he Committee on Vital 
Statistics showed that tthe number of deaths 
registered in the State this year up to Oct. 1 was 


istered in the office of the board. During the 
same period about 44,000 births and 20,000 mar- 
riages were recorded. 

The main feature of the meeting was the re- 
port of Mr. Gardiner as Director of the New- 

York State Survey, and that part of it relating 
to Albany created much surprise among the 
members of the board. Mr. Gardiner said that 
he had heard rumors some time ago to the effect 
that the Albany Basin was becoming a public 
nuisance, but he paid little attention to them. 
Then he received a number of letters from mem- 
bers of boat clubs whose floats and houses were 
near the basin complaining of the condition of 
the water, and he came to the conclusion that it 
was time to investigate the complaints. The 
letters stated that the gases arising from 
the basin were obnoxious and productive 
of sickness and malaria. Mr. Gardiner 
investigated the subject, and found that an 
alarming state of affairs existed. When the 
basin was opened it was intended to keep the 
bottom covered by at least seven feet of water. 
Around it are the wharves of the Albany steam- 
boats, the leading hotels, and the Post Office. 
Into this basin the city has for some time emp- 
tied all its sewage, and as a result it has be- 
come so filled with the animal and vegetable 
matter contained in this sewage that two mud 
tiats of considerable size are now exposed at low 
tide, and bubbles of gas are constantly vow: 4 
from the mass of decomposing matter beneat 
the water. The steamers and _ ferryboats 
passing to and fro are constantly  stir- 
ring up this decomposing matter and add- 
ing to the nuisance and danger to health. 
‘the most dangerous feature of the case arises 
from the fact that the city of Albany takes its wa- 
tersupply from the river within 1,500 feet of this 
basin, which 1s reeking with filth, and when the 
tide is going out of the basin, the polluted water 
is taken by thecurrent along the bank to the 
pipes through which the city’s water supply is 
drawn. Mr. Gardiner demonstrated this fact by 
experimenting with floats, and thus determin- 
ing the direction in which the water of the basin 
moved at ebbtide. He recommended that the 
city of Albany be directed not to pour its sewage 
into the basin, an@ that the Legislature be asked 
to make an appropriation for the purpose of 
dredging it to sucha depth that the mud flats 
would no longer be exposed at low ‘tide. The 
matter was laid over until the next regular 
meeting of the board. 

The board adopted a resolution oning the at- 
tention of the Governor to the bad condition of 
the buildings and equipments at Quarantine, and 
recommending that proper steps be taken for 
putting them in perfect order. The subject of 
the prevalence of malaria at Rhinebeck was dis- 
cussed and referred tc the Sanitary Committee. 
Dr. Woolsey Johnson, Chairman of this commit- 
tee,and Mr. Gardiner will visit Rhinebeck next 
week and investigate the causes of the disease. 
After arranging for the calling of a special 
meeting at Aibany, on or about Dec. 15, to make 
estimates of the appropriations to be asked from 
the Legislature for next year the board ad- 
journed. 





NEW-ENGLAND SOCIETY’S GIFT. 


THE STATUE TO COMMEMORATE THE LAND- 
ING OF THE PILGRIMS. 

At a meeting of the Park Commissioners 
yesterday Commissioner Wales submitted a 
communication from D. F. Appleton, Chairman 
of the committee of the New-England Society, 
Telative to astatue to be presented to the city 
by the society. The statue, which will be com- 
memorative of the landing of the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth Dec. 22, 1620, has been completea by 
the sculptor, J. Q. A. Ward, and will be unveiled 
at the approaching anniversary of the society, 
Dec. 22. Mr. Wales recommended that the site 
chosen by the sculptor and the committee 
trom the society be set apart for the purpose as 
soon as the design of the statue has been ap- 
proved by the Presidents of the National Acad- 
emy of Design, Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
and the New-York Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Architects. The site chosen is upona 
little knoll at the intersection of the east drive 
and the carriageway from the Fifth-avenuve and 
Seventy-second-street gate, and corresponds to 
the site on the western side 9f the park on which 
the statue of Daniel Webster stands. 

Mr. Wales also submitted the report upon the 
completion of Riverside Parkway, showing a 
cost to date of; $606,983 75. The bridge now ex- 
tending from Eighty-fifth-street to Eighty- 
eighth-street is a temporary one, and the Cor- 
poration Counsel was requested to furnish an 
opinion as to whether, under the new constitu- 
tional amendment, an assessment can be levied 
to pay for the proposed improvement and, if 
the opinion was favorable, whether the board 
should at once proceed to collect the assess- 
ments due and reduce the city debt the amount 


thus collected.

OUT OF A SPANISH PRISON. 
Among the steerage passengers of the 
French steamship Chateau Yquem, which ar- 
rived from Bordeaux yesterday. were two 
Spaniards who had been the cause of much 
,curious speculation on the part of their fellow- 
passengers during the voyage. They secured 
passage at Bordeaux under the names of José 
Maseo and N. Castiglio. They talked nothing 
but Spanish, but some of the French passengers 
of the steamer, who understood that language, 
gathered from conversation which passed be- 
tween them that they were escaped prisoners; 
that they haa broken jail somewhere in Spain, 
made their way to Bordeaux, and started for 
America to place the ocean between themselves 
and the Spanish Government. The two men 
were well behaved during the voyage, attending 
to their own business, and apparently seeking to 
avoid the company ofjtheir fellow-passengers. 
Upon reaching Castle Garden yesterday they 
hurried away as soon as their baggage was 
passed, and went to the Spanish boarding house 
at No. 19 West Ninth-street, where they secluded 
themselves. When a TIMES reporter called there 
last evening to learn the history of the two men 
from themselves he was intormed by Sefior 
Emuaro, who keeps the house, that Maseo and 
Castiglio were in bed, and that he would not dis- 
turb them for anybody during the night. Sefior 
Emuaro admitted that they had escaped from a 
Spanish prison, but pretended that he did not 
know whether they were ordinary convicts or 
risoners of State, but thought they were the 
tter. Neither could he tell, according to his 
story, in what part of Spain the prison is situ- 
ated from which they escaped. He said they 
were safe in his house, and no person should see 
them until they were ready to show themselves. 





TRYING TO GET 10 LIBERIA. 
» The 81 colored emigrants who were left 
almost destitute on the pier of the Mallory Line 
of steamships, on their way from Galveston to 
Liberia, on Thursday, slept on the pier that 
night among the cotton bales. The office of the 


Liberia Colonization Society, under whose 
charge a great many negroes have been shipped 
from Galveston, isin Washington, and none of 
their agents was present when the party was 
landed. Messrs. Yates & Porterfield, the agents 
of the Liberia Steamship Company, wrote to the 
Colonization Society on Thursday appraising 
them of the arrival of the negroes, and they 
expect an answer to-day, or the arrival of an 
agent to take charge of the party. The Mal- 
Jorys provided the emigrants with food Thurs- 
day night, and yesterday morning Ambrose 
Burgess, their leader, began to search for a 
lodging place forthem. He finally rented quar- 
ters at No. 147 Bleecker-street, where they will 
remain until it is ascertained whether the Colo- 
nization Society will take them in charge. 

If the Colonization Society does not take 
charge of the negroes the Mallory Line will 
ship them back to Galveston free of charge. 
The Captain of the Lampasas says that the ne, 
groes expected to be met here by an agent who 
would ship them on to Liberia. 





NO DAMAGES FOR MR. MUNDY. 

The jury in the trial of the suit of Will- 
iam H. Mundy against Eliza Porret was unable 
toagree. Judge Lawrence discharged it yester- 
day morning.

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THE REV. ABRAHAM HUMB. 
The Rev. Abraham Hume, D. U. L, 
LE b., whose death is reported by cable, was one 
of the foremost ecclesiastics of Great Britain, 
and his voluminous statistical contributions to 
religious literature are everywhere accepted as 
the standard authority upon the subjects treat- 
ed. He was borninthe year 1815, and was edu- 
cated at the Roya) Belfast College, at Glasgow 
University, and afterward at the “silent sister,” 
Trinity College, Dublin, carrying off honors at 


ail these institutions. After his gore he 
fora time taught mathematics and English lan- 
guage and literature at the Belfast Royal Insti- 
tute and Academy, and the institute and college 
at Liverpool. He was ordained in 1843, and the 
same year had conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL. D. by the University of Glas- 
gow. He was made the Vicar of a parish 
at Liverpool in 1847, and while thus oc- 
cupied devoted a great deal of care and 
attention to the moral and spiritual condition of 
the city. From these researches appeared in 1858 
a oe 1 of his diary over the signature of “‘A 
Lancashire Recumbent,” which largely contrib- 
uted to the overthrow of the genera! opinion of 
the indolence of the clergy of England, The 
Liverpool Church Aid Society was the outgrowth 
of the agitation following his evidence in 1858 be 
fore the House of Lords upon the * Means of 
Divine Worship in Populous Districts.’” In 1859 
he was again summoned before the House of 
Lords to give his views upon “ Church Rates,” 
one result of which was the publication of valu- 
able tables showing the proportion of worship- 
ers and non-worshipersin each of the three great 
classes in England and Wales. These have be- 
come standard authorities in parliamentary de- 
bates. He was a noted antiquarian, and his 
laborious researches were recognized by his elec- 
tion as a Fellow of the Royal Society of Northern 
Antiquaries, Copenhagen, and of the London 
Society of Antiquaries. He was one of the 
three {ounders of the Historic Society of Ches- 
hire and Lancashire, of which he was President 
for six years. The South American Missionary 
Society sent_him, in 1867, ona tour throughout 
the Western Republics of South America, and on 
his return he issuea two interesting pamphlets 
upon the moral and commercial conditions of 
Peru and Chili, which attracted great attention, 
as did also his work upon Peruvian antiquities. 
The Cunningham prize for a valuable essay on 
the Irish diaiect was awarded to him in 1869 by 
the Royal Irish Academy. In 1874 he was ap- 
pointed to an honorary canonry in Chester Ca- 
thedral. Most of his writings have appearedin 
the transactions of learned societies and in pe- 
riodical publications. His best-known_ works, 
other than those already cited are, ** The Learned 
Societies and Printing Clubs of the United 
Kingdom,” “Sir Hugh, of Lincoln,” * Philoso- 

hy of Geographical Names,” various pamphiets 
n defense of the Established Church, and the 
* Results of the Irish Census, with a special ref- 
erence to the Church of Treland,” which ap- 
peared in 1864. Besides these he is noted as the 
— of many antiquarian and archeological 
works. ,

James Cowan, a well-known lawyer, 
died yesterday morning at 12:30 o’clock at his 
residence, at No. 101 South Eighth-street, Brook- 
lyn, Eastern District.

WORK OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE COUNCIL 
OF REFORM. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


The committee on legislation of thé 
Council of Reform which has had charge of the 
introduction to and the passage through the 
Legislature of the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, voted on at the late election, and of the 
measures for securing its adoption by the peo- 
ple, has received the following returns of the 
vote in the several counties of the State, from 
which it appears that this important measure 
has been adopted by the decisive majority of 
485,334. It will be seen that the three cities— 
New-York, Brooklyn, and Buffalo, to which the 
amendment at present only applies—give one- 
half of the vote in favor and less than one- 
third of the vote against this amendment. This 
result has been secured not without a pro- 
tracted and laborious effort. This amendment 
was three years on its passage through 
the Legislature, and was carried against 
numerous difficulties. This committee has se- 
cured the printing and distribution of the bal- 
lots for the amendment to the several election 
districts of the State except in three counties, 
where tht County Clerks failea to carry out the 
requirements of the law. It has secured the co- 
——— of a body of patriotic citizens in all 
the cities, large towns, and in every county to 
bring outa fulland friendly vote in their sev- 
eral districts, the advocacy of this measure by 
over 300 of the newspapers of the State, and the 
distrinution of 60,000 circulars containing the 
amendment and reasons for its adoption. Al- 
though a large supply of ballots was delivered 
to the several election districts of this city, they 
were regularly bunched and distributed by the 
Tammany Hall organization alone. Otherwise 
the vote would have been much larger. The 
Committee on Legislation, in connection with 
the Law Committee of the Council, is preparing 
several bills to be presented to the next Legis- 
lature made necessary by the adoption of this 
amendment, the vote on which by counties was 
as follows:

WAR TAXES IN TIME OF PEACE. 


ee eae 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In about 10 days from now Congress will 
assemble. In whatever else the lawmakers of 
the country may differ, in two things they are 
bound to agree, namely: First, the industrial 
situation of the country being in a prostrate 
state, the working classes are in a state of great 
distress. Secondly, that we are still groaning 
under the curse of war taxes exacted in time of 
peace. During the campaign the Republican 
Party, to do it justice, was anxious to make the 
tariff question the chief issue. I have clearly 
shown in a former letter to THE TIMES 
that Mr. Blaine was the real issue of the late 


campaign, and not the tariff. Some Democratic 
war tax sneaks tried to wear during the cam- 
paign., like lackeys,the livery of their masters, the 
bold and honest outspoken Republican war 
taxers in the time of peace. For this faction of 
Democratic war tariff sneaks every honest man 
must entertain contempt, and a time is coming 
wher they will melt like show in a Summer's 
sun. Let me now call the attention of Congress, 
and of the people in genera}, to the outrageous 
taxes we are paying, when the whole country 
is suffering the greatest distress. I will take to- 
< an article of chief food, namely, sugar, 
uring the tiscal year ending 80th of June, 
1884, we imported 2,630,000,000 pounds of raw 
sugar, costing abroad $91,080,000. The average 
duty is2 cents per pound. Supposing that all 
this sugar has gone into consumption, (the con- 
sumption accountis not made up vet, only the 
importations,) it would follow that the people of 
this country were taxed $52,600,000 on sugar. 
Add to this an equal tax on the 250,000,000 pounds 
ot sugar made here, which is $5,000,000, and we 
get a total of $57,600,000, war tax on an article of 
prime necessity pressed out of the people during 
a year of unparalleled industrial stagnation and 
distress. Mr. Morrison in vain tried to reduce 
this tax 20 per cent., which would have reduced 
the people’s burden on this article of food about 
$11,500,000. For his endeavor to reduce taxation 
he had to encounter the flercest opposition, not 
only by the outside bold Republican monopo- 
lists, but by the Democratic tariff sneak organs. 

Well, then, to come to another point. I have 
shown that 2,630,000,000 pounds of sugar cost 
abroad $91,080,000, which 1s about 38.46 cents per 
pound. Now, a duty of 2 cents pound on 8.46 
cents is within a fraction of percent. But 
raw sugar has since last June gone below 8 cents 
a pound, and therefore the ad valorem duty is 
now about 70 per cent. in average, if not higher. 
We hear of great distress all over the country. 
There is hardly a workingman in thelandora 
wage winner who had not his wages reduced, 
yet the war tax on sugar remains. Don’t tinker 
with the tariff, says the bold, but honest Repub- 
lican War tariff taxer. For God’s sake don’t agi- 
tate the reduction of taxes on the tariff, cries 
the Democratic tariff sneak; wait until the new 
Congress meets, a year hence, then we will go 
about it scientifically. In the meantime, work- 
ingmen, behold the real fact, that while the 
Treasury is groaning under the load of $100,000,- 
000 surplus you are asked to bear the burden of 
70 per cent. war tax on an indispensable article 
of food. . 8S MOORE.

CATTLE AND HORSE GROWERS. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 21.—The fifth day’s session 
of the Cattlemen’ Association resulted in the 
transaction of little business other than the tink- 
ering of the constitution, soas to allow small as- 
sociations a representation. On motionof Gen. 
Curtis, of New-York, a collection was taken up 
for the benefit of the sufferers by the epidemic 
in West Virginia and Kentucky. The collection, 
aggregating $1,200, was forwarded to Mrs. Jubal 
A. Early and Charles W. Britton, of Lynchburg, 
Va., for distribution. The convention passed a 
vote of congratulation to President-elect Cleve- 
land and Vice-President-elect Hendricks. The 
convention refused to unite with the Cattle 
Dealers’ Association, which recently met at 
Chicago and asked for a union. 

Mr. Stewart, of Montana, expressed the desire 
to put the delegation from his Territory on rec- 
ord as unanimously opposed to the action on 
the trail guestion taken by the convention yes- 
terday. e gave as his reason the overcrowded 
state of the cattle markets in the Northwest, 
which, he feared, would be made worse if the 
proposed trail were allowed to extend to the 
limit of the British possessions. 

At the afternoon session an invitation to visit 
the Chicago stock yards on Monday next was ac- 
cepted. The Committee on Resolutions report- 
ed favorably on a resolution that, pending the 
action of Congress on the trail question, what is 
known as the Griffin and Dodge trail bb used by 
stockmen. The report was adopted with slight 
—. chiefly from the Kansas delegation. 
The name of the association finally agreed upon 
was “The National Cattle and Horse Growers’ 
Association of the United States,” and after this 
effort the convention aajourned until to-mor- 
row. 





THE BELL TELEPHONE PATENT. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Nov. 21.—A few weeks 
since the Toronto Telephone Manufacturing 
Company made application to the Dominion 
Government to have the patent of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company declared null and void for non- 
compliance with the patent law. The Bell Tele- 
phone Company then applied to the Chief Justice 
of Ontario fora writ of prohibition against the 
Minister of Agriculture on the ground that the 
provisions of the Patent act giving the Minister 
of Agriculture power to hear such cases was 
ultra vires of the Dominion Constitution. The 
Chief Justice to-day declined to grant the 
writ, and the case will come up before the 
Minister on Monday next. The Dominion 
Patent act provides that a patent becomes null 
and void if the manufacture of the patented 
article is not commenced and continuously car- 
ried on in Canada within two years from the date 
of the patent in such a manner that any person 
desiring to use it may obtain it at reasonable 
price. The act further provides that if, atter 12 
months from the date of the patent, the patentee 
or his Assignee imports or causes to be imported 
into Canada patented articles, his patent be- 
comes void. Those who brought action against 
the Bell Telephone Company state that they can 
prove by invoice in the Customs Department 
that their telephones have been imported in vio- 
lation of the act, and they have declined to sell 
their instruments.

PLAGUE SPOTS ON THE EAST SIDE, 
LADIES WORKING TO REMOVE HEALTH-DE- 
STROYING NUISANCES, 

All efforts having failed to get the 
health authorities to do anything toward 
abating the manure heap, fat rendering, and 
slaughter house nuisances along the East River 
front, between Forty-third and Forty-sixth 
streets, the ladies within sniffing range of that 
fragrant region have taken the matter in hand, 
with excellent prospect of relief. When Mr. 
Wendt’s complaint to Dr. Carroll, of the State 
Health Board, appeared in print the other day, 
Mrs. Thomas Harland, of No. 35 Beekman-place, 


called on Mrs. Wendt. Their conference result- 
ed ina petition to the Grand Jury, which was 
delivered to the District Attorney in about 
three days, with the signatures attached of more 
than 200 ladies. A few gentlemen, among them 
Dr. Higgins, of Beekman-place, and other 
physicians, insisted on adding their signatures 
to it, but it was essentially a ladies’ paper. Dus- 
trict Attorney Olney sent word to the leaders 
that he would lay their grievances before the 
Grand Jury, and advised 4hem that they pre- 
pare additional evidence as a means of strength- 
ening the complaint. 

With that intention a dozen ladies met yester- 
day morning at Mrs. Harland’s and then went to 
the obnoxious region. At Forty-sixth-street a 
policeman gallantiy offered his services and 
escorted the party to the scene of Contractor 
Kane’s manure enterprise, at the foot of the 
street. The contractor was at the time engaged 
in a lordly survey of his possessions, which run 
uphill at a steep incline and cover two lots to an 
average height of about 25 feet. He viewed the 
visitors with mingled curiosity and scorn. 

On returning from this inspection the ladies 
were asked to look into the tenement houses at 
Nos. 409 and 411 East Forty-sixth-street. They 
found the halls and doorways filled with sickly 
children. All of them had colorless faces, and 
nearly all were blotched with scrofulous erup- 
tions. The points of interest in these houses, 
however, were the cellars, which were six feet 
deep with sewage. That depth had not been 
lessened since early Summer. It was due to the 
obstruction of the sewer that should empty into 
the river at that —_— by refuse trom the 
slaughter houses. The inmates said that the 
“sanitary men” hac been there on Thursday in 
response to complaints lodged several months 
ago. 

The thoughts of the committee, with this visit, 
began to turn to smelling salts and carbolic acid, 
but the morning’s work was yet pd germ fin- 
ished, and the party bravely trudged through 
the meat market, which is soaked with the smell 
of the adjacent slaughter houses, and presented 
themselves at the establishment of Rafferty & 
‘Williams, fat renderers, in Forty-third-street. 

Mr. Rafferty expiessed his delight to see them, 

and at once put himself at their disposal for an 

inspection of the premises. Leading the way 
through the rooms on the lower fioor, he proud- 
ly pointed out the beauties of his vocation, 
and invited full inquiry into its apparent 
mysteries. He had nothing to conceal, he said. 

Only about half of the party accepted the hos- 

pitalities of the second floor, and nearly all who 

did so regretted it before they had finished. A 

single member of the party alone was equal to 

the third floor, where seemed to be stored the 
quintessence20ff down-stairs abowinations...Ry 
the time Mr. Rafferty, with his polite smile and 
genial bearing, had descended with the party to 
the outer door, one of the ladies was quite 
ul, and none were exceeding)y well. They bore 
with them, however, bright recollections of Mr. 

Rafferty’s unfailing courtesy. Yesterday after- 

noon several of the committee were confined in- 

doors as the result of the inspection. 

Arthur Wendt, the writer of the complaint to 
the State Board which gave impetus to this 
movement, said yesterday at his house on Fifty- 
first-strect, where for a day or two he has been 
suffering from the malady common to that part 
of town, that since the publication of his note to 
Dr. Carroll he had receiveda reply to a similar 
complaint which he’ sent to the city Health 
Board about a month ago. It was a mere 
acknowledgment, but it promised that “action 
would be taken.” 

“It looks very much.” he said, *“*as though my 
complaiut received this tardy attention because 
the newspapers have taken up the matter. I 
don’t care what was the motive if the nuisances 
are removed. The city Board of Health will have 
enough to answer for, without troubling them- 
selvesabout me. They and they alone are re- 
sponsible for the manure and fat rendering 
nuisances, for the law vests in them the designa- 
tion of places for such deposits. I understand 
that Contractor Kane has a strong political 
* pull,’ and he secured this designation because it 
saves him the expense of carting the stuff 
off. The effect of these stenches, as I said 
the other day, is that headaches and nausea have 
become common ailments in this neighborhood, 
as far west as Third-avenue. Indeed I have 
smelled the odors overon Murray Hill. Physi- 
cians agree that these symptoms indicate blood 
poisoning, and may lead to something serious, 
especially if cholera or any epidemic should visit 
the city. Mrs. Neidlinger, the wife of the malt- 
ster, has been asufferer from these. smells; so 
much of asufferer that her physician informs 
her that she must move from this part of the 
city. Mr. Neidlinger owns the house in which 
they live, on Fiftieth-street. ‘They may have to 
leave it. The movement started by the ladies 
may. however, remove that necessity.” 

rs. Harland was informea yesterday that the 

Grand Jury would hear the committee on Mon- 
‘ day at 1l o'clock. ‘‘ We intend to concentrate 

our complaints just now,”’ she said, **on Con- 

tractor Kane's nuisance. After that we will see 
what can be done with the others. By getting 
relief from one atatime we shall hope event- 
ually to makea clean sweep. As organization

TRACKS IN LEXINGTON-AVENUE. 
MR. HEWITT WILLING TO GIVE WAY TO 
THE PUBLIC BUT NOT TO A CORPORATION. 

The Railroad Committee of the Com- 
mon Council yesterday closed the hearing upon 
the question of a surface railroad in Lexington- 
avenue. Aaron J. Vanderpoel and Charles Put- 
zel appeared for property owners in Lexington- 
avenue who are opposed to any railroad through 
that thoroughfare. O. E. Bright asked the com- 
mittee to report in favor of giving the franchise 


of a railroad through the avenue to the Four- 
teenth-Street and Lexington-Avenue Company, 
and Edward Lauterbach contended that the 
fanchise should go to the Third-Avenue Com- 
pany, which cesires to extend its line. 

The Hon. Abram §S. Hewitt said he had lived in 
Lexington-avenue 30 years, and that the quiet he 
found there was very dear to him. No property 
owner inthe avenue wanted arailroad there. He 
was willing to sacrifice his personal interests to 
the public good, but not to the benefit of a cor- 
poration. So far as any revenue which the city 
would receive from the franchise, he pledged 
himself to raise an an sum from property 
owners in the avenue if a railroad could be kept 
out of it.

' THE STRANDED GUADALUPE. 
NO EXPLANATION OF THE CAUSE OF THE 
WRECK YET RECEIVED. 

The steerage passengers of the steamship 
Guadalupe arrived in this city early yesterday 
morning. They will sail for Galveston on the 
Mallory steamship Lampasas, which leaves here 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon. They were given ac- 
commodation yesterday at boarding houses in 
the lower part of the city. Several of them vis- 
ited the Mallory dock during the day. **We had 
rather a hard time of it,” said one of them, * but 
I don’t know as we ought to complain.” 

According to this passenger, all the people in 
the steerage retired to their berths at an early 
hour. At 10 o’clock they were awakened by the 
shock which was caused by the stranding of the 
vessel. Nearly all hurried on deck. Some of the 
women went up with children in their arms. It 
was intensely dark, and the shore could not be 
seen. few of the crew were evidently 
alarmed, and had life preservers on. This 
would have caused a panic among the 

assengers but for the cool conduct of Capt. 

Vickerson and his officers. The passengers were 
assured that there was no danger, as_ the 
vessel hed struck on a sandy beach. The ship 
lay easily, and after Capt. Nickerson had by ex- 
amination satisfied himself that there was no 
immediate danger, he told the passengers to go 
below. No one would be landed until morning, 
he said. The passengers returned to their 
berths, but few of them went to sleep. The 
pounding of the waves against the weather side 
of the ship produced a dismal sound, which ren- 
dered wakeful passengers all the more nervous, 
At daybreak the passengers went on deck again. 
They saw a boat manned by a life-saving crew 
approaching from the shore. The work of landing 
the passengers was a slow and dangerous one. 
The women and even the men appeared nervous 
when the time came for lowering them into the 
lifeboat. Some of the children cried, but, as a 
rule, the passengers behaved well. Owing to the 
heavy surf the life-saving crews were obliged to 
handle their boats with great caution when sap- 
proaching the beach. It was nearly 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon when the last passenger reached 
the shore. The passengers were taken from the 
narrow strip of beach, where they landed to the 
mainland in sailboats. Arrangements had 
already been made for their transportation from 
Barnegat to this city by the Southern Railroad 
of New-Jersey. 

At the offices of the Mallory line yesterday lit- 
tle information about the Guadalupe could be 
gained. Capt. Spicer,the member of the firm 
who went down to Barnegat, did not return 
yesterday. and neither Capt. Nickerson nor any 
of his officers came up to the city. One of the 
firm said that he hoped{that thesteamship would 
be floated. He understood that she was lying in 
an easy position and was not leaking badly, 
but he was unable to give any opinion as 
to whether or not she would get off. She was 
partially insured. Her vaiue could not be ex- 
rie estimated. She was worth more to the 
Mallorys than she would be to any other firm, 
because they had use for her, and could not at 
present secure a vessel so well adapted for 
their trade. They knew little about the sec- 
ond mate, who was in charge when the 
ship stranded, as he had been engaged 
at the last moment. The latter’s explanation of 
his conduct had not been received in this city. 
The Merritt Wrecking Company had sent vessels 
to the stranded steamship, and the work of un- 
loading the cargo would be begun at once. The 
impression prevailed in shipping circles yester- 
day that the Guadalupe would not be floated.

HELPED BY HIS PRISONER. 
A LUCKY OFFICER TAKES TWO CAPTIVES 
TO COURT INSTEAD OF ONE. 


For some two or three days past United 
States Deputy Marshal A. L. Smith has been 


‘looking for Conrad Lutz, a Chatham-street 


baker, who is wanted for aiding in an election 
fraud on Noy. 4. Withanumber of other Ger- 
mans Lutz has been in the habit of frequenting 
a liquor saloon at No. 83 Division-street, but he 
was never there when the Marshal called. From 
these frequent visits, however, Smith became 
known to the bartender of the place, who also 
fathomed the object of his visit, and, it is sup- 
posed, defeated it by warning Lutz whenever the 
officer appeared. 

On Thursday afternoon. however, Marshal 
Smith went to Ludlow-Street Jail to take another 
election prisoner—Harry Seeman—to the United 
States Court. On the way from the prison, 
while coming through Division-street, Seeman 
asked the Marshal to goina saloon and get a— 
cigar. Smith consented, and it chanced that 
the place they entered was No. 83 Division-street. 
Immediately upon bis entrance Deputy Marshal 
Smith noticed that :he bartender made a sign to 
one among a numter of Germans sitting at a 
table. The one signaled to—a strapping big 
fellow—got up and made a break for the family 
entrance at the side. With his usual perspicuity 
Smith made up his mind at once that the big 
German was the anxiously sought for 
Lutz, whom he never had seen, and he 
started to follow him. His intention was evi- 
dent to the remaining Germans, and, to enable 
their comrade to make his escape, several ot 
them caught Smith by the arms and prevented 
him from going after the tugitive. Seeman, 
who during this short space of time had been an 
attentive observer of affairs, took in the situa- 
tion and bolted out of the door. Before Lutz 
could get away Sceman had both arms around 
his neck. He held on until Smith, who had be- 
come alarmed for the safety of his first prisoner, 
came hurrying out, having “laid out” two of 
the men who had detained him in the saloon, 
and, with an expression of intense joy, the offi- 
cer took both captor and captured again into 
custody and marched them triumphantly down 
to the Federal Building. Both Seeman and Lutz 
now occupy rooms in Ludlow-Street Jail.

THEY ARE STILL NINE. 

Nine young men, whom the police de- 
nounce as professional thieves, were arraigned 
before Justice O’Reilly,at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, yesterday morning. They gave 
their names as John G. Rielley, John J. Kealey, 
John Burke, Henry Cummings, William T. 
Smith, John Keily, Eugene O’Hara, Edward 
Abbott, and Cornelius Sullivan. Several of them 
were well and neatly dressed, but the majority 
of them were rough looking and unkempt. 
They were accompanied by Detectives Rogers, 
O’Brien, and several others from tbe Central Of- 
fice. Detective Rogers told the magistrate that 
the prisoners had been arrested on suspicion of 
having been concerned in a number of petty 
thefts which have occurred in this city of late. 
He said that the gang had victimized a number 
of small tradesmen by robbing the money 
drawers 1n their stores. One of the gang would 
enter the store, pretending to-be a sanitary of- 
ficer come to investigate a complaint about the 
condition of the premises or an _  offi- 
cer of the corporation to complain of a 
sign which was suspended in front of 
thestorein violation of the ordinances.

NO RETURN FOR THEIR MONEY. 

The proprietor of the Manhattan Em- 
ployment Agency, at No. 733 Broadway, is Sam- 
uel Buel, Jr. Buel has no license, nor has he had 
one forsome months. A suit to compel him to 
take out a license isnow in one of the higher 
courts, where he had taken it on appeal. Buel’s 
business is very large and he employs a number 
of clerks. Complaints were made at tbe office of 
the; Mayor’s Marshal that he operated in the 
following wey.

UNDERVALUATIONS. 

A CHAMBER OF COMMERCE COMMITTEE LIS- 
TENING TO MERCHANTS’ SUGGESTIONS. 
Jackson S. Schultz and John R. Waters, 

of the Chamber of Commerce Committee on 

Revenue Reform, listened for several hours yes- 

teraay to statements concerning the necessity 

for reform in the regulations relating to under- 
valuations ¢f merchandise. James M. Constable, 
of Arnold, Constable & Co., sat with the com- 
mittee, as an interested listener, during the 
greater part of the day. He only made a few re- 
marks on the subject under consideration, saying 
that the only remedy he knew of for the existing 
faults in the revenue system was to have a spe- 
cific duty wherever it was possible. He feared 
that it would be found to be impracticable to 


have the duties generally of a specific nature, 
Regarding the individual acts of appraisers Mr. 
Constable said that some of the appraisers were 
undoubtedly incompetent. At any rate, under 
the present system it was practically impossible 
for the appraisers to get at the real value of im- 
ported merchandise. 

Gen. Henry E.'Tremain, who has had {much 
experience with Custom House law, said that 
since the law of 1874 was enacted there had been 
no provision established by law whereby a mer- 
vhant could obtain prompt arbitration regard- 
ing market values of imported goods. As the 
law now stands, the Government officers have a 
power equal to absolute confiscation of an im- 
porter’s goods. It was true that after the seiz- 
ure of goods for alleged undervaluation the im- 
porter had aright to appeal, but the tribunal 
to which he must appeal was composed of men 
appointed wholly in the interest ot the Govern- 
ment. The merchant had no voicein the selec- 
tion of the tribunal. Certainly reform was 
necessary inthe Government methods of deal- 
ing with the question of undervaluation. The 
existing law was neither just to the Government 
nor to the importers. Since 1874 the Government 
had found it practically impossible to condemn 
an importer’s goods on the ground of undervalu- 
ation by civil actions. Witn a very few excep- 
tions all of the money that had been collected 
by the Government for alleged undervaluations 
of merchandise during the last 10 years had been 
collected by compromises. With the merchants 
the law’s delays were fatal. In most instances 
their profits on their goods depended wi Say 
their getting them. into the markets quickly 
Gen. Tremain urged particularly the im- 
portance of establishing methods in the col- 
lection of the tariff which would secure uni- 
formity in the appraisements. The General did 
not think that much could be expected at pres- 
entinthe way of obtaining a law requiring 
specific duties only, consequently the next best 
thing was to secure as many reforms as possible 
in the collection of the ad valorem duties. 

H. Herman, a Broadway cloth importer and 
Custom House expert, expressed the belief that 
specific duties would not prevent frauds upon 
the Government. The tariif, he said, ought to 
be simplified. It ought to be so clear that a child 
might understand it. He could not suggest how 
to simplify, however. Isaac N. Phillips, former- 
ly an appraiser in the Government employ, de- 
scribed the nature and effect of some of the laws 
relating to undervaluation. He said that there 
was need of a change.

A CHINAMAN A CHINAMAN ALWAYS. 

The case of Ah Kee, the Chinaman who 
recently deserted from the bark Richard Par- 
sons, Capt. Thorndyke, and was arrested, came 
up before Judge Brown, in the United States 
Circuit Court, yesterday. United States Com- 
missioner Shields had already held that Ah Kee 
was restrained, under the Anti-Chinese act, from 
landing in America, and that he must go back to 
the port from which he shipped, Calcutta, in the 
vesselin which he came here, but his lawyer, 
Mr. James Davenport, op a writ of hubeas cor- 
pus, took him before Judge Brewn. 

Yesterday his Honor decided that the act, 
which prohibits Chinese laborers from landing 
in America, did not apply to Ah Kee, who was a 
sailor and only came to this port with the inten- 
tion of shipping again as soon as possible. He 
could not be termed a laborer, as he had no in- 
tention of competing with laborers here. On the 
question of nationality raised by the counsel for 
the prisoner, who claimed to have been born in 
Hong Kong, and was therefore a British subject, 
Judge Brown held that a Chinaman was a China- 
man, no matter where he was born or where he 
had lived. A Chinaman could never lose his na- 
tionality, and the act, so far as it went, appliea 
to any Chinaman, no matter where he was born. 
Judge Brown then discharged Ah Kee on the 
condition that he would sign a document in 
which he promised to leave this port within 30 
days from the date of the rendering of the de- 
cision. This Ah Kee joyfully did, and he went 
his way rejoicing.
